Coach Phillip Fulmer's veteran team is a lot 


more than Peyton Manning and a bunch of col 


lege buddies he wanted to hang out with for 

another year. Tennessee has flirted with this 

kind of climb in the past, but never has been 

able to stand the altitude. Manning, though, 
will fill the can-do role of championship quarterback the way Florida’s Danny Wuerf- 
fel, Nebraska's Tommie Frozier and Florida State’s Charlie Ward have in recent 
years — but with the big-time pro talent that has turned him into the college 
game’s brightest star since Georgia's Herschel Walker 15 years ago. 

THE GOOD NEWS: The Tennessee defense might actually be 
better than the offense.

Big-play athletes like comerback Terry Fair, end Jonathan Brown and linebacker Al 
Wilson dot a lineup that ranked fifth in the country in 1996 (237 yards, 14.3 
points a game). 

THE BAD NEWS: Wel, there's a trip to a little place called The 
Swamp on Sept. 20. Nixon was president the last time Tennessee won at Florida, and the 
Gators have abused the Vols for an astounding 138 points in whippin’ up on ‘em three times 
there in the ‘90s. Although now 52-9-1 under Fulmer, the pressure has become immense to 
not only beat Florida, and to win the SEC title, but to win ‘em all. It’s sort of, “If not now, 
when?” Visits to UCLA on Sept. 6 and Alabama on Oct. 18 are not automatic victories. And, 
we didn’t want to mention this, but what happens if Manning ... um, well, uh ... gets hurt?

ished 10-2 and ranked 12th last season. 
“We had a great year last year, but 
this year the talk around the team is 
that we want to be even better,” 
said Faulk. 

Whatever the Tigers accom- 
plish, Faulk figures to be an integral 
part of those deeds. He already 
stands seventh on the school career 
rushing chart with 2,134 yards. His 
1,282 yards last year led the 
Southeastern Conference, was the 
second most in school history, and 
included a school-record 246 yards 
in a 35-34 season-opening victory 
against Houston. 

His prowess as a kick and punt 
returner, including a 78-yard punt 
return for a touchdown, helped 
swell his all-purpose yards to an 
SEC-best 2,104. 

Faulk’s overall production war- 
ranted Associated Press first-team 
All-America honors as an all-pur- 
pose player, fulfilling a prophecy 
made before his freshman season.

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intensifies his competitive nature. 

“What it really does is make you work 
harder knowing that people who are watch- 
ing consider you one of the top running 
backs in the country,” he said. 

It’s not unlike last year’s season opener 
against Houston. The week of the game, 
DiNardo lifted a suspension allowing Faulk 
to play. Faulk had been suspended the pre- 
vious February after an incident outside a 
Carencro lounge in which a police officer 
was hurt. But when Carencro officials 
announced plans to dismiss misdemeanor 
charges in exchange for community service 
and an apology, DiNardo reinstated Faulk, 
amid controversy. That controversy gave 
Faulk added resolve. 

“| really tried not to let it affect me,” he 
said, “but there was a bug in the back of my 
head telling me that I'd better make some- 
thing happen.” 

He did that, and more, throughout 
the season. As hard as Faulk may work on 
the field, he’s just as diligent away from it. 
He constantly studies game tapes to memo- 
rize where both his blockers and the 
defenders will be on most any play or 
return. Faulk said the knowledge helps him 
to run more instinctively. 

Still, Faulk can’t outrun questions about 
whether he'll jump to the NFL after his 
junior season. 

“It’s going to take a great season to 
have an opportunity to make that choice,” 
he said.

sional football being as much fun as this.” 

It was never more fun for him than in last year’s 17-12 win 
over Colorado. There were his 13 tackles and his two sacks. 
There was the sleet, snow and rain. It was Thanksgiving weekend. 
“Now that was football,” he said. 

Wistrom is back to chase not only quarterbacks, but a dream 
of winning a third national title. With only three defensive starters 
returning, some might call it a pipe dream. “If two national cham- 
pionships were enough,” he said, “I might have left.” 

He said he hopes to increase last year’s 9.5 sacks to at least a 
dozen this season — which would break Trev Alberts’ school 
record of 29.5 career sacks (1990-93). 

With all this talk of national titles and sack records, it would 
seem as if Wistrom is bent on perfection. Well, he is, and he can’t 
help it. It’s what the 6-5, 255-pound Wistrom has strived for since 
he was a little boy playing sports in his hometown of Webb City, 
Mo. His father, Ron Wistrom, has always insisted on it. After all, 
Ron Wistrom never missed a high school football, basketball or 
baseball game in which his son competed. Ron, who coached all 
three of his sons’ Pop Warner teams, said he was hard on Grant 
because he saw his potential at a young age. “To be a football 
player, you have to have your motor running all the time,” he said. 

Now the nitpickiness of Wistrom’s father is comical. Ron 
Wistrom never played a down of organized football, but he is 
always first to critique his son’s play. The dad will have to pull 
double duty this season. Another son, incoming freshman Tracey, 
hopes to see playing time at tight end for the Big Red. 

When Grant is not hitting quarterbacks or hitting the books — 
he’s a two-time academic All-American with a 3.48 GPA in pre- 
pharmacy — he’s likely to hit the sofa. A little TV and a few zzzzzzs. 

“You give the kid five minutes on a couch and he'll be passed 
out,” said senior Jason Peter, Wistrom’s roommate. “He'll put his 
hat over his eyes and he’s gone. I have to throw stuff at him 
because he’s snoring while I’m trying to watch a TV program.”

Manning Returns With Big Plans to Improve 


fter Peyton Manning announced his return to Ten- 
nessee, there was no slowing the rush to judgment. 

: » He had eschewed NFL riches for the college experience. 
He had put his team, school and fans above himself. He was the 
biggest Tennessee hero since Davy Crockett. 

And there was nothing he could do about it. 

In fact, Manning made a very calculated decision based on 
what was best for him, not his school. “I didn’t feel that 1 owed the 
University of Tennessee anything,” he said. “I didn’t have to prove 
my loyalty to my school. I've been a team player for three years, 
I’m getting my degree.” 

There were numerous reasons for his return. He wanted to be 
a senior, wanted to be a team captain, wanted to experience once 
more all that attracted him to Tennessee football in the first place. 

He also wanted to improve. 

Manning shares that goal with David Cutcliffe, his offensive 
coordinator and position coach. Neither is thinking small. 

Cutcliffe considers Manning's stat line and says, “We've done 
60 to 65 percent (pass completions). How about 70 percent?” 

“Completing 70 percent is all about discipline,” Manning said. 
“As you get older, it’s harder to be more disciplined. You know 
you're experienced, you know you've made a throw before, so 
you think, ‘I can get it in there again.’ When you should be laying 
the ball off, you try to gun one in there. 

“My challenge this year is to be more disciplined.” 

Manning cites an interception against Alabama. He fired a 
fastball that wide receiver Joey Kent couldn’t handle; it bounced

He has increased his bench press by about 100 pounds to 
the 315-330 range. He can lift 425 in the squat, about double 
what he lifted as a freshman. 

He’s faster, too. Manning ran a 5.0 40 at Newman High 
School in New Orleans. Before last spring, he had been timed as 
fast as 4.85. 

Manning expects to lower that number, just as he seeks to 
raise his completion percentage. But a 4.7 40 doesn’t have the 
allure of 70 percent completions. 

“There's something about that number, 70 percent,” Man- 
ning said. “It would be a great feat. In a season, you're gonna 
have dropped balls, tipped balls. But it is something to shoot for.” 

I feel like Tennessee fans have been such a part of my life for 
the last few years. Now, they'll truly be a part of my life forever. 
That's a good feeling to have, to know you can always come back 
here and be treated well.

‘Little Earl’ or Mighty Mouse, Williams Stands Tall 


e was an undersized linebacker with an oversized yearning 
to succeed, or so the story goes. Why else would Ricky 
Williams get that Mighty Mouse tattoo on his right bicep? 

Why else indeed. 

Truth? It wasn’t a David vs. Goliath thing. 

It was his voice. 

“Like a mouse,” Ricky Williams says. 

As a 5-9, 155-pound high school freshman, Williams was a 
linebacker who ran around guards rather than take them on. Dur- 
ing the middle of one game, he and a teammate got into a fight 
after the teammate, annoyed at Williams’ high-pitched chatter, 
challenged him, saying, “Quit talking like that. Be a man.” 

Almost seven years have passed and Williams still will never 
be confused with James Earl Jones, but it’s not his voice that does 
his talking. At 6-0 and 220 pounds, the Texas Longhorns junior 
halfback would just as soon sail through a defender as circumnavi- 
gate him. 

That taste for contact has earned him comparisons to former 
Texas Heisman Trophy winner Earl Campbell. 

During Williams’ freshman season at Texas in 1995, backfield 
mate Shon Mitchell began calling him “Little Earl,” and the 
moniker stuck. Rather than feel overshadowed, Williams loves it. 

“It gives me an immediate goal to shoot at,” Williams says. 
“I’ve got all his records to break.” 

At El Camino High in Oceanside, Calif., he wore Campbell's

In that Rose Bowl season, the second 
team All-Big Ten selection caught 49 
passes for 889 yards and five touch- 
downs, completing his rookie cam- 
paign with an eye-popping 145 yards 
on only seven receptions against 
Southern California. 

Last year, he had 75 catches for 
1,196 yards and 12 touchdowns as 
Northwestern repeated Big Ten 
championship honors. In gaining first 
team honors in the Big Ten, over 70 
percent of his receptions went for 
first downs. With 2,085 yards, he 
now needs only 390 yards to become 
Northwestern’s all-time career leader 
and he still has two years of eligibility 
to reach that goal. 

“After the Citrus Bowl, Ten- 
nessee’s secondary coach (Kevin 
Ramsey) told me D'Wayne was the 
best receiver they had faced all year,” 
said Wildcat receivers coach Gregg 
Brandon. “That's quite a feather in 
his cap considering the receivers they 
have in the SEC. 

“D'Wayne has the whole package: 
size (6-2, 211 pounds), speed (4.47), 
strength (bench-presses 385), great 
hands, and then there’s that great verti- 
cal leap (38 inches). The kind of num- 
bers he had last year show how 
consistent he has become.” 

Both Brandon and Bates know 
repeating those kind of numbers this 
fall depend on how quickly the rest of 
the offense matures.

Roque is even more effusive in his praise of Murphy. 

“I couldn’t have achieved many of the things I have without 
Murph,” Roque said. “Kyle Murphy is the best guard in America.” 

Roque is moving on to the NFL and Murphy, a senior, is ascend- 
ing to the position of spokesman for ASU’s offensive line. And he fig- 
ures to be an eloquent spokesman. A communications major, he says 
he hopes to become a sports broadcaster when his football career is 
over — although he appears to be soaking up every bit of his college 
player days before he takes the NFL plunge. 

“I love college football,” Murphy said. “I like it a lot more than 
watching the pros. Even when | was in high school | much pre- 
ferred watching the college game. 

“The fans get crazy. There’s more excitement. There are 
more trick plays and more big plays. | think there are more big 
hits. The college game is more team-oriented. | think you see guys 
caring more for their teammates.” 

He also seems to epitomize the phrase “student of the game.” 
“He comes in and watches tape with the coaches,” head 
coach Bruce Snyder said. “He loves football. He loves life, too. I'll 

bet when he goes to a journalism class he enjoys it.” 

Murphy spent more time than ever in the film room during the 
spring. Knee surgery following the 1996 season kept him on crutches 
for six weeks and he missed spring ball. He is expected to be full 
speed for the start of preseason workouts. 

“| really tried to study the game and learn more about strate- 
gies,” he said. “I'm trying to understand the whole game, not just

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Dansby Rebounds, Ready for More Golden Moments 


NOTRE DAME’S MELVIN DANSBY 


efore every Notre Dame home 

football game, Melvin Dansby 

likes to sink his 6-4, 276-pound 
body into a simmering bathtub and soak in 
the moment. He says it helps him relax. 

The rest of the day he spends throw- 

ing quarterbacks and running backs into 
hot water. 
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“Off the field, I am calm and polite,” 
Notre Dame’s All-America candidate at 
defensive tackle says. “On the field, I’m a rav- 
ing lunatic.” 

Dansby didn’t arrive at Notre Dame 
crazy five years ago. Since moving from 
Birmingham, Ala., he slowly matured into 
a maniac. And nothing changed Dansby’s 
demeanor off the field from restful to rest- 
less more than spending a year off of it. 

It was spring, 1995. Dansby had 
earned a spot as a starter on Notre 
Dame’s defensive line entering his third 
season in South Bend. In the last spring 
scrimmage, a formality for starters, Dansby 
found himself buried at the bottom of a 
pile like he had been so many other times 
in his career. 

The whistle blew. But a body flew. The 
pile collapsed further on his neck. 

“| heard: One crunch, two crunch, 
three crunch, and I said, “Uh, oh,’ ” 
Dansby recalls. “A couple of my team- 
mates pulled me up and I felt like I 
weighed a thousand pounds. | could hardly 
move my arms and legs.” 

Notre Dame head trainer Jim Russ 
acted fast. He hid Dansby’s helmet, ensur- 
ing that the tackle so eager to get back 
into the fray wouldn't. Tests were sched- 
uled the following Monday. Dansby, still

unaware how seriously he had injured his 
neck, played in a campus-wide basketball 
tournament hours after the scrimmage. 

Tests revealed that Dansby damaged 
several vertebrae in his upper neck, which 
threatened his breathing pattern. Dr. 
Michael Schafer took a bone graft from 
Dansby’s hip and fused it into his spine 
through the front of his neck, a four-hour 
procedure called a level-one spinal fusion. 

The surgery restored the stability to 
Dansby’s spine, stability enhanced by the 
strength added during an entire year of 
rehabilitation. While his teammates played 
that fall of 1995, Dansby lifted, ran, 
sweated and cried. 

“I went crazy, absolutely crazy,” 
Dansby says now. “I couldn’t be with the 
team. I couldn’t make a name for myself. 
I had to redirect my energies toward get- 
ting better. It brought me back to reality. 
| decided then that | will not take anything 
for granted again. | decided then that 
you have to play every play like it’s your 
last play.” 

That explains last season. Dansby 
dominated a Notre Dame defensive front 
ranked among the top 10 in rushing 
defense at different times last season. He 
proved to opposing offensive coordinators 
that one blocker seldom was enough, 
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unless that blocker was Orlando Pace. 
But more important, he proved to 
himself that he still belonged. 

“l personally think I proved myself, 
bouncing back like that,” he says. “It 
wasn't easy, and it wasn’t really 
expected. A few doctors said there was 
only a 50-50 chance of playing again, 
which is what you don’t want to hear.” 

And as he bounced back, he became 
a leader. 

“Melvin gives players a sense,” new 
coach Bob Davie says, “that they know 
they can be good.” 

Melvin Dansby Sr. and Linda 
Dansby developed that inner confi- 
dence within young Melvin back in 
Birmingham years ago when a sack 
was just something into which he put 
his lunch. Now Melvin Jr. will try to 
reinforce those same qualities into 
Kevin Dansby when the freshman line- 
backer reports for his first practice ses- 
sion under the Golden Dome. 

“My brother is my best friend and I 
can’t wait for him to get up here,” 
Melvin says of his blue-chip little bro. 
“That helped in my decision to come 
back a fifth year, his being here. It’s a 
big treat. Family is important to me.” 

Obviously. Every Saturday that 
Notre Dame plays at home, the Dans- 
bys and any other friends pile into the 
family van and drive 10 hours north. 
They love every minute, smile at every 
toll stop. “It’s like a big field trip for 
them,” Dansby says. “They have fun 
with it.” 

Which brings us to this season. 
Dansby wants to have fun now more 
than ever because of his new head 
coach, his old friends, his standing 
commitment to squeezing all the joy 
out of life no matter what. 

“Football in college shouldn't be 
like a 9-to-5 job,” he says. “You have 
to enjoy it. 

“When I came to Notre Dame, I had 
so many expectations. My main priority 
was to get a degree, but honestly no 
way in the world did I want to stay four 
years. | wanted to go pro after three, 
the three-year plan ... Now I’m on my 
fifth. | have learned to just let the good 
things and bad things people say go in 
one ear and out the other. 

“Eventually, everything will fall 
into place.”

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Simmons Plays In the Mold of Butkus and Lambert 


lemson can thank NFL Films for 
making a monster out of 
Anthony Simmons. Already 
the No. 6 all-time tackler in Tigers history, 
Simmons never goes into a football game 
without first popping a trusty tape into 
the VCR. 

It's one of those NFL's Greatest Hits 
tapes, and just watching it, usually on a 
Thursday night, puts the Clemson junior in 
a surly mood. 

“Being real aggressive is what being a 
linebacker is all about,” says Simmons, a 
third-team Associated Press All-American 
his first two years. 

For role models Simmons has chosen 
a pair of madmen whose prime ended 
before Simmons was even born: Dick 
Butkus and Jack Lambert. 

“| like a lot of the old players, but those 
are the two most aggressive linebackers I've 
ever seen in my life,” Simmons says, a trace 
of awe slipping into his deep voice. “They 
go out and plan on destroying anything that 
gets in their path.” 

Sounds like a description of Simmons, 
the scourge of the Atlantic Coast Confer- 


ence the past two seasons. 

The 6-1, 225-pound inside linebacker 
made a school-record 178 tackles as a 
sophomore — 14.8 a game. That broke 
the previous mark of 175 tackles set by 
Jeff Davis in 1981, Clemson’s national 
championship season. 

Simmons led the Tigers with seven 
sacks and had at least 11 tackles in every 
game. For his 24-game career, Simmons 
has reached double figures in tackles all 
but three times. 

Butkus and Lambert would be proud. 

“What I like best is their aggression and 
their strength,” Simmons says. “Those were 
big, strong guys with tremendous intensity. 
You could see they were great just by the 
way they go about playing the game. They're 
out there thinking they're invincible and that 
nobody could stop them.” 

Surely there have been times when 
Simmons felt invincible. Maybe in his 20- 
tackle game against arch-rival South Car- 
olina. Or perhaps in his 13-tackle game at 
Florida State, when he dragged a blur 
named Warrick Dunn to the ground with 
one outstretched hand. 
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“Tve had a few 18-tackle games but 
I can’t say I’ve felt invincible yet,” 
Simmons says. “Now if I can make 
25 tackles in a game, then I'll start 
thinking I’m doing pretty good. 

His coaches would disagree. They 
already speak in reverential tones 
about his accomplishments. 

Clemson head coach Tommy 
West was an assistant under Danny 
Ford in the 1980s. As linebackers 
coach, West worked firsthand with 
the likes of Ed McDaniel, Levon 
Kirkland and Doug Brewster. He says Simmons in many ways 
has already surpassed them. 

“Some of those other guys had 
off days,” West says. “I don’t think 
I've seen Anthony have a bad game 
in two years.” 

Simmons has come a long way 
from the moody kid at Spartanburg 
(S.C.) High who nearly quit the foot- 
ball team his junior year. In fact, 
squeezed for cash to support an 
infant daughter, Simmons acknowl- 
edges spending a couple of weeks 
dealing crack in his housing project 
the summer before his senior year. 

He stopped when his mother 
walked in on a transaction and forced him to flush $300 worth of crack 
down the toilet. 

“He knew I was ready to break 
his head in,” says Cynthia Sim- 
mons, who works two jobs and 65- 
hour weeks to make ends meet. “I 
just about went off on him. I was 
furious. | threatened him and he 
knew I was serious. I don’t play 
that game.” 

Her son no longer plays games 
either. At least not those kind of 
games. He’s much wiser now. Wise 
enough to realize how bright his 
football future appears. 

“| realized how things work on the 
street as well as society in general,” Simmons says of that dan- 
gerous fortnight back in 1994. “It 
showed me things | didn’t want to be 
involved in. It showed me a life I didn’t 
want to have. 

“You learn best from experience. 
Somebody can tell you, ‘Don’t do this. 
Don't do that.’ But you really have to 
learn for yourself.” 

Simmons has learned a lot. He’s 
even learned to respect his elders, 
particularly those who played a mean 
linebacker in their day.

Woodson Causes Double Duty Headaches 


he scary news about Charles Woodson 

is now the old news about Charles 

Woodson. The two-way thing — 
Woodson killing teams at cornerback and 
haunting them as an occasional wide receiver 
— opponents have had a season to assimilate. 

It's the new twist on that tale as the 
1997 season approaches that gives teams a 
fresh fear to contemplate as they ponder 
another year of torment from the 6-1, 195- 
pound University of Michigan junior. 

Those few plays Woodson knew last year 
no longer constitute the entirety of his capa- 
bility to do damage on offense. 

Word is, Woodson spent most of spring 
practice away from his normal spot at cor- 
nerback, where he was selected the Big Ten’s 
Freshman of the Year in 1995 and was a 
first-team all-conference selection each of the 
past two seasons. 

Woodson, however, wasn’t standing on the 
sidelines resting, avoiding the risk of injury like 
so many studs who've proven their value and 
thus are spared the rigor of March workouts. 

No, Woodson was hip deep in his cameo 
role at wide receiver, or more accurately, his 
former cameo role at wide receiver. 

Now his insertion into the lineup won't 
scream, “Reverse coming,” or “Watch the 
deep route.” 


Now it will scream, “Uh, oh.” 

“I'm looking forward to the chance this 
year to play a lot more wide receiver,” said 
Woodson, who rushed six times for 152 
yards and caught 13 passes for 164 yards, 
and starring on defense, where he made five 
interceptions and 69 tackles, “Last year, | 
really didn’t know very many plays, so | 
couldn't really show what I can do. 

“That won't be the case this year. I'll 
know everything there is to know about 
receiver, so that will make me much more of 
an all-around threat than | was last year.” 

Yikes. That sound you hear is the jaw of 
every defensive coordinator in the Big Ten 
smacking the pavement, since what Wood- 
son didn’t know last year certainly didn’t 
seem to hurt him. 

Against Illinois — on the first time he 
touched the ball on offense — he went 57 
yards on a reverse. 

Against UCLA, he went 31 yards on a 
busted end-around the Bruins had — or 
thought they had — stopped cold. 

Against Indiana, he went 48 yards for a 
touchdown on another reverse that made the 
difference in Michigan's 27-20 victory. 

And against Michigan State, he caught 
passes in both end zones in the same quarter,

“Charles Woodson is just an amazing 
athlete,” Michigan coach Lloyd Carr said. 
“He’s a very talented individual who has 
applied himself and become a legitimate 
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threat on offense without his play on 
defense suffering at all.” Instead, and 
this is where opposing coaches might 
want to sit down to steady themselves, 
Woodson believes his dalliance on 
offense will actually make him a better 
comerback. 

“Oh, that’s definitely true,” he said. 
“Now that I’m playing receiver and 
learning more about how to be success- 
| ful over there, | see what receivers do to 
beat DBs. Now I can watch for those 
things and figure out ways to defend 
against them. 

“I'm still not the best DB that I can be 
yet. There are a lot of things ] can work 
on, as far as improving my technique, 
getting better breaks out of my 
backpedal ... I’m nowhere near as good 
as I can be.” 

This desire for improvement on 
what many would deem an already- 
finished product doesn’t surprise 
Woodson’s teammates any more than 
they were stunned by his instant 
impact on the Wolverines’ offense. 

“If he says he’s going to do some- 
thing, I swear, he does it,” said Mar- 
cus Ray, Michigan’s free safety. “He’s 
laid back, but he’s confident in every- 
thing he does. 

“He likes the challenge of being 
the best defensive back in the country 
and the best wide receiver. He wants 
to do things nobody else in college 
football has done. Sometimes in 
practice, | just turn into a spectator 
watching him.” 

As do the receivers Woodson covers. 
Back as a not-so-tender freshman, his two interceptions against 
eventual Biletnikoff Award-winner Terry Glenn carried the Wolverines to 

an upset of Ohio State that kept the Buckeyes out of the Rose Bowl. 

A knee injury in the Alamo Bowl to end the 1995 season didn’t 
require surgery, but it did require Woodson to examine his career and 
determine he wanted to do more with however much time he had left 
to play football. 

“When you get injured, it really opens your eyes,” he said. 
“When it first happened, I thought, ‘Oh, man, this is over. After just 
one year, it’s over.’ It really makes you appreciate the sport and your 
ability to play it. 

“In my case, I don’t like being off the field. | never was off the field 
much in high school. So, when I saw we needed help on offense, | 
went to Coach Carr and asked if he would give me a shot over there.” 

That shot has echoed loudly around the Big Ten and the nation, 
making Woodson the poster child for the return of the two-way player. 

“I love it,” he said. “I don’t have any plans on stopping it, either 
here or at the next level. It's something I want to do and something | 
can do, so why not do it?”

No, we're nof talking about a return to one-platoon football, when 
players never leave the field, but star players are increasingly playing 
both ways, led by Michigan‘s Charles Woodson last season. 

Back in 1986, Holy Cross coach Mark Duffner used standout 
Gordie Lockbaum on both sides of the ball, reimplementing the idea of 
using your best player both ways. And in the 1990s, Deion Sanders’ 
flair and success — in addition to the scholarship limitations that have 
sliced into depth charts — has kick-starled what has advanced from a 
momentary craze into a full-fledged trend. 

Players and coaches have hopped onto the bandwagon, searching 
for ways to get the most out of star players, and have some fun in the 
process. In addition to Woodson, Notre Dame's Allen Rossum, Ten- 
nessee’s Terry Fair and USC’s Daylon McCutcheon are among the most 
recognizable names planning two-way contributions in 1997. 


Not assistants for long 

With 24 new coaches in major college football this season, includ- 
ing 17 without previous head coaching experience, the ranks of assis- 
tants who are well-prepared for major head-coaching jobs have been 
reduced, but there are still some outstanding candidates who athletic 
directors will fake a hard look at: 

Florida defensive coordinator Bobby Stoops, Notre Dame quarter- 
backs coach Mike Sanford and Washington defensive coordinator 
Randy Hart are widely seen as well-prepared and well-suited fo run their 
Own programs, and should get a shot soon. 


Gauntlets 
1. FLORIDA STATE 


The Seminoles can take credit for forcing the ACC fo improve itself 


fo become competitive with them, and now look what they’ve created. 
North Carolina is a Top 5 team, and Virginia and Clemson are also 
plenty tough ... and FSU must visit all three this season. Oh, yeah, and 
then there are non-conference games against Florida, Miami and South- 
ern California. 


2. MICHIGAN 


The Wolverines have their hands full in the Big Ten, facing the likes 


of Ohio State, Penn State and two other Lindy’s Top 25 teams (lowa, 
Wisconsin). But by scheduling Notre Dame and Colorado with their 
non-conference slate, Michigan has more than just a tough schedule: 
It's a gauntlet. 
3. UCLA 

We'll let the Bruins carry the flag here, although USC, Washington 
and Stanford also have schedules that qualify among the most difficult 
in college football. UCLA’s non-league games are against Tennessee, 
Texas and Houston, 1996 bow! teams every one, and that doesn’t 
include the conference games. Consider that teams in the Pac-10 face 
Tennessee, Florida State, Notre Dame (twice), North Carolina, Ohio 
State, Texas, Miami, Nebraska, and Brigham Young (twice). 


Little Debbies 
1. AIR FORCE 


The Falcons get off of Notre Dame's schedule (sort of a blitzkrieg, 


hit-and-run style you've gotta like), and pick up the Citadel. Non-confer- 
ence games are Idaho, the Citadel, Army and Navy, along with a WAC 
schedule that does not include BYU or Utah. 
2. OKLAHOMA STATE 

The Cowboys are apparently using Kansas State as a role model, 
lining up the two Louisianas that aren‘t LSU (Southwestern and North- 
east) and Fresno State for non-league games. No Nebraska or K-State 
on the league schedule helps, too. 
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1. SEC 


With Florida and Tennessee ranking with the nation’s elite, and 
Alabama, LSU and Auburn in the Top 26, it's tough for teams like 
Georgia and South Carolina to make much headway, even though 
they are making improvements. 


ys Big Ten 


This league goes seven teams deep very well, and was 
strengthened by four good hirings of head coaches in the off-season. 
Is it balance or lack of a great team that has prevented the Big Ten 
from winning a national championship since 1968? 


3. Pac-10 


Another well-balanced and competitive league, but the top end 
isn’t what it could be. Give the league credit, though: Seven teams 
play highly ranked non-conference opponents. And nine of the 10 
are capable of a victory every week. 


4. Big 12 


Nebraska, Colorado and Texas might be better than any team in 
the Pac-10, but the bottom drops out after that, and the bottom 4-5 
teams are downright awtul. Still, the potential is there to quickly rise 
to No. 1 on this list. 


5. ACC 


The league is starting to close the gap on Florida State, with North 
Carolina almost a co-favorite in the race, and Virginia and Clemson 
National programs, too. Georgia Tech and Maryland are showing life, 
but the bottom three are still too ugly. 


6. WAC 


BYU continues to lead the way, but like the ACC, the top dog 
could help to drag the others upward if they are going to compete. 
Teams like Utah, Colorado State, Rice and San Diego State appear to 
be on the upswing. 


7. Big East 


This league is in the Bowl Alliance only because of Miami and 
the Eastern market share, not because of the power of the teams or 
overwhelming interest. The incredibly lousy bottom half is keeping 
the Big East from gaining speed. 


8. C-USA 


Many components of this conference are creating a nightmare 
for the ACC and Big East, whose teams are reportedly shying away 
from scheduling C-USA programs. The league has hot potential with 
East Carolina and Army (1998) joining. 


9. MAC 


The league and individual schools have made a lot of moves in 
recent years trying to salvage the Division I-A standing, and it 
appears to be working. The aggressive, forward-thinking approach 
has created a worthwhile bow! outlet, too. 


10. Big West 


Cal State Fullerton, Long Beach State and Pacific knew what 
they were doing ... they quit playing football in this basketball con- 
ference. Although it still has some talent, the league exists basically 
by selling home games fo the Pac-10 and Big 12. 
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3. KANSAS STATE 

The traditional patsy kings, the Wildcats have made a science out of getting teams on the 
schedule that can't possibly beat them. This year, it's Northern Illinois, Ohio and Bowling Green, 
although there’s nothing fo the rumor that K-State is changing to the MAC. The Big 12 slate keeps 
them from topping this list, much to their chagrin. 


OVERTIME: TWEAK IT OR JUNK IT 

Apparently, they aren't kidding about this ridiculous overtime system. 

Granted, it was set up to get rid of ties, and make for a nice, tidy package for the TV net- 
works. But after watching it in action for a season, it is clearer than ever that the system chosen 
by the rules committee is a bad system. 

The teams play 60 minutes of football, only to settle ties with a high school format. The sys- 
tem, in which the teams take turns with possessions starting from the opponents’ 25-yard line, 
offen does not reward the better team, accentuates luck and emphasizes field goal kicking. 

To save at least some semblance of the overtime system, the rules committee should: 

¢ Put the ball at the 40 instead of the 25. That way, teams are forced to try to get a first 
down to even get into field goal range. Starting each drive already within range of a field goal is 
too large of a penalty for good defense. 

* Do nof allow field goal attempts until a team gets at least one first down. That would 
reduce conservative possessions. 

* Eliminate extra-points kicks. The whole overtime idea is to eliminate a tie, so get rid of the 
most automatic play in the game, which often creates ties and robs the game of drama that 
comes with two-point conversions, 

e At the very least, put an asterisk in the NCAA, league, and even school record books, When 
California’s Pat Barnes, for instance, threw for eight touchdowns in a 56-55, four-overtime vic- 
tory over Arizona, three of the TDs came after regulation. The accomplishment should not be 
compared to a 60-minute record. 


No. 1 OK BUST 

There are three main components to look for in search of a national champion: What 
they've got, what they can do with if, and how they'll match up ... in other words, talent, coach- 
ing and schedule. 

Given those three elements — regardless of where we have them ranked in our Top 25 — if 
is fair to say that only 10 teams realistically have a shot at the perfect season that is almost 
required to win the 1997 national championship. Other than these 10 teams, anyone else will 
need fo turn a pumpkin into a chariot: Tennessee, Nebraska, Miami, North Carolina, Florida 
State, Florida, Colorado, Texas, Penn State, Ohio State. 


SUMMER CRUISES 
Let's get those 3-4 wins in September as fast as we can, get out of September, and get on 
with the rest of the season:

FSU Sees Tar Heels Just 


Over Its Shoulder 


Mack Brown needed to go’no farther than his kitchen fo be 
reminded how close North Carolina came in 1996 to realizing what 
eight members of the Atlantic Coast Conference — and every mem- 
ber of the league office — desired for six years. 

Brown, proud of the Tar Heels’ third nine-win season in five 


years, checked his ego at the coffee pot. 


His son already had played the game of “What if...” 
“Do you realize we were one interception away from being in the 


Alliance?” he asked Brown. 

Brown’s reply: “Thanks a lot, Chris.” 

Yes, Brown realized. One late-game 
interception against Virginia set a dramatic 
stage for North Carolina’s 20-17 loss in 
Charlottesville, costing the Tar Heels a 
chance to become a highly ranked runner-up 
in the Bowl Alliance's pool of highly hyped 
and highly rewarded teams. The Tar Heels 
would have been Orange Bowl-bound, 
selected instead of Nebraska. 

A month later, North Carolina won its 
10th game, beating West Virginia in the 
Gator Bowl. 

Regardless, Chris Keldorf's well-inten- 
tioned pass is symbolic of just how close 
North Carolina is to becoming the Atlantic 
Coast Conference's “other” power program. 


And how close the Tar Heels are fo catching the league’s annual 
winner and representative in the Alliance, Florida State.

In 1996, despite breaking in a new quarterback, FSU won the 
ACC title for the fifth year in a row (it shared the ‘96 title with Vir- 
ginia).

Detect a trend here? 

Florida State again will be favored fo pick 
up another championship trophy come 
December, but at least for one season the 
Seminoles aren't the overwhelming confer- 
ence favorite they once were. Continued 
whispers about FSU starting quarterback 
Thad Busby’s leadership come as the Semi- 
noles rebuild their offensive line, strangely, 
almost from scratch. 

Overall, the ACC should be stronger than 
a year ago when the most proven quarter- 
backs were Clemson’s Nealon Greene and 
Maryland's Brian Cummings. 

Clemson’s talent level is solid, big-play 
receiver Tony Horne is off suspension, and the 
Tigers have more starters back on the offensive 
line (four) than anyone else in the league. 


Given Virginia's penchant for solid football under George Welsh, 
Maryland’s renewed enthusiasm and defensive front seven under 


new coach Ron Vanderlinden, and 
Georgia Tech’s defensive front, winning 
the ACC ought to be an even more diffi- 
cult task in ‘97. 

Meanwhile, North Carolina returns 
nine starters, including stud pass 
rusher Greg Ellis, stud linebacker Brian 
Simmons, and stud pass defender 
Dre’ Bly, from a defense that ranked 
No. 1 nationally. 

The Tar Heels have concerns up 
front and in replacing tailback Leon 
Johnson. But if they get those concerns 
solved and Brown can soff-shoe his 
way around being considered a team 
ready to beat FSU, the Tar Heels just 
might do if. 

Some already believe. 

“The more and more | think about it, we 
have a lot of talent and a great recruiting 
class, and we have a good chance to be 
on top — the very top,” said Bly, who 
never has been noted for a lack of confi- 
dence. “We have the attitude on defense 
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that nobody can move the ball. 

“The offense has the attitude that they 
can score on anybody. We compete so 
hard, harder now than we ever did, because 
we have so much talent. We know we have 
a chance fo be the best team in the ACC and 
the country.” 

Keldorf, a California junior college 
implant, made an immediate impact in ‘96, 
becoming the first Tar Heels quarterback to 
earn All-ACC honors since Chris Kupec in 
1974. He set school records for comple- 
tions, yards, touchdown passes and pass 
interceptions. 

A fractured and dislocated left ankle in 
the regular-season finale against Duke 
meant surgery for him and two games of 
heroics, including the Gator Bowl, for 
backup Oscar Davenport. 

Keldorf’s recovery has been nothing 
short of remarkable. Given that and the 
return of receivers Octavus Barnes, L.C. 
Stevens and Na Brown, and if’s not hard to 
see the Tar Heels’ potential. 

Besides, last postseason delivered a 
sign. For the first ime since 1982, the Tar 
Heels won a bow! game in the same sea- 
son that the Seminoles lost one. 

Not that Mack Brown is buying any of 
this, understand. 

“| can see where everybody looks at 
our defense and sees nine starters coming 
back and sees our quarterback coming 
back and all those receivers, but they have 
fo understand that we have to replace virtu- 
ally our entire offensive line and entire back- 
field,” said Brown, who embraces an 
underdog role the way Linus clutches his 
blanket. “We've got fo replace an NFL tight 
end, three starting offensive linemen, our 
fullback and our tailback. You don’t just do 
that overnight.” 

Never mind that FSU has nearly the 
same plight. It must find four new linemen 
and an heir for tailback Warrick Dunn. Bow- 
den, though, expects fo see Florida State’s 
name among the national media’s top five.

accomplished,” said Bowden, who at 67 
begins his 22nd season in Tallahassee with 
No signs of slowing down. “We do have 
some work to do. But the good thing is the 
talent is there and we do have some time to 
develop it.” 

With 31 years and 270 victories piled 
up in his career, Bowden knows better than 
anybody in garnet and gold that some team 
in the ACC will do what Virginia could not in 
1995 — beat Florida State AND win the 
ACC crown outright. 

Come fall, FSU plays but five home 
games and only four ACC games in the 
state of Florida. Thankfully for the ACC 
Office, none of the other eight schools 
(read: Duke) sold games to groups 
wanting to move games to Orlando and 
Fort Lauderdale. 

Unlike previous years, the Seminoles 
look like they can be had, which actually 
would be good for the league, since the 
national perception of the ACC has become 
Bobby and the Eight Dwarves. 

In addition fo playing at Southern Cali- 
fornia in the season-opener and at Florida in 
the season-ender, the Seminoles must travel 
to Clemson, to Virginia and then toimpos- 
ingNorth Carolina. 

Out of the league, North Carolina faces 
Indiana and Stanford at home and Texas 
Christian on the road. 

On one side, the numbers are severely 
stacked against the rest of the ACC. Florida 
State in five seasons of conference play, has 
won 39 of 40 league games. Of those 39 
victories, the Seminoles have won 37 of 
them by double-digit margins. 

On the other hand, the odds of that 
trend continuing don’t favor Florida State. 

‘| think until somebody not only beats 
Florida State, but finishes ahead of them at the 
end of the year, you still have to consider 
Florida State the team to beat,” Brown said. 
“Nobody's finished ahead of them yet.” 

No, but around the ACC hope continues 
fo grow.

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competitive and find a way to attract more 
than 5,000 fans to tomb-like Veterans Sta- 
dium, the league could bounce them from 
the membership. Both scenarios are 
unpalatable, but might be necessary in 
order to preserve stability. 

The league could certainly use some 
peace. Although four of its feams finished 
among the top 26 last year, the Big East 
has been rocked by scandal — most 
notably Miami’s 1995 probation sentence 
and last year's gambling imbroglio at 
Boston College — and left on the sidelines 
as other conferences beefed up their mem- 
bership roles and therefore their status 
within the NCAA. And the recent poor play 


of Temple, Pittsburgh and Rutgers has caused many to regard the 
Big East as a two-tiered, top-heavy, bottom-light league. 


“Many people perceive all 
leagues as made up of two fiers,” 
says O’Brien, who spent the last 15 
years as an offensive assistant (the 
last three as coordinator) under 
George Welsh at Virginia. “The ACC is 
Florida State, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, with Clemson gaining. But then 
there are Georgia Tech, Wake Forest, 
Duke and Maryland who haven't 
made a run in a while.” 

Having a defined set of winners 
and losers isn’t such a bad thing, as 
the Big East has proven on the bas- 
ketball court during the past two 
years. During the 1995-96 cam- 
paign, Villanova, Georgetown, Syra- 
cuse, Connecticut and BC dominated 
the rest of the league and brought 
significant attention to the conference. 
Last year, however, there was no 
clear-cut monster, and the Big East

was beset by criticisms that it had suffered 
a league-wide downturn, thanks to 
increased parity, 

Even if the league is top-heavy, if cer- 
tainly isn’t packed with dominating teams. 
Last year's bowl participants went 2-2, and 
the victories weren't exactly over jugger- 
nauts (Houston and Virginia). Miami’s 
drop from national prominence has hurt the 
league and helped create a national per- 
ception of the conference as second-rate. 

And there isn’t too much the league 
can do about it, except hope the current 
members pick things up. Even if Connecti- 
Cut gets the necessary funding to build 
a stadium that would allow it fo make 
the jump from I-AA to I-A and join the 
league for football, the Huskies aren’t going 
to be competitive for years. The same 
would apply to Villanova, if the Wildcats 
ever upgrade, 

Conference athletic directors and com- 
missioner Mike Tranghese have to be kicking 
themselves for not tendering an invitation to 
East Carolina, which begins play in Confer- 
ence USA this season and is clearly a pro- 
gram on the move. The remaining 
independents out there aren't going to offer 
too much in the way of demographic pop, 
and the only way Notre Dame would join the 
conference for football (it is already a member 
in all other sports) is if the team’s fortunes 
Slide enough to dissuade NBC from continu- 
ing to shell out millions for the rights to tele- 
vise Fighting Irish games. 

Things could get even worse, particu- 
larly if Temple continues to flounder, give 
in to institution-wide financial troubles and 
shelve its money-sucking program. West 
Virginia is well-positioned to become a 
nice fit as a 10th member for the ACC, and 
there have been persistent rumors that 
Syracuse might wind up matched with the 
Big Ten, thereby allowing it to create a two- 
division configuration and stage a prof-

itable playoff game. 

Of course, all of this is conjecture, and 
the Big East family doesn’t want to hear 
any of it. 

“| don’t think there’s any question that 
in Miami, Syracuse, Virginia Tech and us, 
you've got four good football teams,” 
Nehlen says. “Boston College is an 
unknown factor, but instead of four good 
feams you could have five. And | don't 
think Rutgers and Pitt are that far off. Pitt 
has some talented players.” 

Nehlen’s chamber-of-commerce 
speech has some truth to it. The top group 
of Big East teams is again Top-25 mater- 
ial, even if none is close to national title 
contention. This year’s championship race 
should come down to the Nov. 29 Syra- 
cuse-Miami game in the Orange Bowl. 

Though SU has 13 starters back from 
last year's Liberty Bowl champs, including 
do-everything quarterback Donovan McNabb, 
it must firm up its defense or suffer yet 
another loss (the Orangemen have dropped 
six in a row) to the Hurricanes. Miami, mean- 
while, should be one of the more entertaining 
teams around, thanks fo a pile of returning 
offensive skill position players and an aggres- 
sive, but young, defense. 

Virginia Tech may successfully defend 
its two-year run atop the league, but the 
Hokies must find replacements for quarter- 
back Jim Druckenmiller and defensive end 
Cornell Brown. West Virginia is in a similar 
position, thanks to the departures of stand- 
out linebacker Canute Curtis and veteran 
passer Chad Johnston. BC should be 
improved, but the Eagles will be adjusting 
to their fifth defensive coordinator in as 
many years and must develop stability at 
quarterback before they can contend. Pitt, 
Rutgers and Temple should once again 
comprise that bottom tier.

Buckeyes Again 
Hold Sway in 
Balanced Race 


When Ohio State tied for the conference championship and went 
to the Rose Bowl last season, most college football fans, and many 
Big Ten fans, weren‘t aware that it was the Buckeyes’ first trip to 
Pasadena in more than a decade. 

Not since the 1984 season had Ohio State played in the Grand- 
daddy of Them All. In fact, many young Ohio State fans were proba- 
bly beginning fo think they‘d be granddaddys before their beloved 
Buckeyes made the trip West again. 

Of course, it wasn’t so long ago that such 
a drought for a once-proud member of the for- 
mer Big Two would have been unthinkable. 

But things have changed in the Big Ten. 
And we're not just talking about the addition of 
an 11th team. 

From 1968 to 1980, Ohio State and 
Michigan — the big, bad Big Two — so dom- 
inated the other Little Eight, that they went to 
13 consecutive Rose Bowls. 

But since then, the league has sent a 
veritable tag team to Pasadena to do battle 
with the best the Pacific-10 Conference has 
to offer. 

Oh sure, Michigan has played in seven 
Rose Bowl games since 1980, but the new kid on the block, Penn 
State, has quickly gotten into the act, and so have five former mem- 
bers of the Little Eight Club.

Michigan State, Wisconsin and, of course, even Northwestern also 
have sent their cheerleaders on a float down Colorado Boulevard. 

Only Indiana, Purdue and Minnesota have not been able fo 
crash the party. 

Perhaps more importantly, the “new and improved" Big Ten has 
sent four different teams to the Rose Bowl in each of the past four 
seasons — Wisconsin in 1993, Penn State in 1994, Northwestern 
in 1995 and Ohio State last season. 

All of which makes things interesting for the 
fans, but makes life miserable for preseason 
prognosticators. 

For example, if defending champion Ohio 
State is to become the first Big Ten team to 
make back-to-back trips fo the Rose Bowl 
since Michigan in 1991-92, it will have to 
overcome the loss of two All-Americans who 
left early for the NFL — offensive tackle 
Orlando Pace and cornerback Shawn Springs, 
voted by the coaches as the Big Ten’s defen- 
sive player of the year last season. 

Also gone is defensive end Mike Vrabel, 
another All-American who is Ohio State’s 
career leader in sacks and tackles for loss. In 
fact, the Buckeyes welcome back only five starters on offense and 
three on defense. 

But oft-maligned coach John Cooper appears to have the 
Buckeyes on track again, and he has his fair share of top performers 
to build around this season. 


Junior Linebacker Andy Katzenmoyer is a 

special player, earning second-feam All- 
Sophomore America honors last season as a true 

freshman. Safety Damon Moore has 
Junior All-America potential, and tailback 

Pepe Pearson, wide receiver David 
Senior Boston, defensive tackle Winfield Garnett 

and offensive lineman Eric Gohlstin 
Sophomore are among the best in the league at 

their positions.

Michigan, the other member of the 

Junior former Big Two, hasn't been to the Rose 


Bowl since 1992, and the Wolverines 
have absorbed four losses in three of 
the past four seasons, a horrific slump 
for them.

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But this year, they could break through, 
behind a big, strong, experienced defense. 

The Wolverines feature arguably the top 
player in the conference, and a sure-fire All- 
American, in cornerback Charles Woodson, 
who does double duty as a wide receiver, 

And Penn State, the league's other high- 
profile program, may have to replace half of 
its starters, but it’s hard to pick against Joe 
Paterno, especially when he has such all- 
star candidates as running back Curtis Enis, 
wideout Joe Jurevicius, and, of course, line- 
backers Aaron Collins and Jim Nelson at 
his service. 

Two seasons ago, when Northwestern 
pulled the surprise of the century and won 
the Big Ten championship, many thought it 
was d fluke. But the Wildcats came right 
back last season to earn a co-champi- 
onship, only their fifth title ever and the first 
since Michigan to do it two years running. 

Is Purple Power here to stay? This sea- 
son may provide the answer. 

The answer, probably, is no. But that 
doesn’t mean the Wildcats are going away, 
either. Gone from Northwestern’s back-to- 
back title teams are two first-team All-Ameri- 
cans, running back Darnell Autry and 
linebacker Pat Fitzgerald, and All-Big Ten 
performers quarterback Steve Schnur and 
guard Justin Chabot. Another strong show- 
ing by the Wildcats in ‘97 will prove that 
coach Gary Barnett’s program is definitely 
for real. 

After three consecutive non-winning sea- 
sons from 1992 to 1994, the word was that 
Hayden Fry's program at lowa was in trouble. 
Well, the word was wrong. The Hawkeyes 
have rebounded fo win 17 games and two 
bowl games the past two seasons. 

And lowa appears ready to mount a seri- 
ous challenge in ‘97, with a very strong

But at 
least with new coaches, the little four can 
concentrate on rebuilding rather than worry- 
ing about the coaching staff getting fired.

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Huskies Favored to Win in 


‘Basketball League’ 


Last year, Jim Lambright marveled at the combination of Arizona 
State’s talent, experience, quarterback and schedule. 

As the 1997 season approaches, if is Lambright and the Huskies 
who can be described similarly. 

Washington has 16 starters returning from the 9-3 season 
and has some big-play athletes in that group, particularly wide 
receiver Jerome Pathon, tailback Rashaan Shehee and safety 
Tony Parrish. 

They have an offensive line that returns 
four starters, including two players — guard 
Benji Olson and center Olin Kreutz — who are 
first-feam All-Americans. 

They have a quarterback, Brock Huard, 
who appears on the verge of becoming the lat- 
est and greatest in Washington’s outstanding 
lineage of passers. 

And they have their key Pac-10 games at 
home (Arizona, USC, Oregon, Washington 
State) ... along with a Sept. 20 date in Husky 
Stadium with the Nebraska Cornhuskers. 

Last year, it was a Sept. 21 date with 
Nebraska that served as Arizona State's coro- 
nation as one of college football's princes of 
1996. That Washington is playing host fo the 
Cornhuskers precisely 52 weeks later is only one of the rich similari- 
ties that the 1997 Huskies have with the 1996 Sun Devils. 

It remains to be seen whether Lambright and his team can cash 
in with victories the same way Arizona State did last year, when coach

Bruce Snyder and his crew completed a perfect regular season. 

But even through its troublesome years of rebuilding the program 
following the probation, the Huskies have never been overmatched in 
the Pac-10. And in league games since the veil was lifted for the 
1995 season, Washington is a stunning 13-2-1, with losses only in 
the final seconds to Rose Bowl-bound ASU last season and to Cotton 
Bowl-bound Oregon the year before that. 

The Pac-10 has had a revolving door at the top in recent 
years, ever since the Huskies and their three- 
peat of 1990-92 were brought crashing down 
by probation. 

In the past five years, five different teams 
have been fo the Rose Bowl: Arizona State 
(1996), USC (1995), Oregon (1994), UCLA 
(1993) and Washington (1992). 

Factor in the shared-championships enjoyed 
by Stanford (1992) and Arizona (1993), and it 
means that teams of seven different Pac-10 foot- 
ball programs have earned championship rings 
in the past five years. The bad news is that only 
USC has won the Rose Bowl. 

It has been sort of a tag team of mediocrity. 
Arizona State's emergence into the Top 5 last 
season wos the first for any team in the league 
since 1991 ... and then the Sun Devils failed fo finish the job, going 
into full retreat in the final minute of the Rose Bowl and losing to Ohio 
State.

In the past two postseasons, the Pac-10 is 2-7. Never before 
had the league endured back-to-back los- 
ing records in bow! games. The previous 
20 years, it was 45-26-2. 

As far from believable as this would 
have been just five years ago, this has 
become something of a basketball con- 
ference. It has been six years since 
Washington shared the national title with 
Miami (1991), and 25 years since a 
team from the league has won a clear-cut 
national championship (USC, 1972). 

Consider that since Jan. 1, 1995, the 
Pac-10 has won as many national bas- 
ketball championships as bowl games 
(two). Just as with basketball in the 
1980s, the league's football programs

West Coast's best talent, and then beat 
the Pac-10 with it later. 
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That's what the league is trying to com- 
bat these days, attempting to turn up its mar- 
keting presence as well as some of the 
schools enhancing some facilities to upgrade 
their athletic programs. 

The league's arrangement with the Bow! 
Alliance starting with the 1998 season, while 
keeping the Rose Bowl as their base of post- 
season operations, could prove to be just the 
elixir for the exodus. 

“Now we can tell the kids that they can 
play for the national championship and the 
Rose Bowl,” Lambright said. 

That’s something the Sun Devils sorta 
wound up playing for last year, although 
even if they had beaten Ohio State, a 12-0 
record might not have been enough to get 
ther the national championship since 
Florida and Florida State were looming in 
New Orleans. 

As it turned out, a victory over Ohio 
State would have left ASU with the only per- 
fect record in the country, and the Devils 
would have had an exceedingly strong claim 
to No. 1 — buf that is not the same as 
starting the season with the hype that a 
national championship game is at the end 
of the highway. 

Now Washington will have the chance to 
Start the season as a highly ranked team, play 
some image-building non-conference games 
against BYU, Nebraska and San Diego State, 
and then settle into the Rose Bowl race. 

Lambright acknowledges that he is still 
rebuilding the team’s depth following the 
rectuiting restrictions placed on the program 
in 1994 and 1995, but the youthful talent on 
hand indeed melds with a deep, talented 
senior class fo make the Huskies the clear 
preseason pick. 

The way Colorado was able fo toy with 
Washington at times in the 1996 Holiday 
Bowl indicates that the Huskies were not ready 
fo dwell in the high-rent district, but maturing 
quarterback Brock Huard, a road-grading

help them make that ascension in 1997. 

Stanford, also with a blossoming quar- 
ferback (Chad Hutchinson) leading a veteran 
team, has every reason to expect fo continue 
what it started last season, when it won its 
last five games, including an impressive 
38-0 rout of Michigan State in the Sun Bowl. 

Arizona State will have to do without the 
services of do-everything quarterback Jake 
Plummer, who pulled the Devils out of the 
fire too many times to wonder where they'd 
have been without him. Now they're without 
him, but coach Bruce Snyder hopes the 
Snake rubbed off on some of his teammates. 

Although the USC Trojans lost their very 
best players to the NFL, a plethora of big-play 
athletes keep opponents from overlooking 
what could be a rejuvenated program follow- 
ing the messy end-of-season showdown 
between athletic director Mike Garrett and 
John Robinson. 

UCLA has almost the whole offense 
back, led by quarterback Cade McNown, tail- 
back Skip Hicks, and the whole line. 

Washington State looks like the league's 
darkhorse, which is not unusual. The 
Cougars have arguably the worst depth of 
any feam in the league, but they also have 
arguably the best quarterback (Ryan Leaf) 
and — if they're all healthy and out of acad- 
emic trouble — the best defensive line, 
which makes for a dynamite combination.

Key to Title Chase Again 


It’s hard to imagine Florida as an underdog. 

The Gators are the defending national champions. They have won 
over 90 percent of their SEC games in the ‘90s. They have won four SEC 
titles in a row. They have won five straight East Division titles. They are 
one of two teams 1o finish in the top 10 each of the last six seasons. 

But if this dynasty were to hit a bump, this would be the year. 

Florida lost Heisman Trophy winner Danny Wuerffel — college foot- 
ball’s all-time best quarterback, according to Gators coach Steve Spurrier. 

The Gators lose receivers Reidel Anthony and Ike Hilliard to the 
NFL a year early after each caught 126 career 
passes for a combined 4,488 yards. 

They lose their top two defensive backs, 
Anthone Lott and Lawrence Wright. 

They lose an All-SEC linebacker and their 
two best offensive linemen. 

But Spurrier won't raise a white flag. 
Maybe an orange one. 

If ever Tennessee were ready fo unseat 
Florida, this would be the season. The Vols 
return 15 starters from a 10-2 team that lost by 
six points to the Gators last year. They have the 
nation’s best quarterback, the SEC’s best 
receiving corps, and they return seven starters 
from the SEC’s top-ranked defense. 

But Spurrier and the Gators seem fo have 
Tennessee's number. They have beaten the Vols 
four straight years. Ol Stevie Boy scored 62 on Tennessee in 
1995 and had a 35-0 lead 20 minutes into the game last season. 

And although Tennessee may have the advantage in experience, 
Florida has the advantage of playing Tennessee at Florida Field. And so

EASTERN DIVISION 

Spurrier has an uncanny ability to get production from his quarter- 
backs, from his days with the Tampa Bay Bandits fo Duke fo Florida. 
This year, he faces perhaps his biggest challenge. 

Sophomore Doug Johnson, who played 70 snaps last year, can't 
duplicate the remarkable records of Wuerffel, much less the remark- 
able leadership and remarkable decision-mak- 
ing. Johnson has never played meaningful 
minutes in a big game. He has only one proven 
receiver in Jacquez Green. And he splits his 
time with minor league baseball. 

For Florida to play Tennessee in the third 
game of the season could be Tennessee's 
trump card. Manning is 28-4 in his three sea- 
sons as a starter, but two of those losses have 
been to Florida. 

The Vols have 4 terrific passing attack, an 
improved offensive line, a strong defensive front 
and a solid secondary. Florida’s defensive front 
seven is the best in the SEC. The secondary 
appears to be vulnerable, however, and who 
better fo exploit that weakness than Everybody's 
All-American, Peyton Manning. 

It isn’t completely a two-team show, either. 

Georgia looks like it should be an eight-game winner for the 
first time in five years. The Bulldogs have an All-SEC player at tailback, 
receiver and offensive line. They must get more consistent play at 
quarterback. On defense, Georgia has the 
best set of linebackers in the SEC. Affer a

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Donnan might find himself on the hot 
seat in a hurry. A key is the versatility of 
Hines Ward, who could become the only 
NCAA player ever to pile up 1,000 career 
yards in four categories: receiving 
(1,250), rushing (840), passing (891) 
and return yardage (635). 

South Carolina has one of the SEC’s top 
QBs in Anthony Wright. The Gamecocks 
have their best offensive line since joining 
the SEC and a nice 1-2 punch at tailback. 
They aren’t outstanding in any area, but 
they don’t have a major weakness. 

Kentucky brings the most unknowns 
of any SEC team. New coach Hal 
Mumme told incumbent senior quarter- 
back Billy Jack Haskins that sophomore 
Tim Couch would be the starter, so Hask- 
ins left. Then Mumme dismissed last 
year's top rusher, Derick Logan, and has

shiffed various personnel at receiver and in 
the backfield. Mumme should be able to jazz 
up an offense that averaged a pitiful 12.55 
points last season 

Vanderbilt ranked dead last in the nation 
in total offense last year, so head coach Rod 
Dowhower, who ran the offense, was run out 
of town in favor of defensive coordinator 
Woody Widenhofer. 


WESTERN DIVISION 

LSU appears poised to wrestle the West 
title from Alabama, which has won it four 
times in five years. 

The Tigers, who last won the SEC nine 
years ago, are better than the Crimson Tide at 
running back, quarterback, offensive line and 
special teams. LSU returns 18 starters from its 
second 10-win team since 1961. Herbie Tyler 
is 14-2 as the starting quarterback, and run- 
ning back Kevin Faulk is one of college foot- 
ball’s most electrifying players. The Tigers 
have one of the best offensive lines in the SEC 
and two standout defensive tackles. 

Alabama returns fewer starters than any 
SEC team (10). But the Tide seems fo win 
some games on tradition alone. Dennis Rid- 
dle has gained 2,000 yards over the past 
two seasons, but he’s not assured of start- 
ing, which says something about the talent 
new coach Mike DuBose has inherited. 

Tackle Michael Myers anchors one of the 
SEC’s best defensive lines, and Deshea 
Townsend and Fernando Bryant are as good 
as any pair of corners in the country. 

If the SEC has a darkhorse, it’s Auburn, 
which returns 18 starters, including 10 on 
defense. Quarterback Dameyune Craig 
showed his talents with 446 total yards 
against Army in the Independence Bowl, and 
his top three receivers return, along with a 
strong offensive line. 

Linebacker Takeo Spikes was the only 
sophomore among the Butkus Award semifi- 
nalists last season. He leads an experienced 
defense, but one that was last in the SEC in 
total yards (370.4) and eighth in scoring 
(22.36). The Tigers need improved play 
from its defensive line and safety Martavius

to Carry the Load 


The BYU Cougars were exhausted by the end of last season, and 
not just because of a marathon 15-game schedule, spanning from 
August fo January. 

LaVell Edwards’ team was also weary from lugging an entire 
league on its back. The final month of the 1996 season turned into a 
referendum on the expanded 16-team Western Athletic Conference and 
its place in college football’s hierarchy. It was left to the Cougars to 
carry the WAC banner. 

BYU answered the call, gutting out an 
overtime victory against Wyoming in the 
inaugural WAC championship game, then 
storming back fo beat favored Kansas State 
in the Cotfon Bowl. The Cougars finished 
the longest season in NCAA history 14-1 
and No. 5 in the polls. That provided the 
league with its highest-ranked team since 
1984 — the year BYU (who else?) won 
the national championship — and more 
ammunition in the continuing push for a 
guaranteed spot in the Bowl Alliance. 

But if was all too familiar. With few 
exceptions, BYU has been the WAC’s 
standard bearer since the late “70s — 
when Arizona State and Arizona migrated 
to the Pac-10. Other programs, notably 
Utah and Colorado State, finally began to emerge nationally in the 
‘90s. But when the league netted only two bowl invitations, and the 
Utes were embarrassed 38-10 by Wisconsin in the Copper Bowl, the 
WAC turned its lonely eyes fo the Cougars ... again.

This wasn’t necessarily a bad thing, according fo WAC commis- 
sioner Karl Benson. “BYU was the right team for the WAC under those 
circumstances,” he says. “But in the long ferm, we need fo be known 
as more than a one-feam league.” 

Here, says Edwards. The longtime Cougar coach likes winning as 
much as the next guy. But after 25 seasons, he wouldn’t mind shed- 
ding the role of conference savior. Benson and others lobbied long 
and loud to get BYU into an Alliance game. When the Cougars were 
snubbed, the Cotton Bowl matchup with the Wild- 
cats became a litmus test for a league still trying to 
prove it belongs with the big boys. The Cougars 
prevailed 19-14. 

But the load was heavier than ever, mainly 
because the weight of six new teams — TCU, SMU, 
Tulsa, Rice, UNLV and San Jose State, was heaped 
on top of the original 10. 

Says Edwards: “| made up my mind early that | 
had enough to worry about without faking on the 
responsibility of the WAC. And | never talked fo the 
players about it because there was already enough 
pressure on them. But if was there, no question. 
There was so much written and said about the 
Alliance. You couldn't avoid it.” 

The Cougars may not be able to this year, 
either. BYU must replace major talents such as 
quarterback Steve Sarkisian, tight end Itula Mili, middle linebacker 
Shay Muirbrook and return specialist James Dye. But the core of last 
year's team — 15 returning starters — remains intact. If junior Paul 
Shoemaker or sophomore Kevin Feterik can fill Sarkisian’s size 12s,

years. The Cougars signed Sarkisian, 
Dye, center Larry Moore, defensive tackle 
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Henry Bloomfield and cornerback Tim McTyer 
in ‘95. Last year they reeled in running backs 
Brian McKenzie and Ronney Jenkins, and 
cornerback Omarr Morgan. All made the All- 
WAC team save Jenkins, who was named 
freshman of the year. 

Coupled with veterans such as Muir- 
brook, Mili, tight end Chad Lewis and 
receiver Kaipo McGuire, the 1997 Cougars 
developed the kind of chemistry not seen 
since, well, since 1984. 

BYU led the WAC in fotal defense, and 
boasted the most balanced offense of the 
Edwards Era. Quarterback U. averaged 182 
rushing yards a game. Finally, Dye (three 
touchdowns on kickoff and punt returns) 
anchored one of the best special teams perfor- 
mances in school history. 

“They were really together as a team in all 
three phases of the game. It was evident when 
you watched them play,” says Utah coach 
Ron McBride, whose three-game win streak 
against the Cougars ended last year with a 
37-17 loss in Salt Lake City. “It might have 
been their best team.” 

Whether the Cougars will be forced to 
carry the WAC’s bags again is another matter. 

The conference has improved its bowl 
standing a bit. The WAC’s No. 3 team will 
meet an at-large opponent in the Las Vegas 
Bowl, giving the league three postseason 
berths (the conference champion goes to the 
Cotton or Holiday; the No. 2 team plays in 
the Copper Bowl). A fourth bow! slot could 
yet emerge if the Haka Bowl gets its finances 
together. The New Zealand-based game was 
denied NCAA certification last year, but Ben- 
son hopes guarantees from the WAC and 
Pac-10 will remedy the situation. And, in an 
effort to avoid last year's fiasco, when 10-2 
Wyoming was denied a bowl berth alto- 
gether, the conference is trying to forge a 
deal with the Copper Bowl to take the cham- 
pionship game loser. 

However, the WAC continues to bult hel- 
mets with the Alliance. After a winter in which 
the conference took its grievences to the 
NCAA convention and U.S. senators threat- 
ened an antitrust investigation, Alliance offi-

Cials proposed a guaranteed berth for the WAC 
— if one of ifs teams is ranked No. 6 or higher. 
The WAC spurned the proposal, holding out for 
a Top 10 or Top eight guarantee. By late spring, 
no agreement had been reached. 

A bigger challenge may be again pro- 
ducing several national-caliber teams, The 
WAC was loaded with talented seniors last 
year, resulting not only in big seasons for 
BYU and Wyoming, but San Diego State, 
Utah (both 8-3) and Rice (7-4). 

There are many more question marks 
this season. Only Colorado State, with 17 
returning starters — including quarterback 
Moses Moreno — jumps out. The Ufes and 
Aztecs could join the Rams if they find QBs; 
Rice could also be there if the Owls manage 
to retool their defense. And Air Force will find 
a way to contend, even though the Falcons 
must rebuild on both sides of the ball. 

The WAC faced similar questions in 
1995, and stumbled badly, producing no 
ranked teams and only two bowl entries.

| “tis 1823. Byron and Beethoven are ail- 
W ing, and the soccer team at Rugby sec- 
«& ondary school in England isn’t doing so 
hot itself. As a kick sails toward him in the 
waning moments of a match, a frustrated 
Rugby player named William Webb Ellis 
commits an act of startling novelty. 

He takes the ball and runs with it. 

In a less-wonderful world, nobody 
pays heed to this tomfoolery but a glow- 
ering headmaster, who reminds the rule- 
breaker that “there’s no | in the word 
team” before ordering him to perform a 
penance of pushups and wind sprints. 

Instead, the other team forms a spon- 
taneous posse whose mission is to knock 
this wild child on his bloody back. The 
Rugby student crosses the goal line, but 
those who participate in the chase are 
thinking: wow, now that’s entertainment. 
The seeds of rugby, which will provide the 
foundation of U.S. football, are planted. 

Having ultimately inspired the cre- 
ation of two distinct types of Americans 
— Those Who Watch Football and Those 
Who Have to Live With Those Watching 
Football — William Webb Ellis’ place in 
history is intact. As coaches are wont to 
say 175 years later, though, let’s not for- 
get the contribution of the special teams. 

In their impulsive determination to 
gang-tackle the ball returner, the world’s 
first kickoff-coverage guys gave football 
the framework for its art. 

One man running alone with a ball is 
an exercise. One man running in concert 
with 10 teammates is a demonstration. 


Today 
the mayhem-makers — a.k.a. the suicide 
squad — remain Saturday’s unknown sol- 
diers, nameless, faceless and fearless. 

“Everybody has some fear,” former 
New York Jets coach Walt Michaels once 
said. “A man without fear belongs in a 
mental institution ... or on special teams.” 

On the afternoon of Nov. 6, 1869, 
Princeton challenged Rutgers in the first 
intercollegiate football contest. Following 
what later was described as “a random 
kick,” the ball rolled against a sideline 
fence on which the student spectators 
were perched. 

“Unable to check their momentum,” 
football historian Parke H. Davis wrote, 
the teams “in a tremendous impact struck 
the fence, which gave way with a crash, 
and over went its load of yelling students 
to the ground.” 

At which point a young Keith Jack- 
son was heard to scream, “Whoa, Nellie!” 

Their fence-crashing may not bring 
the house down any more, but kicks and 
punts aren’t a whole lot more civilized for 
the suicide-squad crazies than they were 
in 1869. The special teams participant, it 
has been estimated, is eight times more 
likely to suffer a serious injury than any

Reynolds says. “Special 
teams was a way to get back 
on the field.

Tim Brown and Desmond Howard 
won Heisman Trophies, in large part, 
because of their special-teams efforts. But 
they were return men, glamour guys in 
the spotlight. Returners and placekickers 
are recognized on all-conference and All- 
America teams. 

But what about the wedge-busters and 
the lane-pluggers and the havoc-wreak- 
ers? What about the grunts whose 
appetite for a head-on collision at 20 mph 
turns the simple act of the kickoff into 
that glorious mayhem? 

OK, so annually acknowledging 11 
faceless, nameless suicide squadmen 
might be excessive. But why can’t the

honor, say, one? 

Although all-league teams generally 
include return specialists or all-purpose 
players, the Pacific-10 Conference took it 
a step further in 1996, by including Spe- 
cial Teams Player. 

Not just a return guy, but a coverage- 
type guy. Great idea. Or at least a great 
start. Now, we hope they'll take it a step 
further in 1997. Why not a spot on the all- 
league team for a Kamikaze of the Year? 
We'd have to start keeping a few different 
stats, but what’s more American than that? 

Offensive linemen have pancakes, 
which are pretty hard to quantify (was it 
really a pancake or just an easy-over?). 
And defensive backs have broken-up 
passes (but did the guy really just drop it?). 
Of course, everybody piles up the 


“assisted tackles” (how much assistance 
really was needed when the guy with the 
ball was on his way down?). 

It's time for the Wedgie. Bust up the 
wedge on a kick return and enable a 
teammate to get the tackle, you deserve a 
Wedgie. Or something. 

Or a Kamikaze Krunch, which would 
be awarded for blowing up a supposed 
blocker, clearing the path for a teammate 
to get an open shot at the ball-carrier. 

This whole “yards” thing is a bit over- 
rated, anyway. It’s time we start recogniz- 
ing the plays and the players who create 
the opportunities for the big yards on the 
returns, too. A few teams keep “key 
blocks,” mostly limited to the coaches’ 
motivational sessions. 

But why not establish a “self-sacrifice” 
stat, which can be awarded to players on 
either the returning team or kicking team: 
Sort of like an assist in hockey ...in one way 
or another, your pass led to a goal, and the 
same can be said about a “self-sacrifice.” 

An “SS” can lead directly to a team- 
mate’s tackle or it can even indirectly con- 
tribute to a teammate busting free on a 
long gainer. The wedgeman is almost 
invariably face down in Monsanto’s finest, 
usually for creating the opportunity for 
another guy to throw the key block on the 
play. And we think it’s time that these 
guys get recognition. 

It's just a thought. 

You might assume a job that offers no 
money and no recognition in return for 
long hours and the possibility of serious 
injury would be a difficult one to fill. Not 
so. This past spring, 150 presumably sane 
Texas A&M students registered to audition 
for a handful of “12th Man” special-teams 
spots doled out each year to walk-ons. 

The 12th Man tradition at College Sta- 
tion dates back to the 1922 Dixie Classic, 
a game we now know as the Cotton Bowl. 
Watching his team suffer a physical beating 
against Centre College, Aggies coach Dana 
X. Bible made a halftime visit to the press 
box, where a student with some athletic 
ability — an All-Southwest Conference 
basketball player — was spotting for a 
local sportswriter. 

At Bible’s behest, the student, E. King 
Gill, went underneath the bleachers and 
changed into the uniform of an injured 
player. Gill never did get into the game 
that afternoon, but the eagerness with 
which he suited up is entrenched in 
Aggies’ lore. To this day, A&M students 
stand throughout football games, a symbol 
of the willingness to play if called upon.

Former Aggies coach Jackie Sherrill, 
who arrived in College Station in 1982, 
expanded on the tradition. He held try- 
outs among the student body to flank the 
placekicker with 10 non-scholarship play- 
ers on kickoffs. The invitation to make a 
big hit was a big hit. 

Sherrill’s replacement at A&M, R.C. 
Slocum, amended the policy. There still are 
spring tryouts for the 12th Man squad — 
after the field is narrowed to 16 in late Feb- 
ruary, six to eight students generally make 
the cut for the fall — but only a single walk- 
on, wearing No. 12, participates on each 
kickoff. All of the 12th men dress for home 
games, and one serves as captain. 

“To me, it’s one of the most fascinat- 
ing, exciting traditions in all of college 
football,” said Dallas Cowboys special 
teams coach Joe Avezzano, who was on 
Sherrill’s staff at A&M. “I remember 
many times that the noise level inside Kyle 
Field was louder prior to the kickoff than 
it was after we scored.” 

The fans identify with the nobodies. 
The wedge-busters whose solid hit on 
a blocker can be as celebrated as a touch- 
down by one of the pretty boy ballcarriers. 

The names of the 12th Men do not 
appear on the statistics sheet; in the spirit 
of unity, they are listed as a group. Still, 
anonymity is what you make of it. In 
A&M’s 1988 Cotton Bowl game against 
Notre Dame, with the Aggies leading 28- 
10, 12th Man Warren Barhorst ripped a 
belt towel away from Heisman winner 
Tim Brown after a kickoff. 

Barhorst, joyful and triumphant, 
sprinted toward his bench with the towel, 
only to be jumped from behind by Brown. 
When the smoke cleared, the Irish were 
penalized 15 yards, and Brown was ejected. 

Warren Barhorst’s craving for a sou- 
venir was understandable. Besides, he didn’t 
take the towel for himself. He took it for all 
the bold and brave young men who've been 
playing for kicks since William Webb Ellis 
got his first glimpse of daylight. 0

: players may be those in the 
violent world of the kamikaze 
crazies, the fellows who get the ball 


continue to dominate the attention 
in the all-important special teams. 


These are the guys — the glamour 
boys, if you will — that the kamikaze 
squad members are trying to protect 
... Or trying to tear limb from limb. 


They're the high-profile targets: 
Players you have heard of, or will hear 
of in 1997 ... the return specialists who 
spend most of their time as all-star can- 
didates on offense or defense. Or both. 


So when McGrath’s favorite 
players act as body guards or wedge- 
busters, almost all of the 150,000 
eyes in the stadium will be focused on 
these pretty boys: 


Charles Woodson — Michigan 

A three-way player — defense, 
offense, return specialist — he stands 
as a legitimate Heisman Trophy 
candidate as a player primarily listed 
as a comerback. 


Hines Ward — Georgia 

Finally settled at receiver, he is 
on the verge of becoming college 
football’s first 4 x 1,000-yard relay 
team: 1,000 yards in rushing, passing 
receiving, returning. 


Tim Dwight — lowa 

Maybe the best at making the 
first guy miss on a punt retum, he 
averaged 19 yards on his 22 run- 
backs last season ... in addition to 
averaging 15 on his 51 receptions. 


Allen Rossum — Notre Dame 

Returned three punts for touch- 
downs last year in leading the nation 
with a 23-yard average. New Irish 
coach Bob Davie hopes to get added 
mileage out of the cornerback by using 
him on offense. 


The No. 1 all-purpose guy in the 
country, he averaged 191 yards a game 
last year as a tailback who returned 
punts and kicks. Great ability to start, 
stop and get going full bore again. 


R. Jay Soward — Southern California 

Mr. Long Ball, he was only a 
freshman last year, when he returned 
two kickoffs for touchdowns in addi- 
tion to averaging a remarkable 28 
yards on his 18 receptions (five TDs). 


Jacquez Green — Florida 

A superb pass receiver who has 
averaged 17.4 yards every time he has 
touched the ball in his first two college 
seasons, with 18 TDs (14 receiving, two 
rushing, two returns) on 125 touches. 


Terry Fair — Tennessee 

Another one of these supremely 
talented cornerbacks who coaches 
can't stand to see on the sideline. He 
ran back two punts for TDs last year 
and will play some offense in 1997. 


— Jim Turner — Syracuse 
A track star who has probably been 
the best pure kickoff return guy in the 
country over the past three seasons (26- 
yard average for 56 returns, two TDs). 


Pat Johnson — Oregon 

Olympic-quality sprinter might be 
college football’s fastest player (10.2 
100m). Fine receiver is the nation’s 
No. 1 kickoff returner back from last 
year, when he averaged 31 yards a try.

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hoever said Halls of Fame had to be static, bor- 

ing museums with old artifacts and even older 

exhibits? Probably not someone who has visited 
the newly relocated 58,000 square foot College Football Hall of 
Fame in South Bend, Ind., which has taken the museum concept 
to a new level. By offering the latest in interactive displays and 
activities, the College Football Hall of Fame is designed to attract 
young “rookies” to the Hall while giving Hall of Fame “veterans” 
many reasons to come back. 

“It's incredible how they've captured the essence of football,” 
said Bill Paddock who, along with his nine-year-old son, was a recent 
visitor to the Hall. “It really pulls you in and makes you feel a part of 
it. For people my age, you get caught up in the heritage of the 
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game... the way it’s presented here is very respectful and impressive. 
“For my son, the interactive displays were enough to keep 
him entertained for the afternoon,” added the Tulsa, Okla., native. 
“We spent two to three hours in there and would have stayed 
longer if we didn’t have a plane to catch. I’m sure we'll be back.” 
When the directors of the College Football Hall of Fame 
decided to relocate from the Cincinnati suburb of Kings Mill, 
Ohio, to South Bend in the summer of 1995, they made a con- 
scious effort to build a facility that would attract each member of 
the family and not just the hard-core college football fanatic. 
Today, the College Football Hall of Fame is considered by many 
to be one of the premiere sports museums in existence, compar- 
ing favorably with the Baseball Hall of Fame in Cooperstown, 
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N.Y., and the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
Canton, Ohio. 

In fact, Bernie Kish, the Executive 
Director of the Hall of Fame, likes to tell 
the story of a woman from California who, 
in signing the guest book a few months 
after the Hall opened, wrote, “I’ve been to 
both Cooperstown and Canton. You beat 
them all.” 

Visitors approaching the Hall cross the 
Gridiron Plaza, a pallete of football color 
complete with yard markers, goal posts, team 
pennants and artificial turf. The plaza hosts a 


variety of special events, from the annual 
Enshrinement ceremonies and féstival, to 
impromptu games of touch-football and foot- 
ball clinics... and that’s just the outside. 

Inside the shrine, the heart and soul of 
the museum awaits in the Hall’s Stadium 
Theater, where still pictures and video are 
integrated into a dramatic 360-degree pre- 
sentation of the pageantry and excitement 
of college football. As the lights dim in the 
theater, football fans take their seats amid a 
throng of 106,000 other fans attending the 
1994 Michigan-Penn State game in Ann 
Arbor, Mich. The game “comes to life” 
around Hall visitors, as film clips of other 
classic matchups are projected all around. 

The Hall of Champions combines 
impressive multimedia capabilities with foot- 


ball memorabilia honoring the accomplish- 
ment of each inductee and chronicling special events in the 
history of the game. Within the display area for each decade of 
college football history, visitors can access a touch-screen video 
kiosk to call up biographical information on individual Hall of 
Famers, including key statistics, still photography and video clips 
of their history-making performances. 

The Locker Room entertains visitors with a behind-the-scenes 
look at how coaches from Eddie Robinson to John McKay have 
trained, motivated and inspired their players through the years, 
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BY OFFERING THE LATEST IN INTERACTIVE DISPLAYS AND ACTIVITIES, THE COLLEGE FOOTBALL 
HALL OF FAME IS DESIGNED TO ATTRACT YOUNG “ROOKIES” TO THE HALL WHILE GIVING HALL 
OF FAME “VETERANS” MANY REASONS TO COME BACK. 


PHOTO COMPUMENTS OF THE HALL OF FAME 
while interactive strategy quizzes and hands-on skill displays are 
designed to encourage the entire family to be more than specta- 
tors. A favorite for many closet sportscasters is “You Call the 
Play,” an interactive display which puts fans “behind the mike” 
with the opportunity to sit in a simulated press box and describe 
the football action unfolding before them. Fans can then relive 
their “audition” for years to come, as the entire play-by-play 
sequence is recorded on video tape for prosperity. 

The Pigskin Pageantry area gives patrons a look at marching 
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bands, cheerleaders, mascots, homecoming, tailgating and other 
football-related exhibits, including an interactive audio presenta- 
tion of famous fight songs. Kids and adults can see how their 
basic physical skills match up with those of a college athlete in 
the Training Room, where would-be players check their height, 
weight, vertical leap, agility, upperbody strength, balance, flexibil- 
ity and reaction time. Then it’s off to the Practice Field where vis- 
iting “players” can test their fundamental skills of football — 
passing, running, blocking and kicking — in a series of interactive 
and physically challenging drills. 

“] had a great time going through the Hall,” said Archie Grif- 
fin, a two-time Heisman Trophy winner and Hall of Famer who 
toured the Hall in September with Kish. “When | was there, I 
kept thinking how much my sons would enjoy this place. I defi- 
nitely plan to take them through it someday.” 

Even businesses have found the Hall to be a valuable com- 
modity, as many have used the Hall’s Press Box facility to host 
banquets, luncheons and other special occasions. With seating up 
to 250 people, the Press Box provides audiences with a view of 
the spectacular, 43-foot tall “Pursuit of a Dream” sculpture, while 
the original paintings of all 60 Heisman Trophy winners by 
nationally renowned sports artist Ted Watts adorn the walls. 

With all that the Hall of Fame has to offer, it’s not surprising 
that over 120,000 people visited the Hall in its first year of oper- 
ation. But what if you've already made the trek to South Bend 
and toured the Hall? 

“That's the great part about this place,” said Kish. “On aver- 
age, we change around 30 percent of the exhibits in the Hall 
each year so if some people came here, let’s say in the summer 
of ‘95 when we opened, they can come back this fall and see a 
much different setup. 

“The Hall is more than just a museum. Some might think the 
only change is when we add the plaques of the annual 
inductees... but it’s more than that. We have many ways of keep- 
ing the Hall fresh for repeat visitors.” 

Indeed, the expanding list of new exhibits and memorabilia at 
the Hall suggest Kish is correct in his assessment that the Hall 
today is much different than it was in August of 1995 when it 
opened. The Hall of Fame’s archivist, Kent Stephens, estimates 
that nearly 50 percent of the memorabilia in the Hall is changed 
annually. Major displays, such as an exhibit honoring Knute _ 
Rockne, an exhibit dedicated to major “cover boys” in college 
football, and an exhibit in February which honored football play- 
ers from historically black colleges and universities, are changed 
every three months. 

Although the city of South Bend’s close proximity to the 
campus of the University of Notre Dame was an obvious consid- 
eration in the relocation of the Hall (the Hall is less than five 
miles from Notre Dame Stadium), South Bend was a perfect 
logistical fit for much of the Midwest and United States. Consid- 
ering that such metropolitan cities as Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Indianapolis and Cincinnati are all within 250 
miles of the Hall, it is easy to see why South Bend fit in nicely as 
the new destination for the Hall. The Hall is also a 90-minute 
drive from Chicago's O’Hare Airport, making it easily accessible 
to college football fans across the country. 

“For many people in the Midwest, you can get up early, 
come to the Hall, spend a few hours and return home by early 
evening,” said Kish. “South Bend just happens to be in the mid- 
dle of many metropolitan areas, so a visit to the Hall is a perfect 
one-day activity for the family.” Q

ven after the NCAA granted freshmen eligibility a quarter 
fe century ago, conventional wisdom held that rookies had 
| ino place in major college football. 

Conventional wisdom, meet Ron Dayne, Randy Moss, Andy 
Katzenmoyer, Chris Claiborne and Sedrick Irvin. They were 
among a slew of true freshmen who last fall represented the most 
significant youth movement the campus game has seen in years. 

Squeezed by scholarship limitations and the flood of juniors 
leaving for the NFL, more coaches across the country have 
adopted the policy of Ohio State coach John Cooper, who used 
to be cool to the idea of freshmen eligibility: “I don’t care if a 
player is a freshman or a senior,” Cooper says now. “If he can 
play, I’m going to play him.” 

No conference was more frosh-friendly than the Big Ten, 
where Wisconsin's Dayne set a national freshman rushing record 
and Katzenmoyer was named Freshman of the Year and first- 
team all-conference at Ohio State. 

Unlike their counterparts in basketball, freshmen rarely make 
significant contributions at college football’s highest level. At 
most schools, players commonly take a redshirt season, which 
gives them time to bulk up in the weight room. Sitting out also 
provides another, perhaps unintended benefit: freshmen who 
don’t have to chew up brains cells studying their blocking assign- 
ments on the safety blitz also have more time to concentrate on 
assignments in the classroom. That's good news when still more 
than 40 percent of Division I-A football players don’t graduate. 

But NCAA scholarship reductions and the recent national 
trend of players leaving early for the NFL have forced coaches to 
throw freshmen into the fray early. Some coaches wonder if the 
youngsters are ready.

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Freshmen Making 
Significant Contributions 


“It's a major mistake, driven by economics,” said Michigan 
coach Lloyd Carr, whose distaste didn’t stop him from playing 
two-way star Charles Woodson as a freshman in 1995. “Hope- 
fully, with the billions of dollars (millions in reality) we're gaining 
in the [bowl] alliance, hopefully we'll add some scholarships and 
get back to some sensible numbers.” 

Coaches also raise questions about whether 18-year-olds are 
physically prepared for the rigors of the college game. But sev- 
eral freshmen last year proved that they were. 

The most notable example was the 5-10, 260-pound Dayne, 
who chugged his way into the record books and the hearts of 
fans in Dairyland. Dayne, who looks like a tugboat but runs like a 
locomotive, didn’t crack the Badgers’ starting lineup until mid- 
season. After that, he was unstoppable. 

Dayne romped for 244 yards against Purdue, 289 against 
Illinois, 297 against Minnesota and 339 against Hawaii (and he 
didn’t carry the ball in the final 16 minutes against the feeble 
Rainbow Warriors). Add his 246 yards against Utah in the Cop- 
per Bowl, and Dayne wound up with 2,109 yards last year, 
more than any freshman in NCAA history, and more than any 
player in Big Ten history. 

“He carried the ball as an 18-year-old and got the tough yards,” 
Badgers coach Barry Alvarez said. “He’s the whole package.” 

Dayne said he wasn’t overwhelmed by the prospect of play- 
ing right away. 

“I came out here to help,” said Dayne, a product of Pine Hill, 
N.J. “I didn’t really even think about it. This is what I expected.” 

Few major-college recruiters saw Dayne as a featured back 
— some told him he’d be a blocking back, and Penn State 
reportedly thought he'd make a good linebacker — but Alvarez 
promised Dayne he would get a chance to carry the ball. It was a 
savvy recruiting move by Alvarez, who knew, of course, that if 
Dayne didn’t pan out as a ballcarrier, he’d always be available to 
block for someone else. 

If every team had a freshman as good as Dayne, there would 
be little discussion of the merits of freshman eligibility. But most 
freshmen make only limited contributions, so debate rages on 
about whether it’s worth it to let them play. 

Although the NCAA has no studies on the subject, many 
coaches share a perception that student-athletes who play as 
freshmen graduate at a worse rate than those who sit out. 
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“It creates some problems in terms of graduating them and 
other problems that the general public isn’t really aware of,” 
Carr said. 

Added Notre Dame offensive coordinator Jim Colletto, the 
former Purdue head coach: “I think it’s a real tough step for the 
kids. They're going to be real good players, but physically, they're 
not ready to play and it’s a real burden on them in school.” 

But Iowa coach Hayden Fry, for one, doesn’t buy the argu- 
ment that players perform better in the classroom when they 
don’t have to perform on the playing field. “We find that when a 
youngster is playing football, his grades are better than when 
he’s not participating — as well as having few problems 
socially,” Fry said. 

The debate among coaches quickly becomes academic when 
depth charts need to be filled. Michigan State coach Nick Saban 
said he philosophically opposes freshman eligibility, but he had 
no qualms about playing Irvin when starting tailback Marc 
Renaud was ruled academically ineligible shortly before the Spar- 
tans’ season opener. 

Irvin, a cousin of Dallas Cowboys receiver Michael Irvin, had 
impressed his coaches in preseason camp. Saban only needed 
to glance at his roster to realize that it didn’t make sense to keep 
Irvin on the sideline simply because he was new on campus. 
Thanks in part to self-imposed penalties for NCAA rules viola- 
tions that predated Saban, Michigan State had only 75 players 
on scholarship in 1996, 10 fewer than the NCAA maximum. 
About a third of those scholarships belonged to freshmen. 

“If we don’t play freshmen, I mean, we've got 51 players 
who are upperclassmen,” Saban said. That’s more than enough 
in the NFL, but colleges can’t sign free agents in midseason, so 
coaches insist they need more bodies. 

Irvin certainly didn’t act like a freshman. He debuted with four 
tushing touchdowns against Purdue in the opener and wound up 
tying Dayne for the Big Ten lead with 18 touchdowns, including 
16 on the ground. Irvin rushed for 1,036 yards and helped lead 
the Spartans to their second consecutive bowl appearance. 

Another freshman who produced big stats was Claiborne, a 
middle linebacker who set a Southern California freshman 
record with 116 tackles. Coach John Robinson didn’t have to 
think very hard about putting the Riverside, Calif., product into 
his starting lineup. 
“Claiborne is quite a 

player,” Robinson 
said. “He has the 
ability to dominate a 
game. In time, he 
could develop into 
one of the top play- 
ers in college.” 
Randy Moss, a 
wide receiver who 
led Marshall to the 
Division LAA 
national champi- 
onship last fall after

who can develop into one of the top players in college football. 

He’s already done it at the Division I-AA level, and as the 
Thundering Herd makes the leap to Division I-A, you might hear 
more about him in 1997. 

Everyone has heard of Katzenmoyer, with his legend grow- 
ing from the time he was a prep All-American in Central Ohio, 
to his recruitment to Ohio State, which accorded him the honor 
of wearing No. 45 in scarlet and gray. He’s the first Buckeye to 
don that shirt since it belonged to two-time Heisman Trophy 
winner Archie Griffin. 

Thanks to Katzenmoyer’s menacing presence in the middle 
of the stout Buckeye defense, Columbus was Freshman Central 
in 1996. Ohio State received important contributions from wide 
receiver David Boston, Michael Wiley, who lined up at receiver 
and in the backfield, and six other true freshmen in the Buck- 
eyes’ two-deep in the Rose Bowl. 

Wiley knew he could compete on the field. But after spend- 
ing the summer working out on campus, he had to make a big 
adjustment when classes convened. “It was all football all sum- 
mer, but now that I’m in school, it’s harder,” he said last fall. 
“But I’m doing OK.” 

Wiley, a prep football, basketball and track star in Spring Val- 
ley, Calif., was recruited by Notre Dame, Texas, Southern Califor- 
nia and Stanford. He said he chose Ohio State partly because he 
liked the players and coaches. But there also was opportunity 
waiting in Columbus. Flanker Terry Glenn had left early for the 
NFL and someone had to take up the slack at receiver. “I knew 
they'd give me a shot here,” Wiley said. “It wasn’t promised. I just 
wanted a chance, and they gave me one.” 

The parade of star Buckeye freshmen could continue this 
fall. During the spring, nearly two months after signing day, 
Ohio State landed Ken-yon Rambo, a star at Long Beach Poly 
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And the NFL loves talented juniors, 

In the 1997 April draft, as always, the NFL used the earliest selec- 
tions to pluck what it considered the most talented college football 
players in the country, and once again, it continued to go for the 
superstars ... who happen to be juniors. 

The first four players chosen (and six of the first seven, and 11 of 
the first 20) had college eligibility remaining, which goes to show that 
teams go for pure talent over everything else. 

It’s not a new trend, but one that continues to feed itself: This 
year’s NFL talent drain of college football tapped juniors as the top 
two offensive linemen, the top two defensive linemen, three of the top 
four linebackers, the top cornerback, the top tight end ... and the top 
three receivers. 

Thirteen juniors went in the first round in 1997, which means 
that talent must be replaced for the 1998 first round. Those holes 
probably will be filled by juniors, and perhaps by players who com- 
plete their sophomore seasons in 1997. 

As Andy Bagnato writes, the NCAA and NFL cannot expect to 
win a legal challenge by a player who wants to jump to the profes- 
sional ranks even earlier than currently allowed (it’s called restraint of 
trade). And with the increasing responsibility of first- and second-year 
players, along with the skimming off the top of the prime talent from 
the junior class each year, it would seem to be only a matter of time 
before sophomores break down the door into the draft ... whether it’s 
a good idea or not. 

Yet, when the sophomores are as physically mature as players like 
Wisconsin running back Ron Dayne, Ohio State linebacker Andy 
Katzenmoyer and Southern California linebacker Chris Claiborne, it’s 
difficult to maintain that the players should not be accorded whatever 
opportunities they can create for themselves. 

Here’s one way to look at it: On pure talent, with normal 
improvement taken into consideration, we wouldn't mind taking an 
all-sophomore team of 1997 against an all-senior team of 1997. The 
offensive line is the one area where experience and added strength 
would seem to make the most significant difference favoring the older 
players, so we won't argue that point.

High and the son of 
former U.S. Olympic 
high-jumper John 
Rambo (1964 bronze 
medal). The younger 
Rambo is widely con- 
sidered the top 
receiver prospect in 
the country. 

In the past, adding 
players of such pedi- 
gree could be consid- 
ered stockpiling 
athletes, but no more. 

With the way play- 
ers jump out of col- 
lege into the NFL — 
especially the way 
Cooper has seen it 
happen in his pro- 
gram — continually 
adding talent at every 
position is an obsession. 

Ohio State has lost 12 
underclassmen to the NFL 
draft since 1992, but it isn't the only place where the NFL 
draft has created opportunities for newcomers. Florida State 
also has seen a dozen players go early in the past six years, 
while Miami has lost 10, and UCLA seven. 

The NFL forbids teams from drafting players who aren't 
at least three years removed from high school. But that 
policy could be challenged as early as next spring — and 
Dayne appears to be a strong candidate to test the rule. 

“If 1 know I could go in the first round, I might try to go pro 
early,” Dayne told the Chicago Tribune during the off-season. 
And NCAA executive director Cedric Dempsey acknowl- 
edged that he has “no doubt” that the policy is vulnerable 
to a legal challenge. “I don’t think that would stand up to 
a challenge,” he said. 

An early shot at NFL riches could be a powerful entice- 
ment to Dayne, who comes from a humble background. 
Because he is the focal point of the Badgers’ ground-ori- 
ented attack, Dayne has carried the ball as many as 50 
times in a game. It’s not a stretch to think that he might 
jump to the NFL before wear and tear diminish his earn- 
ing potential. 

And so the momentum for playing freshmen continues 
to build. Just as the number of draftable juniors has 
increased, leading to younger players getting increased 
roles on college teams, the mere potential for players to 
be drafted after their sophomore seasons will also affect 
the way coaches handle their rosters. 

“If a guy is playing better, what class he is in school 
should not have anything to do with whether he plays,” 
Saban said. 

And as more players contribute as freshmen, the num- 
ber of draftable sophomores figures to increase. And 
there’s no reason to think that freshmen won't continue 
to make a splash, with that ripple widening throughout 
college football.

And fullback Nicky 
Sualua, academically ineligible in 1996 after starting in 
1995, went in the fourth round to become the 12th Buckeye 
chosen since Alonzo Spellman was the first to open the 
floodgates in 1992.

As you walk into the 
office of an NCAA Divi- 
sion | head football coach 
you may expect to see 
plaques and framed pic- 
tures with slogans like 
“Win at all cost,” or “Win- 
ning is life,” but you won't 
find anything resembling that in this coach’s office. One framed 
picture on his wall wisely reads, “A COACH’S SUCCESS IS NOT 
MEASURED BY WINS OR LOSSES, BUT BY THE MEN HIS 
PLAYERS BECOME!” 

Head football coach Fisher DeBerry, now in his 13th season at 
the United States Air Force Academy, strives to live out that slo- 
gan, impacting many people in the process. As he walks down the 
corridors of the well-kept and vast Academy football practice facil- 
ity, players walk by. He stops and talks to one player, “Hey, come 
by my office next week and let’s talk, OK?” He really cares, he’s 
really interested in what's going on in his players’ lives. 

DeBerry’s drive to be more than a successful coach started 
with a renewed commitment to Jesus Christ. He had just realized 
what an awesome responsibility coaching was. DeBerry remem- 
bers, “I was at a high school coaches clinic and was attending the 
FCA breakfast there. | listened to a well-known local athlete share 
how all through his high school days no coach had ever confronted 
him with the teachings of Jesus Christ, or challenged him to accept 
Christ’s love.” The player told DeBerry and the other coaches that 
he hoped they would never be guilty of not presenting the Gospel 
to their players. “That really hit me!” DeBerry recalls, “I said in 
prayer, ‘Lord, if this is the plan (coaching) you have for my life, I 
certainly accept it and renew my commitment to you.’” 

DeBerry has carried out that commitment to the best of his 
ability through his detailed coaching career. 

A football and baseball standout at Wofford (SC) College, he 
coached for six years in the South Carolina high school ranks, 
returning to Wofford as an assistant for two years, then moving on 
to Appalachian State University in Boone, NC, coordinating the 
offense and defense for nine seasons. What brought him then to 
Air Force was a relationship with current Rice University head 
football coach Ken Hatfield. 

As DeBerry explains, “I met Ken at an FCA Conference at 
Berry College in Georgia. We became good friends. At the time | 
was coaching at Wofford and he was at Tennessee. When he went 
to Florida, we stayed in close contact.” Later, when Hatfield was 
hired as Air Force’s head coach, he had DeBerry come out and 
share about the program at ASU, where DeBerry was running the 
wishbone offense. A few weeks later Hatfield called DeBerry and 
offered him a position on his coaching staff at Air Force. DeBerry 
recalls, “My wife and I took several weeks and prayed about it, and 
realized this was where we thought God was leading us.” When

Hatfield went on to Arkansas as head coach, DeBerry was pro- 
moted to head coach at Air Force. 

“It was through FCA that I’m here at Air Force. I believe it was 
God’s plan. Ken (Hatfield) has been such a mentor and role model 
for me,” shares DeBerry. 

DeBerry has been blessed while at Air Force. His strong work 
ethic has earned him respect in the coaching world. He currently 
serves as president of the American Football Coaches Association, 
and his wife, LuAnn, serves as president of the American Football 
Coaches Wives Association. Through attending FCA Coaches 
Camp, he and LuAnn and their children, Michelle and Joe, have 
been impacted by the ministry of FCA. DeBerry shares what he 
has learned. 

“I don’t think you can be a spiritual leader for your team or in 
your community unless things are right in your own home. LuAnn 
and I made a commitment to God and to each other to try and be 
spiritual leaders wherever we went. Not only in our local church, 
but also to the young people we have been entrusted to, Our chil- 
dren being around FCA has influenced them. Carey Casey (former 
FCA staffer) had an enormous impact on my kids and their spiri- 
tual lives. | cannot endorse enough the opportunity coaches and 
their families have through going to FCA Camp.” 

Coaching at Air Force is indeed an honor, privilege and respon- 
sibility. DeBerry views and accepts his responsibilities and recognizes 
that the role of the coach has changed in definition over the years. 

DeBerry says, “I think the coach today assumes a father image 
in a lot of ways. Certainly the team is the only family association 
some young people have because parents aren't there. Peer pres- 
sure is the most powerful force in our world today. FCA is having 
more of a challenge and more of an impact today than it ever has 
before. Programs like One Way 2 Play! are so unique because of 
the accountability factor. So many other programs get kids to ‘say 
no,’ but they don’t give them anything to say yes to. FCA is that 
vehicle and opportunity. 

“Young people today want positive role models, family stability 
and discipline. They can certainly find these things in FCA, which 
has been so consistent in what it was founded to do.” 

DeBerry operates his program as a close-knit unit, a family. 
He expects the best out of everyone, including himself, while not 
losing perspective on the bigger picture. 

He comments, “One thing | challenge our guys with every Sat- 
urday is that when that game is over, win, lose or draw, we hurry 
off the field and close our dressing room doors. We don’t let any- 
one in but our football family. We get down on our hands and 
knees, wrap arms around each other and thank God for having 
had the opportunity to compete, and for the lessons we can learn 
from that game.”

FIGHTING IRISH 


The Fun Is Back At South Bend | 


ithin a first down of the famous tunnel leading into 

Notre Dame Stadium, one of the many identical signs 

in the old parking lot informs sightseers what is caus- 
ing all the commotion on campus. 

CONSTRUCTION ZONE. 

You can hear sandblasters removing the old bleachers. You 
can smell the sod being rolled into the new sunken playing field. 
You can see forklifts and blowtorches and concrete bags and lum- 
ber where ushers usually show people to their seats. 

This is what you absorb on a typical day in the off-season 
around the Golden Dome. This is what happens when you add 
22,000 seats to a 68-year-old stadium, as workers have spent the 
last year doing to the House that Rockne Built. This is history 
Getting a facelift, tradition a nip and a tuck. 

By the time the Irish football team wakes up the first echo in 
its new home Sept. 6 against Georgia Tech, few will notice any 
of the signs of the $50-million handiwork. The seats will be fas- 
tened. The 2 million bricks will be washed. The grass will be low 
and lined in white. 

The signs will be moved to some other construction project. 

Perhaps across the street above coach Bob Davie’s office. 

They would be accurate, of course. Davie can look out his 
office window any day and watch the hustle and bustle of men in 
hard hats sprucing up the new stadium. Hammering. Sanding. 
Polishing. Refining. 

What he sees serves as a metaphor for 
what he has spent doing every day since 
Notre Dame inexplicably lost its season- 
ending, bowl-negating, spirit-sapping game 
last Nov. 30 to USC.

match and a big-splash contest featuring assistant coaches in 
Speedo trunks. He staged a talent show. He had a treasure hunt. 
He held a slam dunk contest. He let players and coaches take a 
few swings against the best women's softball pitcher on campus. 

The normally heavy atmosphere became lighter than helium. 

A few Irish players even showed off their dance steps on the 
field during spring drills, moves never shown anywhere but in the 
nightclubs under Holtz. 

“A team that feels good about itself and a team that has close 
relationships with its coaches and with each other, I think you can 
see that by the way a team performs,” Davie says. “I think you're 
going to see enthusiasm. I’ve always believed that you can have fun, 
can do it with a smile on your face, but be disciplined. 

“From the time | first met with the team, I talked about how 
the focus of this thing was going to be on them, and we were 
going to enjoy it. To enjoy it, you've got to win. And to win, 
you've got to be disciplined and you've got to be tough. That's 
the next stage we’ve got to get through.” 

Nothing tests a team’s toughness like having its family 
secrets discussed in the national media, which Notre Dame’s have 
been recently. Seasoned Irish observers will attest that distractions 
come with the territory of being the nation’s most famous college 
football program. 

But even the most nimble spin doctors were left scratching

In its own way, that is what the Notre 
Dame football program has become lately. 
A construction zone. Davie has served as 
the foreman. With energy and enthusiasm 
as his tools, Davie has chipped away at 
thick walls of tension and convention that 
built up under Lou Holtz. Holtz won, often, 
but nobody would ever characterize the 
Irish program he headed for 11 seasons as 
fun-loving and carefree. 

Until now.

suit against Davie and the university for 
millions of dollars. 

Rather than contest Moore point by 
point, Davie chose to let justice run its 
course. He vowed not to let the 
matter affect his team’s focus, 
despite Moore and several of 
Davie’s returning linemen devel- 
oping a bond not even one of 
those jackhammers around the 
stadium could penetrate. 

“T will not allow it to 
become a distraction,” 

Davie promises. 

The 43-year-old native of 
Sewickley, Pa., prefers to focus 
on what he can control. The 
new huddle he implemented. 
The dropback passing game 
installed by new offensive coor- 
dinator Jim Colletto to take 
advantage of Ron Powlus’ field 
vision and quick release. The 
ways in which he can use cor- 
nerback Allen Rossum to 
stretch opposing secondaries. 
The number of times he plans 
to let Autry Denson, maybe the 
team’s most legitimate Heis- 
man hopeful, carry the ball. 

“I'm energized by these 
players,” Davie says. “We’re 
going to be creative to take 
advantage of all our players.” 

Colletto, in charge of call- 
ing plays, puts it another way. 

“[ read a book by Bill Par- 
cells and it says, ‘You better 


Jerome Bettis, all the more heavy. They 
make Powlus, who surprised many sur- 
rounding the program by returning for a 
fifth season, all the more dangerous 
because he likely will have time to pass.

him some chances to get his hands on the 
ball. He’s exciting when he gets his hands 
on it.” 

Rossum welcomes the extra work. 
“As many times as I need for us to be a 
better team,” he says when asked how 
many snaps he can handle as a mini- 
Deion Sanders. 

Solid depth in the secondary 
allows Davie to be so daring 
with his player. If Rossum 
misses a series or two on 
defense, capable cornerbacks 
like Deveron Harper, Lee 
Lafayette or Ivory Covington 
can replace him. Any of the 
three figure to start opposite 
Rossum, probably Covington, 
and all three can stay step for 
step with anyone on the Irish 
schedule. 

At safety, returning starters 
Jarvis Edison and Benny Guil- 
beaux will receive challenges 
from A’dani Sanders and Deke 
Cooper, two reserves with as 
much talent, if not experience, 
as the players in front of them. 

“I think you'll see the sec- 
ondary more involved,” says 
Davie, the former defensive 
coordinator who hired Greg 
Mattison away from Michigan 
to do his old job. “The thing 
goes full circle. Last year, 
our secondary was the question 
mark and the front seven 
were solid. This year, it’s com- 
pletely opposite.” 

Completely. 

Last season, Davie and the 
Irish relied on interior linemen 


teach what you know,’ ” Col- 
letto says. “So I’m teaching 
what I know. I’m not a real innovator. | 
feel I'm a pretty good teacher and stealer 
of other people’s ideas. We're trying to be 
good, solid body-mechanic people.” 

That will come easier to the men 
making the holes. All five starters on the 
offensive line possess starting experience. 
Pick a leader: Rick Kaczenski at center, 
Mike Doughty and Chris Clevenger at 
tackles, or Mike Rosenthal and Jerry 
Wisne at guards. Given the right circum- 
stances and ears listening, any one of the 
five could wind up an All-American. 

“These are pretty sharp kids,” Col- 
letto says. 

They make Denson, a 1,000-yard 
rusher as a sophomore, all the more slip- 
pery. They make fullback Jamie Spencer, 
mentioned often in the same sentence as 


onds, and the new jumbo scoreboard in 
Notre Dame Stadium will light up bright 
enough to be seen in Chicago, 

“I can be a different quarterback 
because it’s a different system,” Powlus 
says. “There are more things to think 
about once you leave the huddle.” 

One of the most pressing things on 
his mind will be to whom he will throw. 
The Irish still lack a proven game-breaker 
at the receiver position, hence the 
Rossum experiment. The starters expect 
to be steady but unspectacular Malcolm 
Johnson and promising Raki Nelson, but 
Davie wants to line Rossum up perhaps as 
many as 15 plays per game on offense. 

“When you look at a guy who aver- 
ages 20 yards every time he touches the 
football (as a returner), you've got to give 


Renaldo Wynn, Alton Maiden, 
Bert Berry and Melvin Dansby to swallow 
running backs. Only Dansby returns, join- 
ing untested Antwon Jones, Corey Ben- 
nett and Lamont Bryant up front. 
Sophomore Brad Williams, a sophomore 
who started at offensive guard against 
Navy last season, also figures to make his 
presence felt. 

As does junior Shelton Jordan, who 
took advantage of an extended audition 
last spring made possible by Dansby tak- 
ing time off to heal from knee surgery. 
Jordan made Powlus feel like he was in 
the middle of the Los Angeles Coliseum in 
October, tossing aside pass-blockers and 
breathing down the quarterback’s neck 
with annoying frequency.

“I’m OK talking about that,” 
says Sanson, who also received piles of 
support letters. “That's in the past.” 

He prefers to focus on a future that 
includes a looser atmosphere around the 
practice field. 

“I don’t want this to sound bad against 
Coach (Lou) Holtz or anything, but every 
day was real businesslike, a real pressure 
situation,” Sanson said. “With Coach 
Davie, there’s excitement, but we’re 
relaxed and having fun.”

O by two fans watching Ron 

Powlus run the Notre Dame 
offense during drills last spring: 

DOMER NO. 1: “Boy, he sure 
looks different.” 

DOMER NO. 2: “Yeah, look how 
much smoother he throws and stronger 
he sets up.” 

DOMER NO. 1: “Amazing what tak- 
ing off the shackles can do.” 

Amazing indeed. 

Ron Powlus, who seems to have 
hung around Notre Dame longer than 
some tenured professors, returns for a 
fifth season of pomp and circumstance. 
But take down the old posters. Erase the 
old videotape. Purge the old memories. 

The Powlus who set virtually all of 
Notre Dame’s passing records in his first 
three seasons as a starter left campus 
when Lou Holtz resigned. The Powlus 
who takes the field Sept. 6 in the home 
opener against Georgia Tech feels freer 
than a released parolee. 

“My enthusiasm is off the charts,” 
Powlus says. “It’s new. It’s a challenge. 
It’s what life is all about.” 

Powlus has met his share of chal- 
lenges. Besides his well-chronicled bro- 


ken collarbone as a freshman and bro- 
ken left humerus as a junior, Powlus 
daily faced the rigors of playing in a 
Holtz-offense that he fit into as well as 
his high school letter jacket. He sur- 
vived, but he struggled. 

So Powlus thought nothing of 
acknowledging as much at a news con- 
ference after last season. With new 


coach Bob Davie by his side, Powlus told 


everyone that had Holtz returned, he 
would not have. 

Some viewed the declaration as 
ungrateful. He meant no disrespect, 
however. 

Adding new offensive coordinator 
dim Colletto, Purdue’s former head 
coach, to the mix excites Powlus. Col- 
letto promises a dropback philosophy 
blending in play-action and the tradi- 
tional Notre Dame running game. 


And now, Powlus believes even more 
that you will see a quarterback who truly 


deserves to be on the covers of national 
magazines, in your living rooms every 
Saturday.

off the ball,” Jordan said. “Our whole 
defense revolves around the defensive 
line’s ability to get off the ball. We have 
that responsibility.” 

They have that defensive mentality, 
too. What the linemen lack in girth, they 
make up for with gumption. 

“We’re a small defensive line, but our 
quickness helps and we play an uptempo 
defense that lets us fly to the ball,” Jordan 
said. “We can make something happen. 
We can play with emotion. There are 
more blitzes than ever before. It helps us 
open things up.” 

But who will close things up when 
the holes widen as they inevitably will 
against the likes of Michigan, USC and 
Louisiana State? 

Last season, linebackers Lyron Cob- 
bin and Kinnon Tatum applied more tat- 
toos than a skin artist. Both graduated, 
leaving junior Bobbie Howard and a cast 
of other unproven underclassmen to vie 
for the other inside spot. One of the top 


contenders may be freshman Grant Irons, 
the consensus prep All-American many 
expect to play immediately. The likely 


early-season starter will be Jimmy Friday, 
a sophomore who impressed coaches 
with his lateral quickness. 

At outside linebacker, junior Kory 
Minor gives the Irish the type of dominat- 
ing player who can erase many of the 
mistakes of inexperience. Minor, with 
track speed and truck force, causes 


more confusion to running backs than 
physics class. 

“It’s time for me to be a leader, have 
the leadership role and help the guys 
through,” says Minor, who thinks he can 
get even better. “I definitely need work. 
I'm not the player that I want to be, but 
I'm working to get there.” 

Plenty of work remains for Minor, for 
his defensive teammates, for the 
groundskeepers around Notre Dame Sta- 
dium, for Davie in his first season as a 
head football coach. 

Consider nearly everything surround- 
ing the Notre Dame football program this 
season a work in progress. 

A construction zone, indeed. 

“Everything is a little more uptempo,” 
center Rick Kaczenski says. “Everybody’s 
real excited. A lot of times, people don’t 
like change. But we’re excited about it 
more than anybody.” 

Everybody but his coach.

In football, you’d better have one. And you‘d better have the other. 

That's basically how recruiting works: Go find guys with size and 
speed. Fast is a lot better than slow. Big is a lot better than small. 

Big and fast beats small and slow almost every time, And so as we take 
a look at the Top 25 recruiting classes of 1997, as selected by SuperPrep 
recruiting guru Allen Wallace, we'll see how teams got faster and bigger. 
(Conference ratings may not agree with national ratings due to different expert opinions) 


1. FLORIDA STATE 


THE SEMINOLES WOULD HAVE BEEN NO. 1 EVEN WITHOUT THE LATE 
signing of the nation's top running back, Travis Minor, who chose FSU over LSU, 
Florida and Notre Dame four days after signing day. Although Minor is a huge 
catch, the true strength of the Seminoles’ class resides in the defensive line, 
where they signed three of the top nine players in the country. Bobby Bowden 
even signed a superb kicker, Sebastian Janikowski, who turned down over a 
million dollars to play pro soccer in Poland. 

THE SIZE: Jamal Reynolds and David Warren are among the top defensive 
linemen entering college football next year. Reynolds was a dominant prep defen- 
sive end with 173 tackles as a senior. If Reynolds wasn’t the best high school 
defensive lineman, it was Warren, the Texas Class 5A state player of the year. 

THE SPEED: Minor is one of the best prep running backs ever to come out 
of Baton Rouge. He averaged nearly nine yards per carry as a senior and scored 
47 TDs. He goes to FSU from the same high school as Warrick Dunn, and could 
pick up where Dunn left off. Strong safety Derrick Gibson is as good as anyone 
in the country, and the Seminoles’ ability to get him from the hometown Hurri- 
canes is another reason they ended up No. 1. 


2. PENN STATE 


JOE PATERNO RULES THE HEARTS OF PENNSYLVANIA FOOTBALL FANS 
and usually has his pick of in-state prep talent. The Nittany Lions signed six of the 
state’s nine best to follow up last year's national-best class. After signing a top 
quarterback and good defensive line group last year, the strength of this class lies 
in offensive linemen, tight ends and linebackers. Five of the offensive line signees 
were All-America selections. 

THE SIZE: Kareem McKenzie (6-6, 330) is the marquee name in the offen- 
sive line group, which has a quartet of featured attractions. He was the last of 
the five to commit, choosing PSU over Michigan. Linebackers Ron Graham (6- 
3, 240), LaVar Arrington (6-4, 225) and Joe McKinney (6-3, 238) should 
have no trouble fitting in at Linebacker U. 

THE SPEED: Running back Omar Easy was considered the No. 1 prospect 
at any position in the Northeast. Defensive back/RB James Boyd was a first- 
team USA Today All-America selection. The Nittany Lions won receiver Sam 
Crenshaw in a battle with Ohio State. 


3. FLORIDA 


WINNING IS THE ULTIMATE RECRUITING TOOL, AND THE GATORS’ 
national championship is attractive even to those who don't like coach Steve 
Spurrier’s flamboyant style and comments. Spurrier's dedication to the Gators 
shows commitment. He commands a confidence among recruits that is unsur- 
passed. Spurrier’s high-point offense draws the attention of receivers, and Florida 
signed three of the top 11 in the country. It is a haul that may be the best ever by 
one school af the position. Other than running back, which will likely be o focus 
next year, all positions were taken care of nicely. 

THE SIZE: Defensive lineman Gerard Warren was a huge signing-day gift for 
the Gators. He could see playing time at tackle right away affer leading his high 


school to three straight state titles and wrapping up quarterbacks for 36 career sacks. 


Fellow defensive-liner Thaddeus Bullard also could make a quick impression. 

THE SPEED: Travis Taylor could be the fastest of the five receivers Florida 
signed. The best, as far as prep stardom and potential go, are Steve Shipp and 
Darrell Jackson. 
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4, MICHIGAN 


LLOYD CARR'S WOLVERINES HAVE MORE THAN A REGIONAL IMPACT, 
which broadens the number of stars from which to choose. Michigan signed kids 
from 12 states, ranging from New Jersey through Tennessee, Louisiana and all 
the way to California. The bulk of the class is on the offensive line, which boasts 
four star-quality players. Although Texas defensive end Grant Irons chose not to 
follow his brother, Jarrett, to Michigan and went to Notre Dame instead, the 
Wolverines can plug the interior gaps with defensive lineman Maurice Williams. 

THE SIZE: Williams is considered one of the top 50 players in the nation. 
Linebackers Jake Frysinger, Eric Brackins and Anthony Jordan give Carr one of 
the nation’s best incoming trios at the position. 

THE SPEED: California running back Pat McCall is one of the fastest any- 
where and leads a strong group of ballcarriers that is rounded out by Anthony 
Thomas, Ray Jackson and Demetrius Smith. A quariet of defensive backs, led by 
DeWayne Patmon, also should be a strength into the next century. 


5. COLORADO 


BUFFS COACH RICK NEUHEISEL CAN SEAL A DEAL AND TANTALIZE A 
recruit’s mind better than anyone. His desire fo bring every good ballplayer pos- 
sible fo Boulder, combined with his personality and great on-field success, is 
very effective. Neuheisel convinced receiver Cedric Cormier that Colorado was 
better for him than the home state Texas Longhorns, and did the same with Ari- 
zona lineman Erin Huizingh, stealing him from Arizona State. Neuheisel, who 
played at UCLA, recruits California — especially the San Diego area — as well 
as anyone in the Pac-10. 

THE SIZE: Offensive lineman Victor Rogers is enormous (6-7, 308) and 
agile enough to average a double-double on the basketball court. He'll likely be 
penciled into the second string before a 1997 snap is made. Huizingh and 
Andre Gurode are similarly talented offensive line prospects. Linebacker Ty Gre- 
gorak has the size and strength to follow the footsteps of Butkus Award winner 
Matt Russell, but could eventually wind up in a three-point stance. 

THE SPEED: Cormier will zip through the thin air of Boulder after hauling in 
passes with headline ability. Roman Hollowell is likely to siep in returning kicks 
with flair, and defensive backs Albus Brooks and Nate Wright Jr. should have 
early impacts. 


6. ALABAMA 


THE CRIMSON TIDE WENT THROUGH THE RECRUITING PROCESS 
methodically without much attention until it landed superstar defensive lineman 
Kenny Smith. Smith wanted to go to Florida originally, but his father was one of 
the people with whom Steve Spurrier did not connect. So Alabama accepted his 
Signature fo headline o solid class and gain recognition. The class is strong at 
defensive back and running back, and the O-line group can hold its own with the 
nation’s best. There is question at quarterback. None were signed lasi year and 
this year's signee, Andrew Zow, is coming off an ACL tear and a wing-T offense. 

THE SIZE: Smith (6-4, 290) from Meridian, Miss., leads a five-headed 
defensive line group that is among the nation’s best. He was the stale defensive 
player of the year affer totaling 172 tackles and 10 sacks. 

THE SPEED: Defensive back Chris Reier is one of three players from Jack- 
sonville’s dominant Bolles program. He should earn early playing time at cor- 
ner, where he picked off 10 passes in high school. 


7. TEXAS 


THE LONGHORNS ARE BACK IN THE RACE FOR THE NATION’S ELITE. 
Even though their group of signees is stellar, it could have been phenomenal if it 
had been able to hold onto Cedric Cormier (Colorado), David Warren (FSU) and 
John Norman (Texas Tech). There’s a good chance that running back Darnell 
McDonald is lost io o huge signing bonus from major league baseball, Still, John 
Mackovic landed some fine talent that should help Texas remain the king of the 
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Big 12 South Division. 
THE SIZE: Lineman Leonard Davis is one of the biggest incoming freshmen 
in the nation at 6-5, 350 pounds. And he’s still growing, He could end up on 
either line and has been compared fo Ohio State’s Orlando Pace. 
THE SPEED: Tailback Hodges Mitchell and fullback DeAndre Lewis give the 
Longhorns a home-grown backfield better than most, Joe Walker could play 
corner or safety and has the ability to hit hard and run fast. 


8. TENNESSEE 


ACADEMIC QUALIFICATION CONCERNS OF THREE HIGHLIGHTED 
signees keep the Vols from being considered a top five group. Regardless of 
those concerns, there are just foo many great athletes to knock the class down 
any further. The group is strong at receiver and light on the defensive line, but 
should do well fo satisfy the lofty expectations of the Knoxville fans. 

THE SIZE: Austin Kemp (6-4, 220) was the Tennessee state defensive 
player of the year and is versatile enough to end up at either defensive end or 
outside linebacker. Cosey Coleman (6-5, 305) could play on either line with his 
agility and strength. 

THE SPEED: Safety Deon Grant, who SuperPrep magazine rated as the 
No. 1 defensive back in the country, is headed north from Georgia. At 6-3, 190 
pounds, Grant can move (4.5) and has all the credentials that indicate he will 
be a star. A chance to play early lured him to Knoxville instead of FSU, Georgia 
or Georgia Tech. 


9. NOTRE DAME 


YES, THE ACADEMICS AT SUCH AN ILLUSTRIOUS SCHOOL MAKE IT DIFFICULT 
fo recruit every star, and a coaching change provided an obstacle that you can 
bet other schools pointed out, but Notre Dame landed right in its usual spot 
among the nation’s elite. The Irish mystique Is still the only recruiting tool 
needed, and more kids than not want to touch the “Play Like A Champion 
Today" sign on their way to the field. 

THE SIZE: Kurt Vollers (6-7, 270) committed to Notre Dame before his 
senior season, He was rated by nearly everyone as one of the nation’s top 10 
linemen. Grant Irons, whose father Gerald played for the Cleveland Browns and 
whose brother Jarrett was a Michigan All-American, won the Dial Award as the 
nation’s top-rated high school student-athlete in any sport. He’s an NFL-potential 
defensive end. 

THE SPEED: Tony Driver runs right alongside Travis Minor as the biggest 
running back recruit in the nation. At 6-3, 220, he burns a 4.4 40-yard dash 
and can run, catch, block and cause defenders to miss. Career totals: 3,460 
yards, 48 TDs rushing, 22 TDs receiving. 


10. NORTH CAROLINA 


NORTH CAROLINA HAS BEEN STEADILY PLAYING WITH THE 
national elite in recruiting wars under coach Mack Brown and has now 
broken into the top 10. UNC signed a trio of bound-for-glory running 
backs — Rufus Brown, Ravon Anderson and Domonique Williams — but 
there is concern that no offensive linemen signed on after getting just two 
last year. Entering Big 12 territory to get Denver defensive lineman Josh 
Graham and the SEC area for Louisiana QB Phillip Deas shows the Tar 
Heels’ national appeal. 

THE SIZE: Graham is the only kid of any size UNC signed, At 6-3, 265 
pounds, he was a stellar prep player. His twin brother signed with Colorado. 

THE SPEED: Anderson (5-10, 185) is a two-way talent who rushed for 
1,400 yards and had 90 tackles as a senior, but is likely to be carrying the 
ball for the Heels. It’s o toss-up with Brown as to who will make the quick- 
est contribution. Brown is a bit bigger (6-1, 195) and combines it impres- 
sively with 4.45 speed 


171. LSU 


KEEPING BATON ROUGE’S TRAVIS MINOR AT HOME WOULD HAVE 
been a huge addition, but he won't be missed all that much considering the 
Tigers signed one of the nation’s elite groups of running backs last season, 
Gerry DiNardo has become a strong recruiter and his ability to sign quarterback 
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Rohan Davey amid the Josh Booty “Will | be a quarterback or a baseball 
player?” dilemma was significant. Davey, considered the country’s second-best 
QB by some, should have a fine group of receivers fo throw to, LSU’s combina- 
tion of receivers and tight ends may be the best group in the country. 

THE SIZE: Joe Domingeaux (6-4, 230) comes from Crowley, La., as 
an All-America tight end. He has all the qualities to be effective in a run or 
pass offense. 

THE SPEED: Davey will have terrific speed to connect with in Michael 
Hayes and Robert Davis, who is just 5-9, but runs a 4.4. And DB Fred Booker 
also can burn. 


12. TEXAS A&M 


THE AGGIES’ CLASS IS BALANCED OVERALL, BUT DEFINITELY 
strongest at defensive line. R.C. Slocum signed a group of six that included 
four All-Americans and edged Florida State for the top group of defensive 
linemen. Receiver Robert Williams stood the Aggies up just as he did Stan- 
ford, which leaves wide receiver as the only weak spot. 

THE SIZE: Not many quarterbacks fit this role, but at 240 pounds, Matt 
Schobel is not your average signal-caller. In fact, although he is a talented 
quarterback, he may be more important at tight end. We'll have to wait and 
see here. 

THE SPEED: No, our categories aren’t mixed, the Aggies do have 
defensive linemen, Robert Bernard and Tango McCauley, who belong in the 
speed category because they each exceed 250 pounds and run 4.8 40s, 


13. MIAMI 


BUTCH DAVIS PROVED HE WAS THE RIGHT SELECTION TO TAKE 
over the embattled Hurricanes’ program by securing a superlative group of 
19. The wide receivers — Robert Williams, Daryl Jones and Reggie Wayne 
— are amazing. Miami won commitment battles for Williams (over Stan- 
ford and A&M); defensive lineman Adrian Wilson (Southern Cal) and Marty 
Bibla (Pitt). Locking up the state’s best quarterback, Kenny Kelly of Tampa, 
helped to find the receivers, 

THE SIZE: Wilson was Arkansas’ top prospect and could be a domi- 
nant nose guard. Clint Hurt has a great name for a 6-4, 285-pound defen- 
sive lineman, and he can do it. 

THE SPEED: Williams and Jones each go better than 4.5. Williams has 
run a 10.4 100 meters and has NFL receiver size (6-4, 216). 


14, USC 


THE TROJANS SIGNED A GREAT GROUP OF SKILL KIDS, INCLUDING 
10 SuperPrep All-Americans, Of concern is the lack of linemen, Its tight end 
group is strong, though, and if someone is quick enough to convert to 
defensive end it would help, Also, John Robinson signed no offensive line- 
men following a strong group in 1996. But as far as defensive backs, line- 
backers and running backs go, it is one of the best groups in the country. 

THE SIZE: The only big player was one of the last to commit, defensive 
tackle Tommie Townsend (6-4, 255). He and Ryan Nielsen (6-5, 235) 
were the two defensive line signees. 

THE SPEED: All the defensive backs, receivers and running backs have 
it. DB Antuan Simmons (4.5), WR Rodney Perry (4.5), RB Maleafou 
MacKenzie (4,55 for a fullback) and RB Eric Reese (4.4) rival Washington 
for the fastest class in the West. 


15. CLEMSON 


DURING THE EARLY RETURNS OF RECRUITING SEASON, IT APPEARED 
the instate-rival South Carolina Gamecocks were winning, but later in Janu- 
ary, the Tigers and coach Tommy West sealed the deal with several 
prospects who made their class one of the best in the ACC. Although the 
group is dominated by three quarterbacks, solid running backs and defen- 
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sive backs, offensive linemen Kyle Young and Neely Page will bring respect 
to the trenches. 

THE SIZE: Jovan Bush is a fine athlete who is one of South Carolino’s 
best and is likely to use his 6-4, 260-pound frame at defensive end. He is ver- 
satile enough that tight end could be a possibility. 

THE SPEED: Running back Travis Zachery has 4.4 speed and 4,000 
yards and 51 fouchdowns in high school on his resume. Defensive back 
Robert Carswell was a victory over Notre Dame. 


16. OHIO STATE 


AFTER BEING ONE OF THE NATIONAL ELITE RECRUITERS LAST YEAR, 
the Buckeyes slipped a bit this year, probably partially due fo the strength of 
recent classes and the apparent wait for playing time. The one factor keeping 
Ohio State out of the fop 10, though, is academics. As many as 10 signees 
hadn't qualified by signing day, but at least half figured to wind up on cam- 
pus. There won't be anyone in this class with the same impact as superfrosh 
Andy Katzenmoyer, but several are promising. One interesting aspect is the 
Buckeyes signing two quarterbacks out of California and neither one consid- 
ered fo be a real great one. 

THE SIZE: Offensive lineman Tam Hopkins is an All-American from 
Florida with Orlando Pace size (6-5, 325). 

THE SPEED: Another Floridian, Miami linebacker Courtland Bullard, moves 
his 6-3, 210-pound All-America frame for 40 yards in 4.6 seconds. Receiver 
Reggie Germany could be a huge plus if he qualifies. Wide receiver Ken-yon 
Rambo from California was an important late addition for the Buckeyes. 


17. SOUTH CAROLINA 


THE BEST GAMECOCKS’ CLASS IN THE PAST DOZEN YEARS IS DEEP 
— 29 signees. With so many players, the class can’t help but be balanced. 
The strongest positions are offensive line and linebacker, where two All-Ameri- 
cans — Marco Hutchinson and Alonzo Shuler — are set to move in. A key fo 
the class could be the transition of quarterback Phil Petty to the college game. 

THE SIZE: All-America offensive lineman Jason Cox is one of six at the 
position who garnered fair recognition. 

THE SPEED: Running back Ryght Jordan will be a headline-writer's 
dream when he uses his 4.45 speed to find the end zone for SC. Wideout 
Brian Scott looks like he has NFL potential. 


18. NORTHWESTERN 


GARY BARNETT'S DECISION TO STAY IN EVANSTON AND PASS ON 
the Notre Dame job solidified Northwestern’s chance of being more than a 
couple-season wonder in the Bigger 10. The Wildcats stepped up and won 
Q battle with Stanford, Washington, UCLA and Colorado for Hawaiian offen- 
sive lineman Michael Souza. The only position lacking is the interior defen- 
sive line, buf everybody has trouble finding quality kids there. 

THE SIZE: Souza, a strong student, was attracted to Northwestern's 
academics and will soon become an attraction on the field. The weather will 
be tough to get used fo, but a winter trip to Pasadena would make up for if. 
Offensive lineman Lance Clelland also is highly regarded. 

THE SPEED: Running back Damien Anderson is one of just five kids from 
Illinois, and should make the home folks proud with his moves and 4.5 speed. 


19. NEBRASKA 


TOM OSBORNE LANDED ENOUGH STARS TO KEEP NEBRASKA IN THE 
hunt for the national tifle in the future, an he did especially well at his team’s 
most crucial position: QB. Nebraska requires a better option quarterback 
than anyone in the nation, and got two. Eric Crouch and Bobby Newcombe 
will have a serious battle for the chance to impersonate Tommy Frazier. 

THE SIZE: Kyle Vanden Bosch was an All-America linebacker consid- 
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ered the gem of the Cornhuskers’ defensive prospects. He will team up with 
Tracey Wistrom to make a formidable duo in the core of the defense. 

THE SPEED: Dion Booker follows his brother Michael to Lincoln and 
could fill his position in the defensive backfield. Some college coaches rated 
Booker as the nation’s best DB. Newcombe runs a 4.4 ond was a two-way 
All-New Mexico selection. 


20. AUBURN 


TRYING TO GET BACK TO THE LEVEL OF COACH TERRY BOWDEN’S 
first season, the Tigers signed six All-Americans. The strengths are quarter- 
back — Meiko Collier and Jason Standridge will baitle for playing time — 
defensive line and defensive back. Getting defensive lineman Thomas 
Pitman, who had told Gerry DiNardo he was headed fo LSU, was a bonus. 
Aubum also raided the state of Florida, picking up nine recruits. 

THE SIZE: Pittman was considered the No. 2 prospect in Louisiana and 
was tabbed as the top defensive tackle in the nation by USA Today. 

THE SPEED: Free safety Stanford Simmons mixes strong tackling ability 
with 4.4 speed. He had 12 interceptions in 15 senior-season games to key 
an Alabama state championship. He was a starter in the eighth grade and 
also is a great basketball player. 


21. WASHINGTON 


THE HUSKIES ALWAYS HAVE SATISFIED THE SIZE QUOTIENT, AND 
this season focused on speed. There might not be a faster class out there. 
WR/RB Frank Candela, WR Terry Tharps, WR JaWarren Hooker, DB Lenny 
Haynes, DB Omare Lowe and WR Pat Reddick all run 4.4 or befter. Then 
there’s quarterback/safety Marques Tuiasosopo, He is one of the best ath- 
lefes on the West Coast, and pro baseball could be a factor. 

THE SIZE: Toalei Mulitauaopele, a 6-7, 320-pound defensive lineman, 
will be one of the most interesting stories in all of college football this fall. 
After a stellar prep career in Seattle, he was sentenced to 54 months in 
prison for his role in a double-murder that he claimed not to have anything 
to do with. He's served his fime and played fwo seasons at Walla Walla 
Junior College with the intent of becoming a Pac-10 terror. 

THE SPEED: Of all the aforementioned burners, JoWarren Hooker is the 
fastest and will double as a frack star. He has 10.4 100-meter speed and, 
although he was primarily a running back in high school, he'll likely use the 
speed fo beat DBs as a receiver. 


22. STANFORD 


REMEMBER THE NAME RANDY FASANI. CONSIDERED THE TOP 
quarterback in the country, the Sacramento product committed early to 
begin a solid run for Stanford and coach Tyrone Willingham. Fasani gives 
the Cardinal one of the nation’s elite groups of QBs, considering starter 
Chad Hutchinson has come on strong and is just a sophomore. As usual, 
Stanford signed a geographically diverse group of 22 players from 13 
states. The class satisfies all Stanford's needs. 

THE SIZE: The last gem to come out of Idaho was Pac-10 offensive 
player of the year Jake Plummer. Stanford hopes it has the next jewel in 
TE/DE Austin Lee. The Cardinal got Lee in a battle with Ohio State, USC and 
Colorado, even though his dad played for the Buffs. 

THE SPEED: There isn’t much overwhelming speed in the group, so the 
best may be running back Eddie Gayles of Seattle. Gayles’ brother Leland 
plays for Arizona. 


23. KANSAS STATE 


FIVE YEARS AGO, IT DIDN'T SEEM POSSIBLE THAT THE WILDCATS 
could attract a top 25 recruiting class. When Bill Snyder took over in 1988, 
there were only 47 scholarship players in the program. K-State now has 85 
quality scholarship kids. The Wildcats were No. 1 in the nation in signing

junior college talent, according to SuperPrep magazine, and there are three 
prep All-Americans in the group. 

THE SIZE: DeVane Robinson could be a standout on either side of the 
ball.

THE SPEED: The glory player in the Wildcats’ class is another Okla- 
homan, receiver Julius McMillan.

Even though 
he is going to face some big adjustments, 
Palmer may make an early impression. His 
experience throwing under Canadian rules 
could make a difference. 


For some fans, signing the best player 
in the South might be enough reason to 
declare victory in recruiting. Of course, 
one great player is not enough to get the 
job done. However, it can certainly give 
the overall attitude a boost. When Jasper 
Sanks signed with the Dawgs, Georgia 
fans were at once excited and relieved. 
They were excited to add a big name toa 
good class, relieved that another big-time 
prosect had not chosen to leave the state. 

While Sanks was the big prize, there 
is no doubt that LaBronne Mitchell is the 
best pure athlete signed by Georgia. 
Mitchell is a good quarterback prospect, 
but he is more impressive at defensive 
back or wide receiver. He may be the 
missing piece in what could become a fine 
defensive secondary or a tremendous 
receiver corps. 

Without a doubt, Jasper 
Sanks, the South’s top prospect, leads 
this Georgia class. 
Defensive lineman Almalik 
Barber and defensive back Jermaine 
Phillips both fit in this category. 


The Wildcats had several new barriers 
to fight through this year. First, they had to 
sell players on a program that was not win- 
ning. Second, they had all the problems 
inherent with a coaching change. Of 
course, the old barriers of recruiting in a 
home state that has little talent traditionally 
and fighting off the big-time schools for the 
good ones that are available, continue. 

Undoubtedly, this Kentucky class has 
some very good players. The question is, 
do they have enough? 

Derek Homer is a run- 
ning back with awesome statistics who 
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has more than enough ability to play as 
a freshman. 

Nolan Devaughn is a big 
offensive lineman with loads of potential. 


Gerry DiNardo has been a good 
recruiter since day one at LSU. Every year 
his recruits have been exceptionally ath- 
letic. Every year he has signed a few with 
star potential. This year is no exception to 
that rule. The Tigers landed a class that 
will blend well with the last two classes of 
recruits. LSU fans will immediately see 
where some of these players should make 
an impact. This is not the killer class the 
LSU faithful hoped for, but it is a darned 
good one. 

Fullbacks like Tommy Banks are 
hard to find. In fact, there were only three 
of them in the South this year. Banks 
has potential. 

If you fancy great quickness and a killer 
instinct in your defensive linemen, Musk- 


ingum Barnes should be to your liking. 

Defensive back Fred 
Booker is one young man who should 
make an immediate impact. Keeping 
him away from the NFL may be the 
real headache. 

Wide receiver Abram Booty 
does so many things so well, that his lack 
of blazing speed may not matter. Look for 
him to play early. 


Ole Miss fans don’t care about overall 
ranking. They are still too excited about 
keeping Terrence Metcalf and Romaro 
Miller at home. Much as Miller's commit- 
ment led to the signing of Terrence Met- 
calf, Ole Miss faithful hope this is the 
beginning of a trend they have been fight- 
ing to establish for years. 

The Tuberville selling point has always 
been, “If we can just keep the best players 
in Mississippi at home.” Well they did not 
get them. Kenny Smith left, but in Miller

Try though 
they might, improvement seemed set on a 
slow path. Now it looks like that light at the 
end of the tunnel may not be an approach- 
ing train after all. 

Jason Cox, Taylor Irvin, Melvin Paige, 
Cleveland Pinckney and Phillip Jones com- 
prise a big, fast, potentially dominating class 
of linemen on both sides of the ball. Watch 
for big improvements in South Carolina’s 
overall offensive and defensive look as these 
players are integrated into the system.

We pre- 
dict more knowledgeable heads will prevail 
to the decided advantage of Tennessee’s 
offensive line. Cosey teams with John Fin- 
layson, Fred Weary and Reggie Coleman 
to give Tennessee one of the best group of 
offensive linemen in the South. 

Headliner: Jamal Lewis is a big 
back who may be Tennessee’s most 
important recruit.

Not Standing Still, DuBose Wants to Move Forward 


t's not like the program has been in the dumps. In fact, things 

have gone rather well for Alabama the last six or seven sea- 

sons, what with winning one national championship, one 
Southeastern Conference championship, four SEC Western Divi- 
sion titles and six postseason bowl games. 

When the architect of that success, Gene Stallings, 
announced his resignation last fall, wasn’t defensive coordinator 
Mike DuBose promoted to preserve the status quo? 

Not in DuBose’s mind. Not by a long shot. 

In spite of all the winning, DuBose was bothered by the fact 
that the Crimson Tide was no longer thought of as the top team 
in the SEC. 

“Right now, every year everyone assumes Florida will be in 
the SEC Championship Game,” DuBose said. “Hopefully, in the 
near future, Alabama will be that team again. That’s the way it 
used to be. When you talked about the SEC, you started with 
Alabama. We want to get it back that way again.” 

In other words, anyone who thought DuBose was signing on 
as a caretaker to Stallings’ legacy was in for a rude awakening. 
Almost from the start, things have been different in Tuscaloosa. 

A new strength coach, former Tide and NFL lineman Terry 
Jones, was brought over from the basketball program, where he 
had worked wonders for such players as Roy Rogers, and put in 
charge of the football off-season conditioning program. 

A new offensive coordinator, Bruce Arians, was brought in 
from the NFL New Orleans Saints and — in a move that Stallings 
would never have approved of — given free reign to install the 
offense he wanted to coach. 

The two offensive line coach system was junked as 
DuBose brought in former Alabama lineman Neil Callaway in 
an effort to bring the line play up to cham- 
pionship standard. 

Clemson defensive coordinator 
Ellis Johnson, who was a vital part of the 
1992 national championship defensive 
staff, was brought back and put in charge 
of the Tide defense. 

But the biggest change came on the 
practice field. Determined to take advan- 
tage of every minute allowed under the 
NCAA's 20-hour rule, DuBose reworked 
the practice schedule so that there was very 
little standing around. 

If the first offense was working on the 
running game, then the second offense,

rather than standing behind them and watching, was on another 
field working on the passing game. 

If the first defense was going against the scout team in short- 
yardage situations, then the second defense might be somewhere 
else, working on passing downs. 

Or maybe they were with Danny Pearman, who DuBose put 
in charge of special teams. DuBose has put a new emphasis on 
special teams play, making it a regular part of every practice, 
including full-speed work on kick returns, something Stallings 
shied away from out of fear of injury. 

One thing became clear right away. This wasn’t Gene 
Stallings’ team anymore. It didn’t take DuBose long to put his 
own stamp on it. 

“If your definition of winning is winning nine games, then this 
is a place anyone can win,” DuBose said. “But I truly believe the 
definition of winning is winning championships. That's the stan- 
dard that has been set here. That’s the standard we have to be 
able to live up to again.” 

Championships at Alabama have always been won with 
defense, and DuBose does not want that to change. However, 
while the Tide has won 70 games and a national championship 
over seven years with that “defense first” philosophy, Florida 
has won 73 games and a national championship dominating the 
SEC offensively. 

“My philosophy, offensively, is to spread the field,” DuBose 
said. “I want the defense to have to defend 52 yards horizontally 
and be conscious downfield. The more field you force the 
defense to defend, the more you open up the running lanes and 
passing lanes. 

“I want the quarterback to have complete control of the

offense at the line of scrimmage. I want him to be able to go to 
the line and get us into the right play to exploit whatever defense 
the other team is in.” 

To do that, he brought in Arians, who brings a mix of NFL 
and college experience. Before joining the Saints’ staff last sea- 
son, Arians was the offensive coordinator at Mississippi State dur- 
ing the Bulldogs’ best years under Jackie Sherrill. Prior to that 
Arians worked in Kansas City with Joe Pendry, then the offensive 
coordinator of the Chiefs but now in charge of the offense of the 
Carolina Panthers. 

He will be the latest in a line of offensive coordinators 
charged with putting some offense back into the offense. No mat- 
ter who was calling plays, whether Woody McCorvey last year, 
Homer Smith the year before, or Mal Moore before that, 
Alabama has been mediocre, at best, on offense. 

Last year was a classic example: despite winning the Western 
Division, the Tide ranked in the middle of the SEC offensively: 
sixth in total offense (356.5 yards per game), fifth in scoring 
(24.92), and sixth in passing (182.67 ypg). 

Although Arians was not DuBose’s first choice — he was 
turned down by Tennessee offensive coordinator David Cutcliffe 
— the NFL exposure that Arians had was important to the Tide 
head coach, who feels he learned a lot of football through his 
own time in the NFL. 
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“You get a lot from being in the NFL,” said the 44-year-old 
Arians, who has an Alabama connection in that he was on Bear 
Bryant's last Tide staff. “But what you have to be careful of, 
when you go back to the college game, is that you can do so 
much more in the NFL. I learned that when I left Kansas City and 
went to Mississippi State. | had to watch that I wasn’t trying to do 
too much, because in the NFL you get the players for eight hours 
a day. There is no 20-hour rule. 

“You're around great coaches, and I was with two of the best 
in Marty Schottenheimer with Kansas City and Jim Mora with the 
Saints. You see a lot more ideas pass through the NFL than you 
do in college. You might have 18 pass protections in the NFL, 
but you can’t do that in college. You might have eight. But the 
schemes you get from the NFL are sound, because they’ve been 
shot at with more bullets than you get at the college game.” 

Arians found plenty of talent in the skill positions. Alabama 
returns starting quarterback Freddie Kitchens, starting fullback Ed 
Scissum, three outstanding tailbacks in Dennis Riddle, Shaun 
Alexander and Curtis Alexander, starting tight end Rod Rutledge, 
and experienced wide receives like Michael Vaughn, Chad Goss, 
Calvin Hall and Shamari Buchanan. 

Where the cupboard looks bare is the offensive line. Alabama 
returns only one starter from a year ago, guard Will Friend. Oth- 
erwise, the Tide is looking at starting former walk-on Bubba Ray 
at center, Friend and Brenon Meadows at guards, Chris Samuel, 
Jason McDonald and Chris Jordan at tackles. 

“We’ve got some good talent,” said Callaway. “What we don’t 
have is experience. And we’re not nearly as big and strong as we 
need to be. But we’ve got guys with a chance to be good players.” 

Good players have been the trademark of Alabama’s defense. 
But this year, so many good players are gone. All three starting 
linebackers, including junior Dwayne Rudd, have departed. Line- 
backer coach Jeff Rouzie is rebuilding with the likes of Paul Pick- 
ett or Chris Edwards in the middle, and Tito Smith, Eddie Hunter, 
Steve Stanley, Steve Harris and Trevis Smith (reconverted from 
fullback to linebacker). 

The secondary has two of the best corners in the conference 
in Deshea Townsend and Fernando Bryant. But this defense fun- 
nels everything to the safeties, and the Tide lost two big play- 
makers at that position in Kevin Jackson and Cedric Samuel. 

The defensive line is anchored by one of the best in the coun- 
try, tackle Michael Myers, and end Chris Hood. Alabama needs 
Eric Kerley to stay healthy this year, and for Ed Walker or Reggie 
Grimes to come around at the end opposite Hood. 

“We're changing up some of the defense we’re running,” said 
Johnson, who has worked hard to keep the same terminology 
and basic schemes for this defense. “But it’s still going to be a 
defense that funnels everything to the safeties, and right now, | 
don’t know if we have the safeties to do the job. 

“Depth is my biggest concern. We have 12 to 15 players | 
feel like we can compete with. But after that ... its going to be 
wide open for some new players to come in and make a mark 
right away, at least on the two-deep depth chart.” 

Alabama finished last year ranked in the top 10 in the coun- 
try in defense — eighth in total defense, seventh in scoring 
defense, seventh in rushing defense, and ninth in pass defense. 

“I don’t want to change anything,” Johnson said. “But I have 
to feel comfortable that we've got the players to play the kind of 
defense they've been playing here. If I don’t get that feeling, we 
may make a few changes, based on our personnel.” 

The kicking game is an area DuBose is looking at harder than 
ever — particularly the return game.

SPRING UPDATE 


hen spring practice opened, all 

eyes were on the battle at quarter- 

back, where returning starter 
Freddie Kitchens was expected to be 
pushed by returning backup Warren Foust 
and third-stringer John David Phillips. As it 
turned out, Kitchens distanced himself from 
the field, but the order behind him took a 
huge change. 

First, Foust was moved to safety. The 
coaches knew going in that Foust was 
more of a runner than a passer, and it 
didn’t take quarterback coach Bruce Arians 
long to realize a weak-armed quarterback 
was expendable. However, Foust is a good 
enough athlete that Mike DuBose feels he 
has a chance to be an NFL safety. 

Then, while every attempt was made 
to give Phillips the second-string position, 
senior Lance Tucker proved impossible to 
ignore and wound up as the No. 2 guy 
going into the fall. Tucker did what he has 
always done best — run the offense, con- 
trol the huddle, and limit mistakes. He 
doesn't have the talent of a Kitchens or 
Phillips, so don’t think this battle is over. 

¢ Tight end Rod Rutledge tore an ACL 
early in practice and underwent surgery 
right away. He missed all of spring, but is 
expected to be 100 percent by fall ... Tre- 
vis Smith, the backup fullback to Ed Scis- 
sum, was moved back to his original 
position of outside linebacker. Running 
backs coach Ivy Williams is impressed 
enough with rising sophomore Dustin 
McClintock to spare Smith. 

¢ The offensive linemen seem to like 
the idea of just answering to one coach, 
Neil Callaway, rather than two as they have 
at Alabama since Ray Perkins was head 
man. Callaway, a former Tide lineman, 
began teaching new techniques that should 
bring Alabama’s line play up to the stan- 
dard of the rest of the conference. 

¢ Former line coach Jim Fuller retired, 
while co-line coach Danny Pearman takes 
over special teams and interior defensive 
linemen ... Alabama went through spring 
without what should be its two starting 
guards. Both Will Friend and Brenon 
Meadows missed spring practice due to 
surgery in the off-season. Both are 
expected back this fall ... Grade problems 
could further create holes in the lineup. 
Coaches are hopeful that linebacker Steve 
Harris will be eligible, but are planning to 
play without him this fall.

“We lost our punter, we lost our snap- 
per, we lost our field goal kicker,” DuBose 
said. “We were never comfortable with 
our return men last year. 

“The special teams have got to make 
plays to win games, especially the return 
game. Punting and kickoffs can either get 
you, or cost you, a lot of real estate. 
We've got to start making something hap- 
pen good for us in those areas.” 

Alabama went through several kick 
returners. Marcel West and Michael 
Vaughn both were effective returning 
kickoffs (averaging better than 24 yards 
per return), but in punt returns, the Tide 
relied on the sure-handed, but slow- 
footed, Chad Goss, who averaged just 6.9 
yards per return. That is an area that 
DuBose wants to see improved. 

Depth is the biggest concern on both 
sides of the ball. Scholarship limitations, 
the result of recent NCAA probation, 
have created holes in the talent level that 
may take a year or two to fill. 

DuBose has recruited a class he 
believes will be a good one, but like most 
coaches, he refuses to expect anything 
out of this incoming group until he sees 
them in action. 

His biggest concern is that this team

going to react under the same pressure.” 

Short-term goals, for DuBose, are 
more strength, more mental toughness, 
and developing what he calls “oneness” 
on this team. 

“As a player, | never remember going 
to a team meeting that Coach Bryant 
didn’t bring up oneness,” DuBose said. 
“That's a team concept, and one I believe 
in. There are no successful teams made 
up of selfish individuals.” 

And DuBose has clearly defined how 
he measures success. 

“Look at Florida,” he said. “In the past, 
when you talked championships, you talked 
Alabama. Now, you talk Florida. 

“We can’t do anything about Florida. 
But we can do something about us. If we 
can coach and play the way we’re sup- 
posed to, if we can find 25 players each 
year who are willing to pay the price, then 
well be back. 

“But it’s got to be important to us, as 
coaches and players, to not only carry on 
the tradition, but add to it. If you love 
Alabama, you want to make sure you don’t 
let the University of Alabama down.” 

There is no doubting DuBose’s love 
for Alabama.

Hogs Pin Hopes On a Healthy Hill 


ust when it appeared fan apathy was about to set in like 

rigormortis on a dead body, the Arkansas Razorbacks 

came to life and got on a roll that took them to the 1995 
SEC Championship game. So what did that mean for Arkansas 
coach Danny Ford? A bigger office? A guaranteed contract? A 
nice fat raise? How about more pressure? 

Ford, who is starting his fifth season as Arkansas’ head 
coach, woke up the sleeping giant with that 8-5 season, then 
angered the Goliath by going 4-7 in 1996. No longer is he the 
coach who is rebuilding. Now he’s the coach who has rebuilt. 
And rebuilt programs don’t go 4-7. 

So one year after leading Arkansas to its best season since 
1989, the rumor mill began spinning about Ford’s job security. 
And the only way he can stop it is to win in '97. 

“I don’t worry about that,” said Ford, who is as relaxed in the 
off-season as he is intense during the season. “That’s one thing 
I've never worried about and never will worry about. You do the 
best you can do, and if you teach them right they'll play right. 

Most of the time when we've had a situation where we’ve 
really needed to do well, we've been able to do well. But it hasn’t 
been anything that we've done. It’s been what the young people 
have done.” 

A quick check of Ford’s rebuilding efforts indicates the Hogs 
are primed for a big year in 1998, not 1997. Like a year ago, 
this team is short on seniors, with only 11 on scholarship. It has 
20 juniors and 28 sophomores. But there’s no time to “wait ’till 
next year,” and Ford isn’t planning to. 

“We'll be a better football team the following year,” Ford 
said. “But we'll be a good enough football team this year.” 

Ford, in fact, is as optimistic as he’s been since arriving at

Arkansas in 1992 as a “consultant.” That's because the Razor- 
backs return 19 players who started last season — seven on 
offense, nine on defense and three on special teams — and three 
others who started in 1995 but missed 1996 because of injury. 

“I don’t think the players we’ve got coming back are that 
bad,” Ford said. “I think it’s the best talent we’ve had since we've 
been here. | think it’s more in tune with what we're playing 
against. We're bigger, stronger and faster, according to the test 
results. We're where we should have been when we came into 
the SEC.” 

Ford now sees the silver lining in the dark cloud that 
descended upon the Hogs a year ago. Junior running back Madre 
Hill, who ran for a school-record 1,387 yards in 1995, big-play 
receiver Anthony Lucas, tight end Al Heringer and all-star candi- 
date defensive lineman Geno Bell all missed the 96 season 
because of injuries, but all — with the possible exception of Hill, 
who suffered another ACL injury this past spring — are expected 
to be healthy this season. 

“What happened last year is we lost some people who could 
make big plays,” Ford said. “As we lost them, we lost some confi- 
dence in what we were trying to do.” 

The loss of Bell, in particular, may turn into a blessing for the 
Hogs. When Bell stepped out of the lineup, seldom-used Melvin 
Bradley stepped in at nose guard and led the team in tackles. 

“He played better than we ever expected him to play,” Ford 
said of Bradley, a 6-2, 260-pound junior who spent his first two 
years trying to find a position. 

“If Geno had played, Bradley probably wouldn't have gotten 
a whole lot of playing time and we never would have known.” 

Now the Hogs are able to move Bell back to defensive tackle 
as a fifth-year senior. Bell’s 89 tackles in 
1995 included 10 for losses. 

Arkansas’ strength on defense should be 
on the line, where all six members of last 
year’s two-deep return. 

“We look at all the defensive linemen we 
have in our little meeting room, and the 
potential should be unlimited,” said Bradley, 
who should see fewer double-teams with 
the return of Bell. “At any point in time we 
should be able to throw anyone in the game 
and they'll be able to pick up where the 
other guy left off. That’s how deep the tal- 
ent level is.”

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return as starting outside linebackers, but 
the Hogs must replace both inside line- 
backers. Sophomores J.J. Jones, Jamel 
Harris and Carleton Bexley, who all played 
as true freshmen, are competing for time 
along with junior transfer Harry Wilson. 

“That's an area we'll have to improve 
in for us to get better, but I think we can,” 
said Miles Aldridge, who is in his second 
season as defensive coordinator. “I think 
they'll play hard. We just have to doa 
good job of teaching them what to do. 
They're not going to have as much game 
experience, but they're going to have a 
year in the system, too. That will be a 
help to them.” 

Arkansas returns all four starters in 
the secondary, but only cornerback Mar- 
cus Campbell is a senior. 

“I feel a lot better now than | did last 
year,” said secondary coach Louis Camp- 
bell, who had to replace all four starters a 
year ago. “We've got some experience 
coming back, but it’s not old experience.” 

In addition to Campbell, who led the 
team with five interceptions in 1996, 
junior cornerback Zac Painter and sopho- 
more safeties Kenoy Kennedy and Jeromy 
Flowers also return. Sophomore corner- 
backs David Barrett and Chris Chalmers 
also saw playing time last season. 

“We've got more people who have 
played coming back than we've had in 
quite a while,” said Louis Campbell. “We 
should have six or seven guys you'd feel 
comfortable putting out there. I don’t 
know that we've ever had six or seven 
that we could feel good about playing.” 

With Aldridge in his second year and 
with more experienced players returning, 
the Hogs hope to expand their defensive 
package. That’s also the goal of the 
offense, which is switching to a pro-style 
attack under coordinator Kay Stephenson 
and quarterbacks coach Joe Ferguson. 

“People historically like to put every- 
thing in a little package and tie a bow 
around it and say, ‘This is it,’ ” said 
Stephenson, who is coaching at the col- 
lege level again after 26 years in profes- 
sional football. 

“Hopefully, they can never do that 
with our offense. That would be the best 
compliment we could have, for someone 
to say, ‘We don’t know what you do 
offensively.’ ” 

Stephenson's offense may not come in 
a pretty box, but it does come in a play- 
book that the Razorbacks say is more than 
twice as thick as what they used a year 
ago. Stephenson uses wide splits between 
the linemen to stretch the field and will use 


just about every formation imaginable. 
“He brings a high-tech offense,” said 
junior guard Russ Brown, a two-year 
starter. “It's going to be something our 
fans have never seen. It’s wide open.” 
Arkansas averaged only 15.8 points 
last season, averaging just 154.1 yards 


rushing and 142.9 yards passing. Its quar- 


terbacks threw more than twice as many 
interceptions (15) as touchdowns (6). 

“If nobody who has played goes back- 
wards and everybody improves, it still

comes down to what your quarterback can 
do,” Ford said. "The guy who has to pull 
the trigger has got to be the quarterback.” 

The Hogs signed two quarterbacks, 
Arkansas Player of the Year Jared 
McBride and Texas all-stater Grant Sum- 
ner, but three others return — redshirt 
freshman Chadd Jones, sophomore Clint 
Stoerner and junior Pete Burks. 


“They’re still young,” Ferguson said. 
“And they're not getting any older 
quickly enough.” 

Burks played little as a true freshman, 
was inconsistent as the starter-by-default 
last year and spent the spring working on 
a new throwing motion. Stoerner played 
in nine games with mixed results, but had 
a good spring. 

“Once they get it down mentally and 
once they understand what we're doing, | 
think we'll find out who can be the best 
quarterback,” Ferguson said. “All three 
quarterbacks had to step back a little bit to 
learn this offense. And we’re seeing who’s 
going to step forward and pick it up.” 

If a quarterback can emerge, he 
should have plenty of help. 

The Hogs’ only question mark is at 
the tackles, but they won’t lack for size at 
the position. Sophomore Bobby Williams 
(6-4, 320) and junior Michael Henry (6-2, 
330) are expected to fill the shoes of 
departed seniors, while redshirt freshmen 
Marcus Clavelle (6-7, 340) and Brett 
Shockley (6-8, 310) will compete for play- 
ing time. 

Brown and junior Brandon 
Burlsworth, who has gone from a walk-on 
to an all-star candidate, return at the 
guard spots, and junior Grant Garrett 
returns at center. Senior Mark Baker 
returns at tight end, where he will be 
pushed by Heringer. And all five of the 
Hogs’ top receivers from a year ago 
return, as does Lucas. 

Senior Anthony Eubanks (51 catches 
for 809 yards in 1996) and Lucas (27 
catches for 526 yards in 1995, a school 
record for a freshman) will lead the receiv- 
ing corps, but the Hogs expect sopho- 
mores Michael Snowden, Hubert 
Loudermilk, Emanuel Smith and Michael 
Williams to be more involved in the pass- 
ing game. 

In the new offense, the running 
backs also will be more involved in the 
passing game. 

“I think with this offense it will defi- 
nitely double, maybe triple,” said Hill, who 
caught 23 passes for 196 yards in 1995. 

But Hill’s primary duties will remain 
the same — to run to daylight. 

“It’s great to have a guy who can 
break a long run all the way,” Stephenson 
said. “But you want a guy who's going to 
be consistently gaining yardage for you, as 
well. We’re going to beefen (Hill) up a lit- 
tle bit. But he’s got good vision. He's a 
good instinctive runner. And he’s certainly 
got the burst. So he should be good at it. |

adre Hill's biggest concern going 

into spring practice was a sore ham- 

string. Within a few weeks, his entire 
career as a running back was in doubt. 

Hill, a junior running back for Arkansas, 
underwent reconstructive surgery on April 
22 to repair a torn anterior cruciate ligament 
in his right knee, and chances are he'll start 
the 1997 season the same place he spent 
the entire 1996 season — on the bench. 

Hill ran for a school-record 1,387 yards 
in 1995 when Arkansas won the SEC West, 
but hasn’t played since suffering a torn ante- 
rior cruciate ligament in his left knee against 
Florida in the SEC Championship Game. 
He also underwent minor arthroscopic 
surgery on his right knee last fall. 

“We're not counting on him being 
here,” said Arkansas coach Danny Ford. “If 
he gets well, it’s a bonus.” 

¢ Michael Henry moved in the spring 
from guard to tackle, where he is expected 
to be a starter. Third-team tailback Cory 
Nichols ended the spring at second team 
safety. Freshman Jim Ed Reed moved from 
quarterback to safety. Sophomore Carleton 
Bexley moved from outside linebacker to 
inside linebacker and figures to compete for 
a starting job. 

DeAnthony Hall moved up from free 
safety to outside linebacker. Nathan Cole 
moved from outside linebacker to tight end. 
And redshirt freshman Ricky Johnson 
moved from the defensive line to the offen- 
sive line to better protect his ailing knees. 

¢ Quentin Caver, a 6-5, 218-pound 
outside linebacker from Anniston, Ala., who 
signed with Arkansas in 1996, practiced 
with the Hogs for the first time in the spring 
after gaining his academic eligibility last fall. 
Linebacker Harry Wilson, a midterm trans- 
fer from Ricks (Idaho) Junior College, partic- 
ipated in spring drills. 

e Among the newcomers in the fall who 
might help the Hogs immediately is Michael 
Jefferson, a 6-6, 320-pound offensive line- 
man from Grossmont (Calif.) Junior College. 
Jefferson originally enrolled at BYU, but 
transferred to Grossmont after redshirting as 
a freshman. 

¢ Junior nose guard Melvin Bradley sat 
out spring practice to recover from shoulder 
surgery. Other Razorbacks who didn’t par- 
ticipate in spring drills include receiver 
Kahlil Carter (foot), offensive tackle Tyler 
Garman (ankle), and linebacker Norman 
Nero (shoulder).

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A Healthy Bell Has a Good Ring to It 


eno Bell watched helplessly from 
G the sidelines, a captain whose 

ship was sinking before his very 
eyes while he stood safely on the shore. 

“It was frustrating as all outdoors,” Bell 
says. “I really didn’t know what to do.” 

He did everything he could. He 
cheered. He encouraged. He yelled. But 
it all had a hollow ring to Bell, because 
he couldn’t do the one thing Arkansas 
needed him to do most — play football. 

Bell, one of the Razorbacks’ best 
defensive linemen and most vocal lead- 
ers, felt like an outsider as the Hogs — 
his Hogs — struggled through a 4-7 sea- 
son while he nursed a back injury. 

This was supposed to be his senior 
season, his crowning year on a stellar 
career. Instead, he was left to watch 
along with the frustrated fans as every- 
thing that could go wrong did go wrong 
for the Razorbacks. 

Bell has been a mainstay on the 
Arkansas defensive front since his 


and he’s going to fit the offense.” 

That is, if Hill's knee holds up. After 
sitting out the entire 1996 season with an 
ACL injury to the left knee, Hill suffered a 
similar tear in the right knee during 
spring practice. Arkansas’ offense could 
take a serious hit if he is not able to 
return this fall. 

Sophomore Chrys Chuckwuma set 
the school record for rushing yardage by a 
freshman with 590 yards last season, 
while leading the team in rushing touch- 
downs with five. And redshirt freshmen 
Eric Branch and Rod Stinson showed 
promise in the spring. 

“We should have pretty good depth at 
tailback,” Ford said. 

Sophomore Nathan Norman and 
senior Alex Harris hope to give the Hogs 
a stronger presence at fullback than 
they’ve had in several years. If the other 
runners can contribute and the passing 
game progresses, a healthy Hill might not 
threaten the school record he set two 
years ago for carries in a season (307). 

“In 1995, it was Madre left, Madre 
right and Madre up the middle,” Hill said. 
“People pretty well knew what we were 
going to do. They'd line nine men up in 
the box, stack the line, and they knew we 
were still going to run the ball. That’s 


arrival from Columbia, S.C., in 1993. 
He played as a true freshman, started as 
a sophomore and junior, and was pre- 
season All-SEC going into his senior sea- 
son. But a back injury in the Hogs’ 
opener earned him a medical redshirt. 

Instead of spending this fall on an 
NFL roster, Bell will try to rebuild both 
his and the Hogs’ reputations. 

“That’s my goal — to go in and have 
a good season and show that I’m healthy 
and that I feel great,” says Bell, who had 
surgery in the off-season, but was able to 
practice in the spring. 

With an extra year to mature, the 
6-2, 278-pounder is bigger and stronger 
than ever and could be a dominating 
force on one of the league’s best defen- 
sive fronts. 

“I think our defensive line will be 
stronger,” says defensive coordinator 
Miles Aldridge. “Everyone is coming 
back, and the addition of Geno Bell 
should make it even better.” Q

the goal line, they still should be in good 
shape. Junior Todd Latourette was 9-for- 
14 on field-goal attempts last year, and 
18-of-19 on extra-point attempts. Senior 
punter Matt Wait averaged 40.3 yards per 
kick and pinned opponents inside their 
20-yard line 15 times. 

“We have everybody back on special 
teams, and we should be better,” Ford 
said. “We hope Matt starts off well and 
stays consistent. We hope he can main- 
tain it for 11 or 12 games. And if we can 
hit everything inside the 30 (on field goals) 
we'll win two more football games.” 

Two more might not be enough for 
Ford, but, again, he’s determined not to 
worry about his future. 

“Who knows what's going to hap- 
pen,” he said. “Nobody ever knows. 
When you're younger, you worry about it 
more. The older you get, you don’t worry 
about it any more.” 

Ford worries most about his own expec- 
tations, not those of fans or administrators.

erry Bowden's plate was full. 

Never mind that it was 3 p.m. and the Auburn head coach 

still had not gotten the chance to take a single bite of his 
lunch. It was the second day of spring drills, and one-on-one 
player meetings and impromptu coaching conferences had kept 
Bowden's midday meal in his office refrigerator all afternoon. 
With only 30 minutes until practice — and with yet another 
appointment on his schedule — it was likely to remain there. 

A knock on the door signaled yet another interruption to 
Bowden's hectic — but, for him, normal — day. The visitor may 
have been unexpected, but judging by the smile on Bowden’s 
face he was certainly welcome. 

“Hey Coach,” Bowden greeted Pat Dye, his predecessor, 
shaking the hand of the man who had guided the Tigers to four 
SEC championships from 1989 to 1992.

postseason bowl. 

The Tigers had just gone 11-0 — thanks to players who were 
able to go the distance — and Bowden thought Dye deserved a 
share of the glory. The appreciative fans at Jordan-Hare Stadium 
responded in kind. 

Three years later, early injuries reduced Auburn's defensive 
ranks to mere children by the end of the season. The players’ 
obvious inexperience resulted in a last-place finish in the SEC in 
total defense. 

“We had more injuries than I’ve ever had in my 14 years as a 
head coach,” Bowden said. 

“We scored more points against Alabama than we did in ‘93 or 
94. We just couldn't hold a lead — and we couldn’t stop anybody.” 

Not the least of which was the Crimson Tide. 

With 26 seconds left in the game — and an Auburn lead built 
mainly by 17 quick points in the second quarter — Dennis Rid- 
dle’s six-yard catch for a touchdown outsmarted the Tigers’ 
defense, lifting the Tide to a 24-23 victory as a result. 

The Georgia game also appeared in the bag — until 
the Tigers allowed the Bulldogs to score on the last play of 
regulation to tie it. Following four overtimes, UGA prevailed for 
a 56-49 win. 

It’s interesting to note that of Auburn’s 11 defensive 
starters against Georgia and Alabama, nine were either freshmen 
or sophomores, 

“It may sound like excuses,” Bowden said, “but as I told 
Coach (Dye), we can no longer afford to go into a season and 
have to play freshmen like we did last year.” 

That's not likely to happen, now that Quinton Reese, 
Leonardo Carson, Ezell Powell, Brad Ware 
and Antwoine Nolan are sophomores. 
Pressed into duty as true freshmen for the 
Tigers’ defensive ranks in 1996, they are 
ready to resume their positions as starters. 

“When spring practice started, I told our 
players that | wanted them to be able to 
look at themselves in the mirror and say, 
‘Tm not going to let a freshman take my 
position,” Bowden said. 

With 11 returning starters on defense, the 
newcomers better learn patience in a hurry. 

The defensive team’s only loss — albeit a 
big one — is All-America outside linebacker 
Marcellus Mostella, who finished his career as 
Auburn’s eighth all-time leading tackler.

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Equally talented Martavius Houston and Takeo Spikes, how- 
ever, are back for their junior seasons. Named the SEC Freshman 
Co-Defensive Player of the Year in 1995, Houston (6-1, 219) led 
Auburn’s defensive backs with 83 total tackles last year. 

All-SEC linebacker Spikes (team- 
high 119 tackles) was the only sopho- 
more to be named a Butkus Award 
semifinalist in 1996. He recorded dou- 
ble-figure tackles in eight games last 
season and already lists 190 career 
tackles to his credit. 

Second-leading tackler Ricky Neal 
(111 stops) is slated for the other inside 
spot after earning Co-Defensive MVP 
honors in Auburn’s win over Army in 
the Independence Bowl. 

Penciled in for the opening created 
by Mostella’s departure at outside line- 
backer is sophomore Marcus Washing- 
ton (6-3, 209), an Auburn native who 
started in one game last season. Reese 
(6-3, 220) endeared himself to Auburn 
fans in 1996 by sacking Alabama quar- 
terback Freddie Kitchens twice, and 
appears to have entrenched himself in 
the other outside slot. 

Powell (6-4, 284) and Carson (6-2, 
273) are the projected starters at 
defensive end, although Shannon Sut- 
tle may come back in the fall and take 
his left end position away from Powell. 
Suttle (6-4, 284) and Nate Smith (6-5, 
285) were held out of spring practice 
to further rehabilitate injured knees, but 
both are expected back for this senior 
campaigns after missing most of 1996.

coordinator when Tommy Bowden got the head job at Tulane. 

The best news is that senior leader Dameyune Craig will be 
calling the shots. 

After biding his time first as a redshirt, then as Patrick Nix’s 
understudy for two seasons, Craig made 
up for lost time in 1996 by throwing for 
2,296 yards and 16 touchdowns. 

He led the team — and was third in 
the SEC behind Danny Wuerffel of 
Florida and Tennessee's Peyton Man- 
ning— with 2,503 total yards. Known as 
much for his arm strength as his scram- 
bling ability, Craig set the Auburn single- 
game passing yardage record at 
Mississippi State (28-of-41, 394 yards, 4 
TDs) and the school and Independence 
Bowl records with 370 yards passing and 
445 total yards against Army. 

With Craig at the helm in °96, 
Auburn ranked third in the SEC behind 
Florida and Tennessee in scoring (33.27 
ppg) and passing (234.09 ypa) offense. 

“Dameyune Craig should have the 
chance to be one of the top quarter- 
backs in the nation this season,” Bow- 
den said with a smile. “We think he’s 
going to be a great one.” 

If last year is any indication, Bow- 
den should be happy. The quarterback 
who was overthrowing his receivers out 
of frustration at the start of the 1996 
campaign was calmly leading his team 
down the field by season’s end. 

“I call it poise under pressure,” Bow- 
den said. “The same thing that made 
Danny Wuerffel a better quarterback — 
that’s made all quarterbacks better — is 
just the ability to handle every situation. 


guard after leading Auburn's defensive 
linemen with 80 tackles last season. 
Lining up against Alabama with a sprained knee last year, Brum- 
baugh not only recorded 15 tackles, but was within seconds of 
sacking Kitchens in the end zone for a safety which would have 
made the difference in the game. Junior Charles Dorsey is a 
more-than-capable backup. 

Starting at free safety for a squad that led the leaque and was 
ranked second nationally in tumover margin (1.27) in 1996, Brad 
Ware proved he was worthy of his Freshman All-SEC selection by 
running off with four interceptions — including one for a touch- 
down against Alabama. 

With what appears to be an overabundance of depth among 
his lineup, Bowden says the only real concern on defense this 
season are the corners. Five different cornerbacks started games 
in 1996, but none have stepped up to claim the position just yet. 
Jayson Bray, Rodney Crayton and Antwoine Nolan will get the 
first consideration. 

The good news on the other side of the ball, says offensive 
coordinator Rodney Allison, is that Auburm has a “senior tackle, a 
senior wide receiver, a senior fullback, a senior tight end and a 
senior quarterback. 

“You're talking about a lot of guys who have played in a lot of foot- 
ball games in the conference,” said Allison, who took over as offensive 


“Just like you or me or anybody else, 
we get better handling situations over 
time and the more confident we'll be in that situation.” 

Craig will face each circumstance while operating behind a vet- 
eran offensive line. 

In fact, Bowden said, the Tigers will be “two deep with one 
left over” on the line — and that’s even before the freshmen set 
foot on campus. 

“This is the first time since I've been here that we've had that 
much depth,” Bowden said of a line that returns Kendell Mack (6- 
5, 310) and T.J. Dunigan (6-3, 283) at guard, 96 SEC All-Fresh- 
man tackle Jeno James (6-3, 297) and first-team all-conference 
tackle Victor Riley (6-5, 321), while much-heralded freshman T.J. 
Meers (6-3, 308) could break in at strong guard after a redshirt 
season. “If they all pull through, we'll have our best line ever.” 

While senior center James Kiger quit the team during spring 
drills because of family obligations, Karl Lavine (6-3, 280) is 
ready to step in, with freshman Cole Cubelic (6-3, 284) nipping 
at his heels. 

Despite the loss of big-play maker Robert Baker to academics, 
there shouldn't be a dropoff at wide receiver, either. Not with senior 
Tyrone Goodson heading up a group of five returning wideouts. 
Goodson burned opponents for a team-leading 17.8 yards per recep- 
tion off of 642 yards and six touchdown catches in 1996.

ast year’s A-Day intrasquad game 

featured a controlled scrimmage 

between the offense and defense — 
a rather uninteresting exhibition which 
even head coach Terry Bowden found 
difficult to watch. 

This spring Bowden wanted to shake 
things up in an all-out, four-quarter con- 
test that pitted “the best against the best,” 
he said. 

Quarterback Dameyune Craig proved 
why he’s No. 1 on the depth chart by lead- 
ing his Blue team to a dramatic 10-7 vic- 
tory over the White squad. Craig pulled the 
trigger on a 50-yard drive that set up a 32- 
yard, game-winning field goal by Jarrett 
Holmes with 46 seconds left. 

¢ Redshirt freshman quarterback Ben 
Leard, who established himself as Craig’s 
backup during the spring, called the signals 
for the losing White team at A-Day. 
Although Leard’s playing time may be lim- 
ited this season, Bowden said he is confi- 
dent in the 6-3, 212-pounder’s ability 
should he have to come off the bench. 

Perhaps the best compliment paid by 
Bowden to the young gun was when he 
referred to Leard as a “Stan White-type 
quarterback.” White, the Tigers’ quarter- 
back from 1990-93, is the school’s career 
passing leader with 8,016 yards. 

¢ Former Texas A&M tight end Larry 
Edmondson joined Bowden's staff this 
spring as wide receivers coach — reuniting 
with newly named offensive coordinator 
Rodney Allison in the process. 

The duo coached together at Southern 
Miss for three years, and led the Golden 
Eagles to upsets over Florida State, 
Alabama and Auburn during their tenure. 
NFL players Todd Kinchen and Eddie Ken- 
nison (LSU) and Eugene Rowell and 
Michael Jackson (USM) are listed among 
Edmondson’s proteges. 

¢ “He came on like gang-busters,” 
Bowden said of Tigers strong safety Mar- 
tavius Houston, who had a team-high 73 
solo tackles and was named the SEC Co- 
Defensive Freshman of the Year in 1995. 

But last season Houston's production 
level dropped off, and Bowden thinks a 
sophomore weight gain was the major cul- 
prit. Houston is listed at 6-1, 219 pounds 
on the current Auburn roster. Bowden 
thinks his junior defensive back needs to 
lose at least nine pounds to get back to all- 
conference form.

And against Alabama last season, 
Craig connected with a streaking Karsten 
Bailey for a 57-yard scoring play. The 
speedy junior from Sharpsburg, Ga., is 
slated for the other starting spot, while 
seniors Hicks Poor, Errick Lowe and 
Jeremy Hand also should log considerable 
playing time under the tutelage of new 
wide receivers coach Larry Edmondson. 

With only one scholarship player 
returning to the lineup, tight end might 
provide a weakness this season. Senior 
Tyrone Dillard, however, has the ability to 
make it a strength. 

And with Bowden looking to improve 
Auburn’s running game — “We've been 
up high in the conference rankings in 
rushing every year except last year,” he 
said — fans might see more of senior full- 
backs Fred Beasley and Kevin McLeod, as 
well as sophomore tailbacks Rusty 
Williams and Markeith Cooper. Beasley 
needs just four yards to become the 31st 
player in Auburn history to rush for 1,000 
career yards.

T: way Dameyune Craig figures 
it, he’s going to have to be flaw- 
less this season. 

“Against Georgia, I took 96-98 
snaps, and the coaches graded me as 
making only two mistakes — and yet we 
lost the game,” Auburn’s senior quarter- 
back said. “I asked myself, ‘What can I 
do to help us win games?’ And I decided 
I just have to be perfect.” 

Judging by the ability Craig dis- 
played in his first full season of play 
in 1996, his goal may not be so 
far-fetched. 

A redshirt season and two years as 
Patrick Nix’s backup kept Craig mainly 
on the sidelines from 1993-95. Yet in 
only one year’s time Craig has already 
claimed a couple of schoo! records (sin- 
gle-game passing yardage and total 


yards) and has steadily moved up on sev- 


eral other Auburn all-time lists. 

This season, predicts Auburn coach 
Terry Bowden, Craig has the potential 
to go from “goodness to greatness.” 

In fact, if Peyton Manning had 


decided to forego his senior season at 
Tennessee for the NFL, experts say 
Craig would have been the premier sig- 
nal-caller in the SEC. It’s a concept that 
intrigues Craig. 

“That’s one of my dreams — to com- 
pete against Peyton Manning in the SEC 
Championship Game,” the 6-1, 200- 
pounder said. 

Whether Craig is able to lead the Tigers 
to Atlanta, however, his delivery should be 
a lot calmer in his final campaign. 

In a prespring meeting with his senior 
leader, Bowden told Craig he needed to 
“start acting like a quarterback instead of 
a linebacker who does backflips whenever 
his scores a touchdown.” Bowden’s words 
of wisdom became the USA Today Quote 
of the Day. 

“The excitement came from three 
years of built-up anticipation,” Craig 
explained in self-defense. 

“I love playing football — and if you 
hadn’t played in three years and you go 
out and throw your first touchdown — 
you'd be excited, too.” 0 


have made the difference in two or three 
games,” said Allison, who also is in 
charge of running backs. “We just didn’t 
run the football as well as we should have. 

“Offensively, we may not even be able 
to run it as much because of Dameyune’s 


passing ability and all the wideouts we have 
coming back. But when we do run it, we've 
got to be a mentally and physically tougher 
offensive football team.” 

Technically speaking, the Tigers will 
operate out of a Pro-I formation, either lin- 
ing up with the tight end and two backs, or 
with four wideouts spreading the field.

“Some people ask me ‘Is this your 
easy schedule or your hard schedule?’ 
Which means, ‘Are you playing Florida 
and Alabama at home this season or are 
you playing them on the road?’ — as if 
it's easy to play Florida and Alabama at 
home,” Bowden said with a laugh. “At 
Auburn, you've got to beat Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia and LSU — all pretty 
good teams — so it’s hard all the time. 

“Then they say ‘Will we be a good 
football team or a great football team?’ 
Greatness is a play here or a play there. 
The Alabama game has come down to 
the last play four years in a row, LSU 
came down to the last play three years in 
a row — even Georgia has been the same 
way for us. 

“In reality, greatness is gonna take 
extreme hard word and a little luck. 

“But, for us, 8-4 just doesn’t get it 
anymore.”

Vols Have Gators on Their Minds ... and Vice Versa 


t is early April in Gainesville and it feels like early fall. Sum- 

mer-like conditions gently toast the campus at the University 

of Florida, the day quickly evolving into one of those rare 
spring moments you can’t get enough of. 

Steve Spurrier couldn't be any happier. 

A long-awaited national championship behind him, weeks 
of summer golf in front of him. And the Tennessee Volunteers 
right where he wants them — five months before the Gators and 
the Vols meet in what has become the biggest game of the 
Southeastern Conference season, and the season barometer for 
each team. 

Five months before kickoff, and the Tennessee players 
are already taking verbal shots at Spurrier — and Spurrier is 
already in their collective psyches. The team that can’t seem to 
shake Florida’s physical and mental edge the past four seasons, 
is already wound tighter than Greg Norman on the back nine 
at Augusta. 

It seems the Tennessee players were shown a copy of an edi- 
torial cartoon printed in a Memphis newspaper that made fun of 
the Vols’ lofty goals last season. The players were then told 
Spurrier was passing it around at the Sugar Bowl last January 
and getting a big laugh out of it. 

Tennessee players fumed. Spurrier crooned. 

“It’s very flattering they think I’m that important that they 
want to start talking about me up there in April,” Spurrier said. “I 
find it amusing that they make a big deal out of every little thing 
we do down here. | didn’t realize I was that important to all those 
Tennessee folks.” 

Just about as important as they are to him. Florida and Ten- 
nessee — the SEC’s elite the last four years — need each other, 
feed off each other. When Vols quarterback 
Peyton Manning announced his intentions 
to stay for his senior season, there was as 


winner Danny Wuerffel left off? 

The winner of the game, players and coaches agree, has the 
edge on the SEC East Division title and a ticket to the SEC 
Championship game. From there, with a little luck (as Florida 
showed last year), a potential shot at the national title could be 
there for the taking. 

“It's obvious how big that game has become,” said Florida 
cornerback Fred Weary. “You win that game, and you're in good 
shape if you stay focused the rest of the way. Every SEC game is 
big, but that one sets up everything else. Everybody talks about 
that one before the season even starts.” 

The reason for Tennessee’s early excitement is twofold: This 
is the Vols’ best shot at Florida since beating the Gators in 1992. 
And, more importantly, Florida’s high-octane offense may take 
some time to get up to speed this season. 

For the first time since Spurrier arrived at his alma mater in 
1990, the Florida defense may set up the offense, or at least lead 
the way in the early season. The two key components to 
Spurrier’s Throw as You Go offense — quarterback and wideout 
— lack experience. On the other hand, the defense under sec- 
ond-year coordinator Bob Stoops could be the best at the school 
since the early 1980s. 

Florida’s front seven, led by all-star tackles Ed Chester and 
Reggie McGrew and linebacker Johnny Rutledge, was one of the 
nation’s best last season. Everyone returns from a group that 
helped the Gators to a No.14 ranking in total defense, and 
there’s more depth than ever. The Gators, who were completely 
healthy on the line only once last year (the Sugar Bowl), could 
rotate as many as six tackles and six ends. Moreover, nine of 
those 12 are underclassmen — including star sophomore line- 


much an uproar from fans in Gainesville as 
there was in Knoxville. 

So it’s no wonder as Florida begins 
defense of its national title and four-year 
SEC reign, the talk is of Tennessee again. 
Can the Gators, who lose two starters in 
the secondary, cover well enough to control 
Manning? Can sophomore quarterback 
Doug Johnson, who has 27 career pass 
attempts, pick up where Heisman Trophy

backer Jevon Kearse, who will move to 
rush end in third-down situations. 

“It all starts at the defensive line,” said 
Chester, who led the team with 33 Big 
Plays (including six sacks, 10 tackles for 
losses) even though he battled a shoulder 
injury for much of the season. “We know 
we can’t let up this season, because we're 
not going to be sneaking up on anyone. If 
we have to win with defense, we will.” 

The only question on defense is the 
secondary, which, for the previous two 
seasons, was the team’s strength. Gone is 
four-year starting corner and two-time Alll- 
SEC selection Anthone Lott and strong 
safety Lawrence Wright, last year’s 
Thorpe Award winner. Former tailback 
Elijah Williams has moved to the corner 
spot, and Tony George, a former high 


school All-American who had been rotat- 
ing between comer and safety, moves into 
the strong safety spot. 

Two freshman signees, cornerback 
Bennie Alexander and safety Marquand 
Manuel, could also make an impact. 

“We have a lot of talent in the 
secondary,” said George, the team’s 
third corner in pass situations last season. 
“We've got guys that have been waiting 
their turn, waiting to make a name 
for themselves.” 

That’s just the situation Johnson was 
in last season as the heir to college foot- 
ball’s most high-profile position, sitting 
behind Wuerffel and learning from both 
he and Spurrier. Wuerffel taught him how 
to react on and off the field; Spurrier 
taught him the intricacies of Fun and Gun 


101. At one point last season, while sit- 
ting next to Wuerffel on a pregame bus 
ride, Johnson finally realized what it was 
all about. 

“Danny wrapped five years of being 
at Florida into a 30-minute bus ride,” 
Johnson said. “Needless to say, I learned 
a lot there.” 

He took much of that into spring 
practice, where he separated from the 
rest of the quarterbacks and had an 
impressive spring game. His second pass 
from scrimmage was an 80-yard touch- 
down pass to Jacquez Green, with 55 of 
those yards on a tight rope, hitting Green 
in stride. In a little less than two quarters, 
he threw three touchdowns and answered 
plenty of questions. 

“Everybody knows you can’t expect 
the same things from Doug that Danny 
did,” said UF offensive tackle Mo Collins. 
“He’s (Johnson) his own person. In 
my mind, he can be just as successful 
(as Wuerffel).” 

Much of that could be determined by 
how well Florida’s Fab Five freshmen 
wideouts respond this season. The Gators 
have one of the SEC’s best wideouts in 
Green (33 catches, nine TDs last season), 
but will need as many as two or three of 
the freshmen to step up. 

With All-Americans Reidel Anthony 
and Ike Hilliard turning pro, Florida 
needed — and got —a big recruiting class 
at wide receiver. The two big names: 
USA Today All-American Steve Shipp of 
West Charlotte and Darrell Jackson of 
Tampa. Shipp was considered one of the 
top two wideouts in the country by most 
recruiting analysts, and Jackson set the 
national high school record for career 
receiving yards (4,594). 

The sleeper of the group, though, may 
be Brian Haugabrook from tiny Wildwood 
(Fla.), who has the size (6-2, 205 pounds) 
and speed (state 200-meters champion in 
21.37) to be a game-breaker. 

Three years ago, Florida was in a sim- 
ilar situation with six wideout recruits. 
Two of the lesser names — Anthony and 
Hilliard — made immediate impacts. 

“Coach Spurrier was very honest 
when he recruited me about what | 
needed to do to play,” Haugabrook said. 
“He said whoever comes to camp in the 
best shape and learns the offense will be 
the guys on the field. You can bet I’m 
going to be in shape in the fall.” 

Pressure on the wideouts will be allevi- 
ated somewhat by Florida’s talented and 
ever-growing backfield. Last year at this 
time, the Gators had three tailbacks good

or three years, he was the Gators’ 
Fs elusive tailback in a three-player 

rotation, leading the team in rushing 
over that span. 

Now Elijah Williams will be playing cor- 
nerback, trying to shore up what seems like 
the only weakness on a quickly emerging 
defense. A senior, Williams is seventh on 
Florida’s all-time rushing list with 2,181 
yards, but will use his physical style to jam 
wideouts at the line of scrimmage in the 
Gators’ bump-and-run scheme. 

Spurrier says the move gives Williams a 
better shot at playing at the next level. 

“I'm really excited about it,” Williams 
said. “You're always doing something every 
play. You're a decoy sometimes on offense 
(at tailback), and sometimes you come out of 
the game. But at corner, you're always 
doing something.” 

¢ He came to Florida as a safety and 
last year developed into one of the top 
freshman linebackers in the SEC. Now 
Jevon Kearse will play some this season at 
defensive end — a move that was rumored 
since the day the 6-5, 245-pounder stepped 
on campus. 

Kearse will play linebacker the first two 
downs, and instead of leaving on third-down 
for an extra defensive back, he will move to 
the line as a rush end. 

“He’s a tremendous pass-rusher,” said 
Florida defensive coordinator Bob Stoops. 
“He's a talented player, somebody you want 
playing as much as possible.” 

¢ How impressed is Steve Spurrier with 
freshman tailback Daymon “Bo” Carroll? 
Enough to move star tailback Terry Jackson 
to fullback and Williams to cornerback to get 
Carroll more plays at tailback. 

One of the team’s fastest players, Car- 
roll will share time with Florida’s new three- 
player rotation, including senior starter Fred 
Taylor, and rising sophomore Eugene 
McCaslin. 

“Let's get this straight right now,” Car- 
roll said. “Bo Carroll is the fastest player on 
this team.” 

Judging by a 31-yard touchdown run in 
the spring game — in which he went 
untouched the moment he got the ball — he 
may be right. 

eT.J. Tucker hasn't kicked his first ball 
at Florida, but he’s already penciled in as the 
team’s placekicker. Spurrier hopes Tucker, 
a high school All-American, can strengthen 
what has become a team weakness.

enough to start. Going into spring practice, 
there were six before Spurrier made a cou- 
ple of position changes to, “Get our best 
players on the field at the same time.” 

The most notable move was Williams 
to corner, but as important is Terry Jack- 
son’s move to fullback — which is gener- 
ally considered a thankless job in 
Spurrier’s offense. All that, though, will 
change this season. 

Jackson, who seems to have his best 
games in the big games (120 yards and 
two TDs vs. FSU in the Sugar Bowl, and 
89 yards and one TD receiving vs. Ten- 
nessee), will likely touch the ball at least 
10-15 times a game. Spurrier, who says 
Jackson is “one of the best players in col- 
lege football,” has added a few wrinkles to 
the offense to get the fullback position 
more involved. 

Jackson’s move also means senior 
Fred Taylor, the team’s best pure tailback, 
enters this season as the undisputed No. 1 
for the first time in his career. After rush- 
ing for 873 yards as a freshman, Taylor's 
career has been shortened by injuries and 
off-the-field problems. This year could be 
his breakthrough season. 


Johnson Steps Into Spurrier’s QB Spotlight 


he joke goes something like this: 
i When Danny Wuerffel accepted 
the Heisman Trophy last year, 
he said he wanted to thank God for the 
ability given to him. 

Steve Spurrier said you're welcome. 

Spurrier, cocky architect of the 
nation’s most sophisticated and feared 
offense, will get his hands on a few 
more pupils this season as the University 
of Florida’s offensive coordinator/quar- 
terback coach/taskmaster. 

One player — or two, given 
Spurrier’s former penchant for quarter- 
back carousels — will have to emerge to 
handle the most high-profile position in 
college football. Right now, it’s sopho- 
more Doug Johnson. By midseason, it 
could be senior career reserve Noah 
Brindise. Or true freshmen Jesse Palmer 
and Tim Olmstead. 

“Who knows what will happen,” 
Spurrier says. “One may get the starting 
nod and tear ‘em up, or it may be a year 
where a couple play. You’d like to have 
a clearcut No. 1, but if it’s close, there’s 


Sophomore Eugene McCaslin, who led 
the team with a 7.1 yards per carry average 
last season, and speedy freshman Daymon 
“Bo” Carroll will also see time at tailback. 


“Tm more ready than I’ve ever been 
to be the kind of player I want to be, and 
the kind of player the coaches think I can 
be,” said Taylor, who has 1,783 career 
yards. “I’m hungry and I’m excited.” 

The tailbacks will run behind a fairly 
experienced line, even though the Gators 


lost their top two players from last season. 


It begins at the tackles, where Collins and 
Zach Piller form one of the best tandems 
in the country — which, of course, is 
good news for Johnson. 


nothing in the rulebook that says you 
can’t play two quarterbacks.” 

With Spurrier’s success over the 
years, who could argue? This is the same 
guy who took a fifth-string quarterback 
(Shane Matthews) and turned him into a 
two-time SEC Player of the Year. And 
the same coach who somehow navigated 
Florida through a two-year quarterback 
controversy with Terry Dean and Wuerf- 
fel and won two SEC championships in 
the process. 

But for the first time since 1993 — 
Wuerffel’s first season — Spurrier has 
no proven commodity at quarterback. 

A Gainesville native, Johnson has 
the strongest arm of any quarterback in 
the Spurrier Era at Florida — and the 
Gators’ coach has actually tweaked his 
playbook somewhat to better use that 
arm strength. The only question is how 
quickly Johnson picks up the complex 
system, and how much his three-month 
hiatus in the minor league system of the 
Tampa Bay Devil Rays will affect his 
development. O 


The middle of the line, a problem in 
the stretch run last season, should be 
more secure. As many as six or seven 
players — many of which have started 
more than a handful of games — will bat- 
tle for the three spots. The likely starters: 
Wyley Ritch at center and Ryan Kalich 
and Corey Yarbrough at the guards. 

“We could be better on the line this 
year,” Spurrier said. “A lot of those guys 
played as redshirt freshmen last year and 
got a lot of hands-on experience. We're 
confident it’ll be much different this 
time around.” 

For now, though, the season all goes 
back to the Tennessee game, and a brief 
history lesson. In 1993, Tennessee came 
to Gainesville with the top NFL quarter- 
back prospect (Heath Shuler) and the 
Gators started an unproven freshman by 
the name of Danny Wuerffel. That year 
was the first of four consecutive Florida 
victories in the heated series. 

“We kind of like when people under- 
estimate us,” Green said. “Everybody 
wrote us off after the Fiesta Bowl. We all 
know what happened after that.”

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Season May Depend On Bobo and Edwards 


eorgia’s NCAA sentence had been announced, the 

leniency of which surprised all but the defendants them- 

selves. Bulldogs coach Jim Donnan, while insisting he 
never was worried too much, conceded he felt relief to finally 
have 16 months of investigation, incertitude and innuendo 
brought to a generally favorable conclusion. 

“You ever been to a movie and there’s some feared monster 
that’s supposed to be in it and you don’t know what that monster 
looks like, and you keep waiting to see?” Donnan said. “You 
think it’s going to be really bad, and all of a sudden it’s not quite 
as bad as you thought it'd be. That's what we've been waiting on 
for 1 '/z years. We've been walking around here with a ball and 
chain. Now we know what's ahead of us.” 

Which isn’t to say Georgia’s prospects suddenly are college 
football’s version of “It’s a Wonderful Life.” Although the NCAA 
accepted Georgia’s self-imposed penalties and did not stick the 
program with television and postseason sanctions, the Bulldogs 
still lost five initial scholarships for next spring and had their over- 
all scholarship total (ordinarily 85) reduced to 79 for 97-98 and 
82 for 98-99. A significant penalty for a program already dis- 
tantly behind Florida and Tennessee. 

“Where it’s going to hurt us is down the road if we don’t have 
a dynamo recruiting class next year, where everybody is a cinch 
player,” Donnan said. “I said when I took this job, ‘We need to 
build a fence around this state to keep the best players.’ But it’s 
hard to build a fence when you have restrictions.’ 

Overall, though, Donnan is generally encouraged about the 
state of the program and about this season. Yes, the schedule still 
is an all-too-real monster. Florida is the defending national cham- 
pion and hasn't lost a conference game in 2 '/2 seasons. Ten- 
nessee has been only slightly less unbeatable and has Peyton

Manning back. South Carolina is getting better and could be due 
for a breakthrough season under Brad Scott. Georgia's Western 
Division opponents include Auburn, which has almost everybody 
back. It’s quite a daunting challenge for a team which went 5-6 last 
season and suffered deflating losses to Kentucky and Ole Miss. 

Yet, as tough as it is, the schedule actually is more relenting 
than it has been recently. The first four games are at home against 
Arkansas State, South Carolina, Northeast Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi State. Thus, the Dogs have a chance to build some confi- 
dence early before they travel to Knoxville, which would be quite a 
contrast to last season, when they lost their first two games. 

Gaining confidence, reducing turnovers, grasping the offense 
and getting the ball into Hines Ward's hands as many times as 
possible — all these elements are interconnected and comprise 
Donnan’s focus for the season. 

“The bottom line,” Donnan said, “is we lost some games we 
had a chance to win and we beat some teams that probably felt the 
same against us. What we've got to do is get more consistent. | 
don’t want to dwell on that, but that’s the main factor, being a con- 
sistent team that not only plays up to its ability but doesn’t lose 
games by making the mistakes many teams do to lose games. 

“We were either really good or really bad. We weren't very 
consistent. That takes on the personality of a team that’s not very 
confident. When you look at the Georgia of the last few years, 
that’s what we have to overcome. When you get into the difficult 
situations, we've got to make the plays that win and avoid the 
mistakes that make you lose.” 

Whether it’s heartfelt confidence or compulsory hope, the 
players seem encouraged. 

“Oh, man, | believe we can surprise some people,” said 
senior linebacker Greg Bright. “Our offense can be really explo- 
sive. Defensively, we have older guys who 
know what it takes to win. It’s within our 
reach to win eight, nine, 10, 11 — how- 
ever many we want to win.”

ows and Resty Beadles on offense, Jason 
Ferguson and Jermaine Smith on defense). 

“That helps as far as leadership 
goes,” said Bright. “Everybody here is a 
leader. It’s going to help us in the tight 
games when you have to dig down deep.” 

“T think our talent level was good 
enough for us to be competitive last 
year,” Donnan said. “We were competi- 
tive in basically 10 of our 11 games. We 
lost some games I really felt like we had 
enough players to win. We just made so 
many poor decisions with the ball and had 
some mishaps to occur. The changeover 
to a new system and everything involved 
when you have change, we didn’t react 
well to it at times. Other times I think we 
reacted favorably.” 

Priority One is to reduce the mistakes 
on offense. Mistakes ruined what other- 
wise could have been a successful season. 
Many of the miscues involved quarterback 
Mike Bobo and tailback Robert Edwards, 
who together accounted for 21 of Geor- 
gia’s 29 turnovers. 

Bobo and Edwards must have the 
same biorythms. Both started off strong in 
1995 before suffering season-ending 
injuries — Edwards first, followed by 
Bobo. Both returned last year and 
together were a source of high hopes for 
the Dogs. But both struggled through mis- 
take-filled seasons — Bobo with 16 inter- 
ceptions and two fumbles lost; Edwards 
with three fumbles lost and four other 
fumbles recovered by Georgia. 

One disastrous play in Donnan’s 
debut set an ominous tone. Trailing 
Southern Mississippi 9-7 in the fourth 
quarter, the Bulldogs had a chance to 
drive the field for a go-ahead field goal. 
But a mixup in the backfield between 
Bobo and Edwards resulted in a fumble, 
which Edwards recovered but was tackled 
for a safety. 

“That’s a big credo for us this year,” 
Donnan said. “We have GOT to take bet- 
ter care of the ball and we have got to 
create more turnovers by our defense. 
The defense was on the field way too 
long. That was because of turnovers and 
giving up a lot of first downs and not cre- 
ating turnovers.” 

Bobo and Edwards return for their 
senior campaigns and should enter the 
season as starters and keys to Georgia’s 
success. But, unlike last year, both Bobo 
and Edwards face serious challenges. 

At quarterback, Mike Usry has had 
two spring practices and a redshirt season 
in which to learn the offense. Sophomore 
Jon England has improved and could stay 
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in the picture. Daniel Cobb, a true fresh- 
man, participated in spring practice and 
impressed, though Donnan would like to 
redshirt him. Rest assured, the position 
will be closely watched all season. 

At tailback, Patrick Pass emerged last 
year as a true freshman and should be a 
star soon. He rushed for 387 yards on 69 
carries, production reminiscent of Garrison 
Hearst as a true freshman. His running 
style is similar to that of Lars Tate, another 
alum of Tailback U., though Pass probably 
has better running instincts than Tate. 

“He’s got all kinds of ability,” Donnan 
said. “He just needs to get more durable.” 


It wouldn't be unlikely to see Edwards 
and Pass line up together in certain situations. 
Jasper Sanks, a highly touted true 
freshman, could play his way into the 

rotation if he qualifies academically. 

To offset his lost mobility, Bobo lost 
more than 20 pounds and looked lean 
and lithe in spring practice. 

“Last year, my knee was 100 percent, 
but | didn’t have all the mobility I needed,” 
Bobo said. “So I lost some weight so | 
could move around better. | feel like a 
totally different person.” 

Bobo also has worked hard to discard 
the bad memories from last year, when

oping to minimize the impact of 

losing DT Jason Ferguson, NG Jer- 

maine Smith and DE Rahmon 
Cooper, the Bulldogs concentrated more 
than usual on their 3-4 schemes, though 
their base defense remains a 4-3. The 
losses of Ferguson and Smith, in particu- 
lar, will leave Georgia's front four smaller. 

“We're trying to work some of our 
linebackers more into our pass-rush 
schemes,” said defensive coordinator Joe 
Kines. “We feel the strength of our 
defense may be our secondary. That’s our 
strength, so we’re trying to play to that.” 

The idea is to put more speed up 
front, so the pass rush can lead to more 
big plays by the secondary. 

The scheme creates an opening for 
OLB Rich Robich, a junior college signee 
last year who played as a true freshman at 
Ole Miss. Initially penciled in as a probable 
starter, Robich benefitted from being red- 
shirted. At 6-3, 242, Robich is a little 
heavy to play a true linebacker position, 
but too light to play down on the line. 

A pair of junior college signees should 
help the defensive line. Emarlos Leroy is 
expected to start on the inside. Antonio 
Cochran should push for playing time on 
the outside. 

Also, Adrian Hollingshed, who spent a 
year at Fort Union Military School, adds 
depth to a talented linebacking corps. Ditto 
for Mike Luckie, who enjoyed a solid 
spring until suffering a broken hand. 

¢ After initially turning down the job, 
wide receivers coach Darryl Drake left to 
become offensive coordinator at Baylor. 
Drake wasn't replaced, so Greg Briner will 
coach the quarterbacks and receivers 
together. George Edwards was hired to 
coach the defensive line. He replaced Greg 
Adkins, who moved over to help coach the 
offensive line and tight ends. 

¢ Chris Terry moved from defensive 
end to right offensive tackle, where he’s 
expected to start. The move enabled Matt 
Stinchcomb to move to left tackle to pro- 
tect the QB’s blind side. 

Spring injuries hampered progress on 
the offensive line. RT Reggie Stargill 
missed most of spring practice with a 
sprained ankle. OG Steve Herndon 
strained his back in the weight room.

“He’s coming to play,” said tackle Matt 
Stinchcomb.

In fact, this also will be 
the priority on special teams, as Ward is 
expected to replace Chris McCraney as 
the primary kickoff and punt returner. 

“We feel like in Hines Ward we've got 
one of the best players in the country, mul- 
tipurpose, a threat every time he touches 
the ball,” said Donnan. “There's a lot of 
open-field situations for a guy like him, and

No one in the history of college foot- 


ball has ever compiled 1,000 career 
yards in four categories. 

Thus, while he’d much rather have a 
few championship rings on his fingers, 
Georgia’s Hines Ward appreciates the 
unique opportunity he could have this 
season. He’s already surpassed the mark 
in receiving yards with 1,250. He needs 
160 yards rushing, 109 passing and 365 
in kickoff/punt returns to reach 1,000 in 
those categories, as well. 

“That means a great deal to me, 
with all the players who played college 
football,” Ward said. 

Two years ago as a sophomore, 
Ward began the season as a starting 
wide receiver. When Robert Edwards 
went out for the season with a broken 
foot, Ward started at tailback. After 
Mike Bobo and Brian Smith were

Ward expects to see double coverage 
every game. Senior Corey Allen is the only 
other receiver with meaningful game experi- 
ence, and he has been inconsistent.

Michael Greer and Thaddeus 
Parker had the best springs, but Eric Hall, 
who ran sprints on the indoor track team, 
will be used as a deep threat. Chad Talton 
lacks speed, but may have the best hands of 
the four. 


injured, Ward returned to quarterback, 
his original position, and started six 
games. 

Ironically, his most prolific passing 
game came against Virginia, when Ward 
set Peach Bowl records for pass 
attempts (59), completions (31) and 
yards (413). But the NCAA does not rec- 
ognize bowl game performances as offi- 
cial statistics. 

Even if he falls short of the NCAA 
mark, Ward could become the first SEC 
player to reach 1,000 career yards in 
three categories. 

But statistics aren’t what lured Ward 
back for his senior season. His motive 
was purely pragmatic: He wanted 
another college season to improve his 
standing with NFL scouts. 

“I didn’t think I was pro material 
yet,” Ward said. “Last year was my first 
year playing wide receiver. I want to 
establish myself. But most of all, when I 
graduate in the fall I'll be the first in my 
family to do that. That means a lot to 
my mom (Young Ward).” Q 


So Ward knows he will be a marked 
man. But he’s receptive to doing whatever 
it takes to win. 

“We want to win the SEC champi- 
onship,” he said. “That’s been our goal 
every year going into the season. We 
don’t want to be mediocre any more. 
We've always been a ‘C’ team. If you gave 
us a grade, it would be a ‘C.’ We've got a 
lot of potential. Now, we've just got to go 
out and perform.” 

Georgia fans should hope precedent 
plays a part in their season. Donnan’s first 
team at Marshall went 6-5 in 1990. The 
next year, the Thundering Herd went 11-4 
and reached the Division I-AA finals. It 
might be asking too much for Georgia to 
duplicate this success. But after four con- 
secutive seasons of winning no more than 
six games, even achievement as modest as 
winning eight games — certainly do-able 
— would lift the fans’ spirits considerably. 

“There should be some tremendous 
improvement from your first year to your 
second simply because of your knowledge 
of your opponent and knowledge of your 
own players,” Donnan said. “We're look- 
ing for that to happen here.”

Mumme Aims to Throw Fun Back in Football 


oward Schnellenberger wanted it. A famous alum, with 
a national championship to his coaching credit, he got a 
single interview that was little more than a pipe dream. 

Sherman Lewis inquired about it. A Kentucky native, the 
offensive coordinator of the Super Bow! champions, he never got 
past the telephone stage. 

Mike Gottfried thought he had it. With a winning record and 
roots in the Bluegrass, the ESPN color man climbed the ladder to 
No. 2 on the candidate’s list, but failed to claim the nomination. 

“What we’re looking for here,” at the time said athletic direc- 
tor C.M. Newton, the man who hired Rick Pitino, “is someone 
who will press, fast break, and shoot the threes on grass.” 

“I'm your man,” said Hal Mumme. 

And he is. 

Forget the marquee names. Forget the big shots with the fat 
resumes and the high profiles. When it came to shoveling up the 
shattered pieces of the near-disastrous Bill Curry Era, when it 
came to rebuilding a program that is incessantly rebuilding, Ken- 
tucky football traveled a different route, the road not just less trav- 
eled, but never traveled. 

It passed up the big names and the big resumes and went for 
the man who has staked his career on the pass. In a big way. It 
went for a little-known 45-year-old Texan who has never been 
higher than a Division II head coach, but who gave the right 
answer to the right question. 

“We need to put fun back into Kentucky football,” says New- 
ton. “And I think Hal will do that.” 

How will he do that? 

“We're going to put the ball in the air,” says Mumme. 

That’s the Mumme modus operandi. Attack by air. And

attack. And attack. It’s been the Mumme mode since the 1980s. 
As an offensive coordinator at lowly UTEP, the young coach 
became fascinated with WAC power Brigham Young. “One day 
he just said he was tired of Brigham Young running up and down 
the field on us,” says Mickey Matthews, the Georgia linebackers 
coach who coached with Mumme at UTEP. “He said he was 
going to find out how they did it, and he did.” 

A friendship with Cougar coach LaVell Edwards followed. 
Edwards would hand Mumme the keys to the BYU film room and 
the apprentice would study and steal. What developed was a 
pass-oriented philosophy that Mumme carried first to NAIA 
school Iowa Wesleyan in 1989. 

“Run? We hardly ever say that around here,” said Mumme at 
the time. “We kind of look at that as a wasted down.” 

The Mt. Pleasant, Iowa college had gone 0-10 in ’88. Three 
years later, it was averaging 39 completions per game — hurling 
a jaw-dropping 89 passes in one tilt — was 10-2 and in the NAIA 
quarterfinals. 

“He did a miracle here,” says Keith Cohorst, sports editor of 
the Mt. Pleasant News. “He could sell ice cubes to the Eskimos.” 

By ‘91, Mumme had succeeded Mike Cavan (now at SMU) at 
Valdosta State. “Will you throw on this level?” he was asked upon 
arrival. “Not until we get off the bus,” said Mumme. 

His first VSU quarterback, Chris Hatcher, won the Harlon 
Hill trophy as the division’s best player. His second, Lance Fun- 
derburke, threw for 7,932 yards and 64 touchdowns the past two 
seasons. Mumme’s teams ranked either at or among the top of 
Divison Il in total offense all five seasons. Oh yeah, they also 
went 40-17-1, toiling in the toughest conference in its division. 

And then one day in October, just after Kentucky had 
announced that Curry would not be retained 
at season’s end, down in Valdosta, Mumme 
and Carl Parker, the color man on Val- 
dosta’s radio broadcasts, were chatting. One 
thing led to another, and Parker, a former 
wide receiver at Vanderbilt, put in a call to 
Newton, Vandy’s head basketball coach in 
the 1980s, with a recommendation. 

“He told me he was a lot like Watson 
Brown,” says Newton of the former Vandy 
head man who is now at UAB. “Only he 
was more innovative.” 

At UK, it may take that and more. The 
school hasn’t had a winning season since 
1989. It hasn’t won a bowl game since

1984. It hasn’t won the SEC since 1976. 
Since a fellow named Bear Bryant 
departed after the 1953 season, six 
coaches (Blanton Collier, Charlie Brad- 
shaw, John Ray, Fran Curci, Jerry Clai- 
borne and Curry) have tried and failed to 
reverse the ship. 

Curry was expected to change that 
when he escaped Alabama in 1990. Yet he 
lost twice as many games (52) as he won 
(26), earned criticism for changing offensive 
philosophies the way most people change 
socks, signed the nation’s top passing quar- 
terback in Tim Couch, and proceeded to try 
and teach him the option. 

Forget that now. Before he had even 
signed a contract, Mumme installed 
Couch as the starter, a move that cooled 
speculation that Couch might jump ship. 
Instead, the instant declaration drove last 


year’s starter, senior-to-be Billy Jack 
Haskins, to transfer to Division I-AA 
member Rhode Island. 

“This is like a dream come true,” says 
Couch, the 6-5, 215-pound sophomore. 
“When I was growing up | wanted to be a 
college quarterback in this kind of system.” 

“This offense is tailor-made for Tim,” 
says Mumme. 

A year ago, playing in seven games, 
Couch completed just 32 of 84 passes. 
Under Mumme, in the first scrimmage of 
the spring, the former Parade Player of 
the Year completed 44 of 57 passes for 
569 yards and four touchdowns. In all, 
the Cat quarterbacks threw 102 passes in 
a two-and-a-half hour workout. 

“I caught more balls in that scrimmage,” 
says senior wideout Kio Sanford of his six 
catches, “than | caught all last year.” 


Aside from Couch, does Mumme 
have the rest of the personnel to do what 
he would like? “No,” he says, with a 
chuckle. “But hopefully we'll recruit it.” 

Still, there is some talent on hand. 
Used primarily as blockers in the run-ori- 
ented scheme utilized by the previous 
coordinator, Elliot Uzelac, the wide 
receivers were a spring surprise. “They 
catch the ball really well,” says Mumme. 
“And they have some quickness.” 

Craig Yeast, a junior, caught 26 balls 
last year, but “I expect to get more than 
that in the first few games,” he said. 
Junior Kevin Coleman, sophomore 
Quentin McCord, senior Norman Mason, 
junior college transfer Lance Mickelsen, 
and Chad Spencer, a sophomore, should 
also see a boatload of balls. 

“We want to spread it around,” says 
wide receivers coach Mike Leach, who has 
been with Mumme since the lowa days. 
“That puts more heat on the defense.” 

Running back is a question, however. 
In his first disciplinary test, Mumme sus- 
pended running back Derick Logan for a 
season after the SEC’s Freshman of the 
Year pled guilty to shoplifting charges. 
Anthony White, a sophomore, and Wen- 
dell Childs, a redshirt freshman, have 
potential, but Mumme may be counting 
on top recruit Derek Homer, the state’s 
Mr. Football. 

The offensive line returns five starters 
in tackles Kris Comstock and Jonas Lien- 
ing, guards Jeremy Streck and John 
Schlarman, and center Jason Watts. 
Recruited as run-blockers, the group must 
adjust to Mumme’s pass-protection tech- 
niques, however. 

Defense? “I just leave it up to Coach 
Major,” says Mumme of his longtime 
defensive coordinator, Mike Major, 
another transplant from Valdosta. “On 
Monday, I usually go down to his office, 
drink a cup of coffee and ask him what 
we're going to do. He tells me and then I 
go back to the offense.” 

A Larry Lacewell disciple, Major will 
use the same 4-3 scheme started by first 
Mike Archer and then Rick Smith, but 
with a different twist. “We want to be 
more aggressive,” says defensive back Lit- 
tleton Ward. “We want to make more 
things happen.” 

“We want more speed on defense,” 
says Mumme. “We want to get the guys 
with the most speed on the field.” 

“The coaches, they want you to 
attack all the time,” says Mark Jacobs, a 
starter at defensive tackle. “If you make a 
mistake, they want you to forget it and go

White’s mother, Estella, was so grateful she 
drove from Twinsburg, Ohio, to thank 
Mumme personally. 

¢ Running back Michael Daies, a 
sophomore who rushed for 92 yards 
against Indiana, was hurt the next game 
and missed the rest of the season, left the 
team during spring for personal reasons. 

¢ Lee Wesley, a former fullback, was 
moved to linebacker, where by the end of 
spring drills he had wrapped up a starting 
assignment as an outside linebacker. And 
Matt Layow, a former tight end, finished 
the spring at defensive tackle, where the 
RS-freshman was battling for a starting job. 

¢ Chad Spencer, a starting tight end 
last season, played well at wide receiver. 
The 6-4, 224-pounder gave the Cats’ 
receiving corps needed size. Plus, he has a 
bond with quarterback Tim Couch. The 
two roomed together last year. 

¢ John Rader, a redshirt freshman, was 
moved from defensive end to middle line- 
backer near the end of spring drills and 
showed he could be an able backup to 
starter Bob Holmberg.

Couch Can’t Wait to Get Started 


e may have been an unfamiliar 
H: name to Kentucky fans, to the 

SEC, to maybe even the world of 
Division I football. Hal Mumme was not, 
however, an unknown name to Tim Couch. 

Thanks to his high school head 
coach, who knew Mumme from coaching 
clinics, Couch had a head start on the 
background check. 

Just a day after Mumme, a serious 
proponent of the passing game, received 
the job in December, the coach installed 
the former Parade magazine Player of 
the Year as his starting quarterback, a 
move that prompted last year’s starter, 
Billy Jack Haskins, to transfer to Divi- 
sion I-AA school Rhode Island for his 
last year. 

“I can’t wait for the season to get 
started,” says Couch. 

Forgive the Hyden, Ky., native if he 
couldn’t wait for last year to end. 
Quickly into his first campaign, the 6-5, 
215-pounder ran into problems with 
offensive coordinator Elliot Uzelac, a 
proponent of a run-oriented, use-the- 
option game.

“Why should we be in a bunch of 
car wrecks during the week when we have 
to be in one big car wreck on Saturday,” 
he says. “You don’t have to be in a car 
wreck to know you don’t want to be in 
one unless you have to.” 

“| think that’s really helped,” says line- 
man John Schlarman. “We've felt fresher 
for the scrimmages on Saturday. It cuts 
down on the pounding you get every day. 
Hopefully, we won't have as many injuries.” 

“| think he has an approach and a 
style of attack that’s going to be very suc- 
cessful at Kentucky,” says BYU’s 
Edwards. “It can be similar to what Steve 


The freshman was yanked around in 
a puzzling way. His first collegiate start 
came against the No. 1 team in the 
nation, the Florida Gators, in the infa- 
mous “Swamp,” where Kentucky lost 
65-0.

Tigers Hoping for Full Potential in ‘97 


f LSU has “earned the right to contend,” as coach Gerry 
DiNardo said, the Tigers might do well to review the setbacks 
in an otherwise successful 1996 season. 

National champion Florida and Alabama beat LSU by a com- 
bined 82-13, although the Tigers still managed to share the 
Southeastern Conference Western Division title with Alabama. 

Such disparity in scores was uncharacteristic of an LSU team 
whose 10-2 record marked just the fifth 10-win season in the 
school’s 103-year football history. 

“We'd never been in a situation of that type before,” junior 
quarterback Herb Tyler said. “I don’t think we were ready to go.” 

“We lost our composure,” running backs coach Mike Hay- 
wood said. “It was a lack of maturity.” 

A year older and wiser, LSU hopes the lessons of that experi- 
ence will prove beneficial in its quest to become a consistent 
national force. The upwardly mobile Tigers want to unleash their 
full potential. 

“For us to get better, we have to use all our weapons on the 
field,” offensive coordinator Morris Watts said. 

“A lot of people are going to touch the ball this year,” junior 
tailback Kevin Faulk said. 

But, perhaps, none more than Faulk, last year’s All-SEC tail- 
back and All-America all-purpose player. One of LSU’s most 
sure-handed receivers, Faulk also returns punts and kicks in addi- 
tion to his elusive ability as a runner. 

“We're going to put Kevin Faulk in a position to get the foot- 
ball,” Haywood said. 

And why not? He led the SEC in both rushing (1,282) and 
all-purpose (2,104) yards. He’s already seventh on LSU’s career 
rushing list with 2,134 yards. Seven of his 11 100-yard rushing 
games came last season. 

“] just want to work hard and help out the team,” Faulk said. 

Faulk is not alone in giving LSU a dan- 
gerous running attack. Sophomore tailback 
Rondell Mealey averaged 5.9 yards per 
carry, while rushing 103 times for 603 
yards and 10 touchdowns. Junior Kendell 
Cleveland provides straight-ahead power. 
Sophomore Cecil Collins finally joins the 
group after a year of academic ineligibility. 

“Cecil Collins has great balance and 
deceptive speed,” Haywood said. “He’s a 
bright star of the future.” 

Sophomore fullback Robert sed pro-

vides punishing protection with a willingness to throw his 6-foot, 
235-pound body in front of defenders. A broken hand limited 
Tyler to one carry last season, but didn’t prevent him from start- 
ing seven games. 

For all the optimism, Faulk hasn't forgotten what it was like 
to play Florida last season. He gained a season-low 26 yards in 
LSU’s 56-13 loss. 

“We were way too tight,” he said. That wasn’t the case against 
Alabama, though, when LSU scored on its first possession. 

“The first drive of the game was like, ‘Wow,’ ” Faulk said. 
But LSU had 12 players on the field. Quarterback Herb Tyler 
was hurt on the next series, and the Tigers never recovered, 
falling 26-0. 

But that’s in the past, and Tyler is ready to move on. Tyler’s 
poised manner, and single-minded purpose, help to explain how 
he has put together a 14-2 record as a starter. 

“When you're in the position I am, you can’t let things worry 
you and linger,” he said. “Once I've made a mistake, I get it out 
of my head and go to the next play and try to do something great 
to make up for it.” 

Having done most everything the coaches have asked of him, 
Watts said Tyler will be expected to expand his repertoire. In last 
year’s tight-end oriented offense, Tyler completed 109 of 187 
passes for 1,688 yards and seven touchdowns with eight intercep- 
tions. He also was LSU’s third-leading rusher with 245 yards and 
seven touchdowns. 

“He’s at the point where we’re going to ask him to do 
more,” Watts said. “We want him to throw more. The goal is 
always to win football games and to have your quarterback put 
you in position to win football games. We want him to step up 
further, and do more to help us to win.” 

Tyler certainly has more experienced receivers with which to 


gives LSU the ability to score from any 
spot on the field. 

POTENTIAL PROBLEMS: The loss of two 
of last year’s three leading tacklers 
leaves the Tigers with holes to fill at 
linebacker. 

OVERVIEW: In two short years, LSU has 
gone from a perennial loser to con- 
tender.

work. Sophomore flanker Larry Foster is 
the top returning receiver and finished 
second last year with 26 catches for 446 
yards and four touchdowns. Just behind 
him was sophomore split end Tyrone 
Frazier, who began his college career 
after playing baseball for three years in 
the Kansas City Royals organization. 
Frazier caught 17 passes for 323 yards 
last season. 

Freshman Abram Booty put together 
impressive numbers at Evangel High 
School in Shreveport, La., where he was 
a three-time all-state selection. Booty’s 
older brother, Josh, originally signed with 
LSU but opted for a lucrative baseball 
contract from the Florida Marlins. 

But just as the receivers are a veteran 
corps, the tight end and F-back spots will 
feature new looks. Senior Furnell Hank- 


ton and sophomore Jamal Pack are 
expected to take over at tight end for the 
departed David LaFleur, who led the 
Tigers with 30 catches for 439 yards and 
three touchdowns. The F-back, similar to 
a tight end but with less involvement in 
the passing game, includes three seniors 
new to the position. Anthony Skinner 
once was a little-used fullback, while 
Casey Taber and Melvin Hill are con- 
verted quarterbacks. 

The offensive line is anchored in 
experience with junior center Todd 
McClure, junior right guard Alan Faneca, 
and senior left guard Adam Perry. The 
tackles are newer with sophomore Al 
Jackson on the left side, and redshirt 
freshman Trey Langley taking over on the 
right. The veterans should be able to pro- 
vide leadership, McClure said. 


“Faneca will be able to help Langley 
out some,” McClure said, “and Perry will 
be able to help Al Jackson.” 

A consensus All-SEC selection last 
year, Faneca has started every game of 
his career at right guard. Perry has 16 
starts to his credit, and McClure has been 
a fixture at center since taking over in the 
penultimate regular-season game in 1995. 

If LSU is to make a move on the 
national scene, Watts said it will begin up 
front on both sides of the line of scrimmage. 

“One of the separations between us 
and Florida, and maybe Alabama, is the 
strength of the football team,” Watts said. 
“We've improved as a team, but we’re still 
not as strong as some teams who have 
bigger people and stronger people who 
can knock others around for a season. 
We're still getting bigger and stronger.” 

McClure noted another factor which 
could impact how LSU competes against 
the best in the SEC, if not the nation. 

“Basically, we were a running team 
last year,” he said. “You've got to be able 
to throw and run the ball to beat teams 
like Alabama and Florida. Then, they'll 
have to respect you more.” 

LSU’s increased emphasis on down- 
field passing has encouraged McClure. 

“Everybody feels good,” he said. “We 
know we have a tough schedule, maybe 
the toughest since I’ve been here. But 
everybody’s a year older, and looking for- 
ward to another good season. We've been 
to a couple of bowl games, which has 
been nice, but now we’re ready to go toa 
bigger and better one.” 

It might help, defensive coordinator 
Carl Reese said, if LSU could match 
Florida’s ability to plug holes with little 
drop-off in talent. As it stands, Reese isn’t 
sure what to expect from the replacements 
for departed linebackers Allen Stansberry 
and Pat Rogers, who finished first and 
third, respectively, in tackles last season. 

“We won't know until we get into the 
second or third game,” he said. LSU 
opens at home against Texas-El Paso on 
Sept. 6. LSU’s non-conference schedule 
also includes Notre Dame. 

Reese is more certain of a defensive 
line that returns intact, including tackles 
Chuck Wiley and Anthony McFarland. 
Wiley, a senior, is the top returning tack- 
ler with 93 stops. McFarland, a junior, 
added 63. Wiley shared the team lead in 
sacks with six, while McFarland tied for 
first in tackles behind the line of scrim- 
mage with 14.

ike Haywood, LSU's running backs 

coach, was named the first special 

teams coordinator in head coach 
Gerry DiNardo’s three-year tenure. 

Before the appointment, Haywood and 
at least four other assistants combined to 
coach the special teams. 

e Junior Aaron Adams moved from 
defensive end to linebacker, where he 
played well in the spring and spent time 
with the first team. Tight ends Brandon 
Winey and Jason Engels also switched to 
other positions. 

Winey, a redshirt freshman, went to 
offensive left tackle. Engels, a sophomore, 
moved to defensive tackle where he will 
back up All-SEC senior left tackle Chuck 
Wiley. 

¢ Wiley missed the first seven practices 
with a pulled hamstring muscle, but is 
expected to be fully recovered for the fall. 

Sophomore tight end Jamal Pack had 
his spring cut short by reconstructive shoul- 
der surgery. He, also, is expected to be 
healthy once preseason drills start. Redshirt 
freshman defensive tackle Kareem Mitchell 
sat out after undergoing knee surgery. 

¢ A pair of signees quickly made their 
presence felt. Wide receiver Abram Booty 
graduated early from Evangel High School 
in Shreveport, La., and enrolled in LSU 
last January. That allowed him to practice 
in the spring. 

Quarterback Rohan Davey took advan- 
tage of spring break at Miami Lakes High 
School to visit LSU at the start of spring. 
Davey said he has spoken with first-year 
basketball coach John Brady about playing 
that sport for the Tigers, as well. 

e Junior strong safety Greg Hill was 
suspended indefinitely nearly two months 
before spring practice began and later 
arrested for his unauthorized use of an 
assistant coach’s telephone access code. 

e Junior tailback Kevin Faulk, and 
junior quarterback Herb Tyler, were among 
three players who didn’t play in the spring 
game because of disciplinary action taken 
by the LSU Dean of Students. LSU offered 
no reason for the action against Faulk, 
Tyler and junior strong safety Chris Beard. 

Junior defensive tackle Anthony 
McFarland, and senior F-back Melvin Hill, 
also didn’t participate, but, again, LSU pro- 
vided no explanation. LSU officials said stu- 
dent privacy rights outlined by the Buckley 
Amendment prevented further comment.

hen LSU often found itself 
backed up toward its own end 
zone in the second half of last 


year’s Peach Bowl, offensive coordinator 
Morris Watts said the Tigers turned con- 
servative rather than risk a mistake. 

Thus, it was left for the defense to 
preserve LSU’s 10-7 victory that capped 
a 10-2 season. 

Presented with the same scenario 
this season, Watts said the Tigers want 
to make more use of their offensive fire- 
power. It all depends on the develop- 
ment of junior quarterback Herb Tyler. 

“I think he really played a great game 
against Arkansas and in the bowl,” Watts 
said of LSU’s 17-7 victory in the regular- 
season finale and its win over Clemson. 
“He did what we asked of him. For us to 
get better, we have to use all our 
weapons on the field. Where he takes us 
to, that’s the key. He has to show us.” 

Tyler said he’s ready to do that, just 
as he was as a true freshman two years 
ago when he replaced the injured Jamie 


new, with sophomore Mark Roman back 
at free safety, and senior Cedric Donald- 
son at right cornerback. Roman swiped a 


team-high four passes, returning one for 
an 85-yard touchdown against Tulane. He 
also finished with 74 tackles, including a 
team-high 53 solo hits. Donaldson inter- 
cepted a two-point conversion pass in the 
end zone to preserve a season-opening 
victory against Houston, and clinched a 
victory over Auburn in the next game with 
an interception near midfield. 

Two converted receivers should sup- 
ply LSU with speed. Junior Chris Cum- 
mings runs for the track team when not 
playing left cornerback. He also collected 


Howard and immediately produced. 

“I force myself to strive for perfec- 
tion and accomplish what I need to do 
on each play,” said the 6-foot, 194- 
pound Tyler. “I try to keep things in per- 
spective and try not to make the same 
mistake over again.” 

The unflappable Tyler has built a 
reputation as one who rarely makes 
unforced errors. While completing 154 
of 246 career passes (.602) for 2,277 
yards and 12 touchdowns, he’s thrown 
only 10 interceptions. In last year’s 
tight-end oriented offense, he was 109 
of 187 for 1,688 yards with seven touch- 
downs and eight interceptions. 

LSU returns an experienced receiv- 
ing corps, and wants to utilize All-South- 
eastern Conference tailback Kevin Faulk 
even more. That’s the reason for asking 
Tyler to elevate his game. 

“It’s like a computer,” Watts said. 
“We’re going to keep putting stuff into 
the computer until it short circuits, and 
then we won’t put any more.” Q 


nine unassisted tackles as a standout spe- 
cial teams player last season. Junior 
strong safety Chris Beard is being asked 
to step in for the suspended Greg Hill. 
Beard finished as last year’s fifth-leading 
receiver with 11 catches for 199 yards. 

“To me, we're still trying to put it 
together,” Reese said of LSU’s effort to 
reach national prominence.

“Win Now” Is Sherrill’s Aim 


ackie Sherrill is in virgin territory as he enters his 20th 

season as a Division | head football coach. For the first 

time in his career, the Mississippi State coach has put 
together back-to-back losing seasons. 

If that bothers him, though, it doesn’t show. 

“There’s certain things you can’t control,” said Sherrill, 
pointing to the rash of injuries that played a big role in last 
year’s 5-6 record. 

Conversely, there are some things a coach can control. 

Like recruiting. 

Looking at the holes that also contributed to last year’s losing 
season, Sherrill and his staff filled them with a 1997 recruiting 
class heavy on junior college transfers, players who will be 
counted on to contribute immediately. 

With two years left on his current contract, some saw it as a 
“Win Now,” philosophy that could jeopardize the long-range 
future of the program. Sherrill says those people are wrong. 
“You're not trying to build a football team,” Sherrill said. “You're 
trying to win. You're trying to win the conference.” 

Whether State will make a gigantic leap and challenge 
Alabama, LSU and Auburn in the Southeastern Conference 
Western Division remains to be seen. But look for the Bulldogs to 
be improved. Said Sherrill: “We're in a much better position than 
we were at this time last year.” 

The schedule is certainly in their favor. For the first time in 
the 102-year history of the program, State will play seven home 
games, including six of the first seven to open the season. 

Combine that schedule with a group of defensive returnees 
who have had a year’s seasoning in Joe Lee Dunn’s system with 
the return of star tailback Keffer McGee and an influx of junior 
college transfers, and you get the blueprint for improvement. 

Beating Alabama and Ole Miss in two 
of the final three games last year started a 
turnaround that carried into spring practice 
and should bring a new attitude to the Bull- 


it in the first place, and I think we realized we have some poten- 
tial on this team. We're going to go into the fall and work real 
hard, with our goal being to win a lot of football games. And | 
think we can do that.” 

Wyatt will trigger the offense, but if he’s healthy McGee 
will be the focal point. Last year, McGee, a 5-10, 209-pound 
senior, gained 481 yards in just 2 '/2 games. He was lost for the 
season on the second play of the third quarter of the third game, 
the victim of a torn knee ligament. He was leading the SEC at the 
time of his injury, and with him went a big portion _ of the Bull- 
dog offense. 

McGee had reconstructive surgery in October, then struggled 
through the winter with his rehabilitation. In January, a second 
operation was performed to clean out some scar tissue giving 
McGee problems. McGee was held out of contact in the spring, 
but his coaches say he'll be ready to go in the fall. 

“Tt was good to see Keffer out there in the spring,” said 
offensive coordinator Lynn Amedee. “I liked his attitude. He 
helped others just by being out there.” 

If McGee is the same back he was before his injury, the Bull- 
dogs will be loaded at tailback. Robert Isaac and Chris Rainey are 
also back, and one of the Bulldogs’ top junior college signees was 
a tailback, 6-2, 235-pound James Johnson. 

“JJ has everything we were looking for,” said Amedee of 
Johnson. “He and Keffer will give us a good one-two punch. 
He’s big and strong and can run.” 

Johnson went through spring practice, but was hampered by 
nagging leg injuries. Still, Sherrill and Amedee saw enough to tell 
them if McGee and Johnson are both healthy, they might move 
the speedy Isaac to receiver, where he can be used as a wideout 
or in the slot. s

Wyatt, who started two games last 
year, went into spring practice as the 
starter and held off the challenge of Rob 
Morgan and Robbie Stillwell. 

“Matt's a lot better today than he was 
last year,” Sherrill said at the end of 
spring drills. “He gets better every day. 
He made some mistakes last year, but 
freshmen are going to make mistakes. 
You have to understand that. He also did 
some very good things.” 

Wyatt spent a good part of the spring 
getting acquainted with the newest (and 
tiniest) Bulldog receiver, 5-8, 150-pound 
junior college transfer Kevin Prentiss. 
Returnees Lamont Woodberry and Lahitia 
Grant held onto their starting jobs through 
the spring, but Prentiss is hot on their 
trails going into two-a-days. 

One of State’s goals in recruiting was 
to sign at least a couple of junior college 
transfers with the speed it takes to stretch 
defenses. Sherrill thinks he got three, in 
Prentiss, James Jones and Kevin Cooper. 
Jones was suspended during the spring, 
however, after pleading guilty to a misde- 
meanor charge of marijuana possession, 
and Cooper won't arrive until the fall — 
if he becomes eligible. 

Prentiss was there in the spring and 
left a lasting impression. 

Said Amedee: “He’s exactly what we 
were looking for.” 

“He’s going to be a big-time player,” 
Wyatt said of Prentiss. “The kind of guy 
who catches the ball and gets a lot of 
yards afterwards.” 

Prentiss had a way of making the 
Bulldogs better in the spring even when 
he wasn’t gn the field. Woodberry, a 
junior college transfer who started last 
year, felt the heat Prentiss brought in 
the spring. 

“This is my last year here and I'd 
like to come out and make a good impres- 
sion this fall,” said Woodberry, who led 
the Bulldogs last year with 27 catches. 
“He (Prentiss) makes me work harder 
because I know that any mistake I make 
can put me on the bench with Kevin back 
there waiting.” 

Grant, who caught 22 balls last year 
for a team-high five touchdowns, is also 
back, and Matt Butler made a big push in 
the spring. Combine those four with three 
returning tight ends — John Jennings, 
Reginald Kelly and Terrence McCaskey —

f James Johnson can stay healthy, look 

for he and Keffer McGee to give State 

one of the top one-two tailback 
punches in the SEC. 

Johnson, a transfer from East Missis- 
sippi Community College, enrolled in Jan- 
uary and went through spring practice. 
The problem was he missed several days 
because of nagging leg injuries. Then he 
missed the Maroon-White spring game 
because of a sprained ankle he suffered 
when he slipped while leaving the dressing 
room leading to Scott Field. 

When Johnson wasn’t on the side- 
lines, the Bulldog coaches saw enough of 
the 235-pounder to know he has the tools 
to be a big-time SEC back — provided he 
stays out of the training room. 

Johnson played only eight games in 
junior college last season because of 
injuries. His juco coach, former Mississippi 
State player and assistant coach Tom 
Goode, says Johnson compares favorably 
to Antowain Smith, another former 
EMCC player who was a first-round NFL 
draft pick this spring out of the University 
of Houston. 

Johnson wasn’t the only player who 
missed some of spring because of injuries. 
Backup WR Jeremy Jones (knee) had 
surgery and is questionable for the fall ... 
Backup LB Edward Yeates, already sched- 
uled to undergo shoulder surgery in the 
off-season, suffered a torn knee ligament 
in the spring game and was scheduled for 
knee surgery, as well. His status for the fall 
is questionable ... DE Greg Favors suf- 
fered a broken bone in his hand and 
missed the final two weeks of spring. He 
should be OK by the fall. 

¢ A big move was made at DT by 
John Hilliard, who was redshirted last year 
but goes into the fall pushing James Grier 
for a starting spot. “The biggest surprise 
was the way John Hilliard stepped up,” 
said defensive line coach John Hendrick. 
“He's starting to be what we expected him 
to be when we recruited him.” 

¢ This was State’s second spring 
under offensive coordinator Lynn 
Amedee, but it was a first for the rest of 
the offensive staff. Glenn Davis (running 
backs), Craig Stump (wide receivers), Jerry 
Freemin (centers and guards), and Bob 
Boyd (tackles and tight ends) are all new to 
coach Jackie Sherrill’s staff.

Favors Is State’s Sack Man 


’e signed with Mississippi State 
H as a quarterback, but Greg 

Favors has never played the 
position for the Bulldogs. 

Instead, Favors has become a star 
because of his ability to tackle quarter- 
backs. Favors, a senior defensive end, has 
developed into one of the top pass rush- 
ers in the Southeastern Conference and 
this year will be counted on to lead the 
Bulldog defense. He had a solid season 


,last year as the rush end in Joe Lee 


Dunn’s pressure-oriented defense, capped 
by a 5'/-sack performance in the season- 
ending 17-0 victory at Ole Miss. 

Now he and Dunn, State’s second- 
year defensive coordinator, are looking 
for much more in 1997. 

“We’re counting on him pretty heav- 
ily,” said Dunn of Favors. “He’s the guy 
we’re looking at to be the leader of the 
defense. We’ve put that label on him, 
now whether he’s going to handle it 
remains to be seen.” 


If last year’s numbers are any indica- 


tion, watch out. Favors was third on the 


ing on them. 

What he is counting on might come 
as a surprise to fans who watched them 
get burned often last year. “I still say the 
strength of this defense is going to be the 
secondary,” Dunn said when spring prac- 
tice was over. “That is the one area we've 
really got some depth.” 

Cornerback Izell McGill and strong 
safety Eric Brown are proven players. 
Former walk-on Adesola Badon earned 
a starting spot at the other corner during 
the second half of last season, and free 
safety Tim Nelson was so impressive last 
year as a freshman that Dunn moved 
last year’s starter, Kendall Roberson, to 
comerback, where he was a backup in 
the spring. 

“They've got the experience now,” 
Dunn said of his starters in the secondary. 
“They've played in games. They know 
what they can do and understand what we 
want them to do a whole lot more than 
what we were doing last year. You can’t 
put a price tag on the experience they 
gained back there. We've got a lot of guys 
we feel confidence in right now, and we 
were shaky last year.” 


While the secondary looks improved, 
the star of the defense probably will be 
rush end Greg Favors, who capped last 
year with an incredible 5 '/2-sack perfor- 
mance in the season-ending victory at Ole

“We've still gotta develop some 
depth, but we've got a lot of experienced 
players,” Dunn said. “That's a big factor. 


team in tackles with 101, registered a 
team-high 12'/2 sacks and was credited 
by the coaches with a staggering 25 
quarterback pressures. No other Bulldog 
had more than nine pressures. 

Favors seldom lines up in the same 
place for consecutive plays. “Mostly to 
confuse the quarterback and disrupt the 
offense,” Favors said. 

Favors understands what quarter- 
backs want to do because he was once 
one himself. He threw for 1,705 yards 
and 14 touchdowns his senior season at 
Atlanta Southside High School, where 
he also played safety and was a star bas- 
ketball player, averaging 24 points a 
game as a senior. 

Coach Jackie Sherrill promised him 
a shot at quarterback when he signed 
with State, but it didn’t take Favors long 
to realize his future was in making 
sacks, not avoiding them. 

“I saw I could play faster on 
defense,” Favors said. “Plus, I always 
enjoyed defense because I like to hit 
people.” Q 


We're way ahead of the game right now 
from where we were last year.” 

If there’s one area where the Bull- 
dogs aren't as good going into the fall as 
they were last year, it’s punter. Andy 
Russ, who finished third nationally with a 
46.5-yard average, is gone. Jeff Walker is 
the heir apparent for the position, but 
Sherrill said Walker is being pushed by 
walk-on Joel Carpenter. “Jeff goes up 
and down,” Sherrill said. “He has the 
strongest leg of any kicker I've been 
around, and I’ve been around a lot of 
them. But he’s extremely inconsistent.” 

Brian Hazelwood returns as the 
placekicker. Look for Prentiss to run back 
kickoffs and share the punt return duties 
with Isaac. 

Sherrill doesn’t like predictions. 
Sometimes they lead to expectations. 
“And sometimes expectations can be mis- 
construed,” he said. “But I think our play- 
ers and coaches are more settled and 
more advanced than we were last year, 
which leads to good chemistry. I expect 
them to compete and if they'll compete, 
we have a chance to be successful.”

Rebels Still Short in Numbers, But Long in Hopes 


he sanctions have been lifted, meaning Ole Miss is eligi- 
ble to compete for the Southeastern Conference champi- 
onship and play in a bowl game this fall. 

However, the effects of NCAA probation will continue to 
haunt the Rebels for several more years. 

That’s why when coach Tommy Tuberville talks about the 
1997 season, he speaks not only about overcoming opponents 
like Alabama, Auburn and Tennessee, but also about overcoming 
a lack of experience and low expectations brought on by the 
NCAA penalties levied against the program before Tuberville was 
hired three years ago. 

“I feel better about things,” said Tuberville. “We're further 
ahead right now than at any time since I’ve been here. We made 
some progress during probation, which is hard to do, and that’s 
helped us recruit a bit. We ended up .500 when everybody else 
thought we'd win 20 percent of our games, especially playing in 
the toughest conference in the country. In this conference, you 
have to have depth.” 

That is one thing the Rebels won't have a lot of again this 
year. Of course, they didn’t have much the last two years, either, 
but managed to go 6-5 in 1995 and 5-6 last year. 

Winning like that while shackled by the NCAA made 
Tuberville a hero. With his urging, Rebel fans chipped in the 
money needed to begin expansion of Vaught-Hemingway Sta- 
dium. Meanwhile, athletic director Pete Boone proposed a 10- 
year contract for Tuberville (details of which were yet to be ironed 
out as of press time). 

The Rebels still face a numbers problem this fall — they'll have 
about 65-70 players on scholarship; the NCAA limit is 85 — but with 
a few breaks, things could be better in ‘97, said Tuberville. 

“I think we can be better,” Tuberville said. “It all depends on 
injuries and it also depends on how everybody else plays against 
us. We have to have some help, but I think we can win seven or 
eight if we execute this offense better.”

The Rebels have a potential All-SEC tailback in John Avery 
— if they can give him some running room. “He did excellent last 
year with no blocking,” said Tuberville. “We didn’t block anybody 
for him. Our offensive line was very average; it’s going to be bet- 
ter this year.” 

Senior right tackle Boyd Kitchens anchors the line. Matt Luke 
is back at center, Todd Wade is the right guard, and veterans 
Kendrick Hickman and Omar Edwards are on the left side. After 
that, the experience level drops quickly. Offensive coordinator 
Noel Mazzone said he won't hesitate to use a true freshman like 
Terrance Metcalf on the line if he’s needed. 

“| feel there’s some good, young players, but we'll have to 
wait and see right now,” Mazzone said. “I’m concerned about this 
offensive line. Anytime you go into a season with only five or six 
(experienced) guys, there’s a lot of questions that have to be 
answered there.” 

Another area somewhat unsettled going into two-a-days is 
quarterback. Stewart Patridge is currently the No. 1 quarterback 
— with Arkansas transfer Robert Reed hot on his heels. 
Tuberville said if Reed doesn’t unseat Patridge, you won't see 
him standing on the sidelines wearing a baseball cap and carrying 
a clipboard. 

“He’s too valuable,” Tuberville said of Reed. “He’s one of the 
top players on the team. If he’s not at quarterback, he'll be one 
of our slotbacks.” 

Patridge is a more accurate passer, but Tuberville likes the 
double-threat appeal of Reed, whom he compared to Auburn QB 
Dameyune Craig. 

“You have to defend the quarterback when he (Reed) is in the 
game,” Tuberville said. “Stewart is a drop-back guy who is not 
going to run it.” 

Whoever plays QB will have a group of young, talented 
receivers to throw to. Highly touted Rufus French takes over at 
tight end after serving as Kris Mangum’s understudy last season. 

Last year, Mangum often stayed in to 
block. This year, by going with more of a 
two-back formation that puts Eli Anding in 
the game as a blocking back, Mazzone 
hopes to spring French open often. “I'd like 
our tight end to catch 50 or 60 balls a 
year,” Mazzone said. 

Andre Rone gives the Rebels speed at 
wide receiver. Grant Heard (6-3, 190) and 
Cory Peterson (6-2, 185) give them size.

SPRING UPDATE 


tewart Patridge emerged from a 

close race during the spring as Ole 

Miss’ starting quarterback, but 
there’s no guarantee he'll be the starter in 
the Rebels’ Aug. 30 opener against Cen- 
tral Florida. 

Arkansas transfer Robert Reed is push- 
ing Patridge. Jason Vaughn is behind 
Reed, and highly touted freshman signee 
Romaro Miller will get a long look during 
two-a-days. 

Ole Miss will have a different look 
offensively, depending on who lines up 
behind center. And never was the differ- 
ences between the two leading QB candi- 
dates more evident than in the April 5 
spring game. 

Patridge completed 18 of 33 passes 
for 247 yards and three touchdowns in the 
controlled scrimmage. Reed completed just 
5 of 17 passes, but he ran for 99 yards on 
12 carries. 

“Stewart knows the checks and how to 
read the defense,” coach Tommy 
Tuberville said. “His arm is stronger than 
last year. 

“Robert showed what he does best. He 
can scramble and turn a bad play into a 
good play. But he'll have to be more 
patient in terms of standing in the pocket 
and throwing the football.” 

A bright spot for Reed: He showed no 
signs of the elbow tendinitis that forced him 
to redshirt last season. 

Defensive end Andre Harrison missed 
the final week of spring drills after suffering 
a hyper-extended knee. Harrison is 
expected to be fine when two-a-days begin. 

He’s probably still one of the smallest 
centers in the SEC, but at 6-2, 268 
pounds, Matt Luke is considerably bigger 
than last season. 

Boyd Kitchen sat out the spring while 
rehabilitating a knee injury, but the senior 
is expected to return and start at right 
tackle for the third consecutive year. 

At 6-7, Todd Wade has the height of a 
tackle, but he emerged from spring drills as 
the starting right guard. 

The biggest position change of the 
spring: Eli Anding moved from linebacker 
to H-back, a position he played two years 
ago. Rebel fans won't soon forget the 
blocks he threw in the final game of 1995, 
many of which helped Dou Innocent gain 
a school-record 246 yards in beating 
Mississippi State.

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Mazzone would like to throw it more than run it, 
but the Rebels also plan to take advantage of Avery’s 
talents at tailback. 

Avery was not the full-time starter last year until 
the fourth game. Still, he gained nearly 800 yards. He 
averaged 16 carries a game; he’d like to get 20-25 a 
game this fall. 

The 5-10 Avery said he added 10 pounds of mus- 
cle in the off-season, now weighs 190 but still has his 
quickness and speed. 

Now he needs a stage on which to perform. 

“| showed everybody I do have the capabilities 
of being a big-time player,” said Avery, who trans- 
ferred to Ole Miss last year after two years at North- 
west Mississippi Community College. “But I do have 
to get the ball.” 

That shouldn’t be a problem — as long as he 
stays eligible. 

Tuberville held Avery out of the spring game so he 
could concentrate on his studies. “I’m a little worried 
about him making his grades,” Tuberville said. “I saw 
eight good practices; that’s all I needed to see of him.” 

Tuberville said Avery has to take some hours to be 
eligible, but he expects his star to be in uniform this 
fall — and busy. 

“John’s going to be our workhorse,” Tuberville 
said. “A good running game will help our passing 
game. We haven’t established either the last two 
years. This year we’re going to run the football. We'll 
run out of a lot of different formations, but it all starts 
with the offensive line.” 

The line also holds the key on defense. The 
Rebels are solid at end, with returnees Andre Harrison 
and Johnny Jones as the starters and Morris Scott as 
a backup for either side. But they are inexperienced 
and thin at tackle. 

Sophomores Comone Fisher and Michael Boone, 
who both played sparingly last year, are the starters. A 
key could be the play of Tennessee transfer Mitch Baker, 
who might earn a starting spot before the season begins. 

The defensive strength is at linebacker. Starters 
Nate Wayne, Broc Kreitz and Walker Jones return. 
Sophomores Al Rice and Armegis Spearman are right 
behind that trio, giving defensive coordinator Art Kauf- 
man five experienced players for three positions. The 
biggest question is whether the starters can keep Rice 
and Spearman out of the lineup. 

“On paper, those two oughta beat Walker Jones 
and Broc Kreitz out,” Kaufman said after spring prac- 
tice. “But right now they (Jones and Kreitz) are play- 
ing as good as they've played since they've been here 
... | feel good about those five players for three posi- 
tions. I’d like to find one more linebacker.” 

Kreitz (6-0, 210) is undersized for a linebacker. 
“He really should be playing defensive back,” said 
Tuberville. When reminded that Kreitz signed with the

Scott Hopes to Challenge the Big Two 


n his mind’s eye, Brad Scott can still see it all, hear it all, even 

feel it all. The disappointed faces of his South Carolina foot- 

ball players. The voice of athletic director Mike McGee, offer- 
ing consolation. And the disappointment. 

The first Saturday of October 1996, South Carolina's third- 
year coach stood near his team’s locker room at Auburn’s Jor- 
dan-Hare Stadium and wondered what you had to do to win a 
game in the Southeastern Conference. For two straight week- 
ends, his Gamecocks had done everything he asked of them. 
Played hard. Played well. Played nose-to-nose with some of the 
SEC’s best. Everything. 

Everything but come out ahead. 

It was a reality that even months later, long after USC's 6-5 
season was done, Scott found himself struggling with. “You sat 
there and thought, ‘Boy, a couple of plays, we could've been 
8-3,’" he says. In a bowl game. A team on the rise in the brutally- 
tough SEC. 

In fact, that is exactly what South Carolina fans see when 
they look at the Gamecocks this fall. A team that could've, 
should've done more. A team that could and should win enough 
games to go bowling this season. 

Last year, Scott and USC were that close. Five SEC teams 
went to bowls; the Gamecocks were No. 6. The margin of 
exclusion? That loss to Auburn, which wound up in the Indepen- 
dence Bowl. 

“The question now is, can you win the Mississippi State and 
Auburn games?” Scott says. “Anything less, people are going to 
be disappointed. We've got to improve on last year.” 

For Scott, the difference between what 
his team can become, and what it was last 
fall, also came down to the Auburn game. 

The week before had been hard to 
take, too. The Gamecocks, playing at 
home, had piled up 426 yards on Missis- 
sippi State while giving up just 251. Their 
previously struggling defense stuffed the 
Bulldogs consistently. But two Anthony 
Wright interceptions — one setting up a 
MSU touchdown pass, the other returned 
28 yards for a touchdown — negated all 
the good. USC lost, 14-10. 

That was bad. This was worse. 

Before 84,107 stunned Auburn fans, 
the underdog Gamecocks controlled the 
game's first 55 minutes. They outgained

Then, with 4:57 to play, Wright suffered USC’s only turnover 
of the day, fumbling on his own 16-yard line. Auburn scored with 
3:30 left, and won. 

Mistakes killed USC two weeks in a row. No surprise, really. 
Take a young, first-year starter at quarterback in a potentially 
high-powered offense. Add a defense rebounding from a horrible, 
humiliating 1995. What you got was the Gamecocks, whose best 
efforts often seemed foiled by their own errors. 

Now in 1997, South Carolina heads into its sixth season in 
the SEC with its greatest ambitions ever. “This is the SEC, but we 
believe we'll be very competitive,” Scott says. “We should be 
improved, and | think we will be. 

“Now, we need to pull off some big wins.” 

He knows where to start, too. 

For all the disappointment of Mississippi State and Auburn, 
Scott’s sights are set higher, on SEC East powers Florida and 
Tennessee. USC is 10-13-1 against the SEC in Scott's three sea- 
sons; he’s 0-6 against the Big Two. 

And, really, it hasn't been close. Florida has beaten the 
Gamecocks by 31, 56 and 27 points. Tennessee's margins are 
less, but enough: nine, 35 and 17 points. 

“We've got to find a way to beat Florida and Tennessee,” 
Scott says. “I see us gaining ground on this league. We've played 
both well. If we catch one on a bad day, we could do something.” 


GAMEcOcKs At A GLANCE 


SEC rushing leader Duce Staley, 
USC’s running backs are mostly young 
and largely unproven. Depth on the 
offensive line and in the linebackers 
corps is also a concern. 

OVERVIEW: The Gamecocks were one 
win away from a bowl trip last year, 
and beating archrival Clemson in the 
season finale means expectations are 
the highest since Scott took over in 
1994. If Troy Hambrick delivers at tail- 
back, this team could live up to those 
expectations, though Florida and Ten- 
nessee remain almost insurmountable 
roadblocks atop the SEC East.

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Or maybe, South Carolina can have 
more good days. Days when mistakes 
don’t ruin their best efforts. Mistakes that 
growing experience should help eliminate. 

For the Gamecocks, much of that 
comes back to Wright, who enjoyed a 
solid first season as a starter, completing 
53.7 percent of his passes for 1,850 
yards and eight touchdowns. But like 
many young quarterbacks, he made mis- 
takes. And because USC’s offensive line 
struggled, Wright was sacked 34 
times. 

Both problems have been 
addressed. Wright, always a game- 
film junkie, has spent even more 
off-season hours glued to the 
videotape machine. “(Quarterbacks 
coach) John Reaves says Anthony 
looked at every tape of every game 
and graded himself,” Scott says. 
“And now he’s playing like a guy 
with years of starting experience 
under his belt. 

“Instead of reading coverages, 
he knows where the better play is 
and checks us into that.” As a 
result, Scott says, “we've expanded 
what he does with the offense.” 

It’s an offense Scott brought 
with him from Florida State, an 
offense that knew it’s finest 
moments with quarterback Charlie 
Ward at the controls. Wright, 
related to Ward by marriage, is his 
spiritual successor. “His ability’s 
never been in question, but now 
he’s showing confidence and 
poise, too,” Scott says. 

If there is a question, it’s what 
to do if Wright is hurt. Only Victor 
Penn, a redshirt freshman, is listed 
behind Wright. Scott prefers not to 
think about that, but instead what a 
healthy Wright can do. 

“He’s an all-around quarterback,” 
Scott says. “A threat to run, a good 
passer.” And an emerging leader. “Our 
first (spring) meeting, he got up in front of 
the team and said, ‘We’ve got to work 
and do what we can to control our own 
destiny. I don’t want to be home next 
year’” during bowl season. 

Too, this year, Wright will operate 
behind the most veteran line at USC since 
an all-senior outfit led the Gamecocks to a 
10-2 season in 1984. Four of the five are 
seniors: center Paul Beckwith, guards Ed 
Hrubiec and Travis Whitfield and tackle Reg- 
gie Baker, if he solves academic troubles. 

But the best of the bunch is junior 
Jamar Nesbit, a 330-pound All-SEC first- 


team choice last year who mans the vital 
left tackle slot. Scott also recruited one 
of the best group of offensive linemen 
in the nation, and perhaps two will play 
this season. 

“We're not as good yet as we’re going 
to be, by no means,” Nesbit says. “This 
year we have an experienced offensive 
line, but freshman backs. We just have to 
put all the pieces together.” 

What may ultimately make Wright

even more dangerous is the emergence of 
USC's running game. Last year’s leading 
SEC rusher, Duce Staley, is gone, but 
South Carolina might be even better in 
time because of the talent that returns. 

When Staley was injured at Vanderbilt, 
USC was forced to plug in freshman backs 
Troy Hambrick and Makalani “Boo” 
Williams. By the time Staley returned for 
the season finale at Clemson, both had 
shown game-breaking potential — Williams 
by gaining 110 yards vs. Vandy, Hambrick 
with back-to-back games of 120 yards vs. 
No. 1 Florida and 135 vs. Clemson. 

The tandem’s blend of gifts is tantaliz- 
ing to Scott. “Troy’s got more power than 
Duce and deceiving speed,” the coach 
says. “He ran a 53-yard sweep vs. 

Florida. He’s an instinctive, backyard-type 


ballplayer. He sees the holes well.” 

Williams is the speedster, “though he 
needs to toughen up inside,” Scott says. 
“The talent is there.” 

For all that, senior Scott Moritz 
will likely start early. “He’s maybe the 
quickest of the three, and he’s got tough- 
ness and maturity,” Scott says. The Game- 
cocks also have fullbacks Steve Mixon — 
“the best pair of hands out of the backfield 
since (current Miami Dolphin) Stanley 
Pritchett,” Scott says — and 240- 
pound blocker Jacob Bush. 

With the Gamecocks rushing for 
more yards than they passed for 
(1,968 to 1,933), the receiving 
corps wound up overshadowed. But 
Scott loves the pass, and he has a 
host of good pass-catchers eager to 
make Wright, and themselves, look 
good. No. 1 on the list is Zola Davis, 
who was outstanding as a freshman, 
but just ordinary in 1996. 

“He thought he had the game 
mastered (after 1995),” Scott says. 
As a result, USC tried to make him 
a designated target, moving him to 
different positions. It didn’t work, 
and now Davis — who lost, then 
won back, his starting job — 
should again become Wright's 
favorite target. 

Others in the mix include 
speedy Kerry Hood — “he looks to 
score,” Scott says — Jermale Kelly, 
Ben Fleming, Calvin Owens and 
former quarterback Jason Pomar. 

But what could really enhance 
USC’s offense — and did often last 
year — is the Gamecocks’ defense. 
A ragtag crew that was a large part 
of 1995's 4-6-1 record, South 
Carolina improved on defense 
from 11th or 12th in most categories 
in the SEC to among the league’s top 
three in those same areas. The Game- 
cocks, 89th nationally in 1995, were 16th 
a year ago. 

Scott says the difference was 
improvements in confidence and team 
speed, but it’s actually simpler than that. 
Outside linebacker Darren Hambrick, 
Troy’s older brother and a former Univer- 
sity of Florida starter who sat out 1995 
after transferring, was the major reason 
for USC’s turnaround. 

“He’s the catalyst for the defense, 
maybe the entire team,” Scott says. Ham- 
brick was second-team All-SEC last sea- 
son, was fifth on the team with 83 tackles 
and led USC in fiery on-field speeches 
and motivation.

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SPRING UPDATE 


nthony Wright is South Carolina’s 

No. 1 quarterback. In coach Brad 

Scott’s system, that means that for 
about 99 percent of the plays, Wright will 
be the guy under center for the Game- 
cocks. So what does that mean for USC’s 
backup quarterback? 

This year, it means a new one. 

When Wright beat out fellow redshirt 
sophomore Chad Barnhardt last season, 
Barnhardt became unhappy with the lack 
of playing time, and in December he trans- 
ferred to South Florida. Now USC’s “Mr. 
Clipboard” is Victor Penn, a redshirt fresh- 
man from Miami who made the leap from 
scout team to No. 2 during spring drills. 

¢ Wide receiver Zola Davis won back 
his starting job this spring, which means 
quarterback Anthony Wright again will be 
tossing passes to his roommate. Davis was 
a star as a freshman with 58 catches for 
911 yards and nine touchdowns, but suf- 
fered a “sophomore slump” with 24 
catches, 303 yards and one TD, in part 
because an improved running game cut 
down USC’s passes. 

“We also moved him around a lot (last 
season) and I’m not sure we helped Zola 
by doing that,” USC coach Brad Scott 
said. Davis struggled to learn several posi- 
tions, so this fall, he'll play the “X” posi- 
tion exclusively. 

¢ Defense, South Carolina’s most 
improved area in 1996, will have four new 
faces, all junior college transfers, on the 
depth chart. Tops among those is starting 
cornerback Homer Torrance, a transfer 
from Itawamba, Miss., JC, whom Scott 
calls one of USC’s most physical defensive 
backs at 6-1 and 205. 

Others set for backup roles are defen- 
sive end Preston Vinson (Copiah-Lincoln, 
Miss., JC), defensive tackle Rachad Wilson 
(NE Mississippi JC) and cornerback Kevin 
Brooks (Garden City CC). 

¢ A year ago, Corey Atkins was so rat- 
tled about playing Georgia on ESPN, he 
forgot his defensive signals. 

Now the 6-3, 220-pounder is slated 
as a starter at linebacker. With 4.5 40- 
yard dash speed and a hitter’s reputation, 
no wonder. 

He'll replace departed senior Benji 
Young at an outside linebacker spot. “The 
light has come on. He understands the 
defense now,” Scott says.

Nesbit Thinks He Can Make a Difference 


‘amar Nesbit thinks about things. 
J thinks about the normal things 

football players think about, like 
blocking assignments and formations. 
He thinks about things other college stu- 
dents think about, like class assignments 
and professors. 

Then there are the things that, you 
suspect, only Nesbit ponders. 

Like children who have trouble read- 
ing, and what he can do to help. Or how 
football fits into the makeup of who he 
wants to be and the mark he wants to 
leave on the world. 

And — this, he says, only occurs to 
him occasionally — what life would be 
like if he wasn’t 6-4 and 330 pounds. 

“I've thought, what if I wasn’t this 
big?” South Carolina's All-SEC offensive 
tackle says. “Now I’m ‘Jamar the football 
player.’ But if 1 wasn’t, I'd have to do 
something else to break from the crowd. 

What Nesbit has accomplished in 
just two seasons is considerable: SEC 
All-Freshman his first year, first-team 


“He has fun playing football,” Scott 
says. “He'll run across the field to hug a 
guy. He'll cut a flip when he’s excited. And I 
don’t give near the pregame talk he does.” 

For the salt to Hambrick’s pepper, 
USC has inside linebacker Shane Burn- 
ham, son of Gamecocks’ defensive coordi- 
nator Wally Burnham and the 
stereotypical “coach on the field.” 

Says Scott of the 5-11, 221-pounder, 
“He’s one of the smartest defensive play- 
ers I've ever seen. He knows everyone 
else’s job and keeps them in the right 
position. Everyone believes in No. 52.” 

Hambrick, Bumham and sophomore 
Corey Atkins — who Wally Burnham says 
reminds him of former Florida State All- 
American and current NFL linebacker 
Derrick Brooks — will operate behind a 
front four that’s “as close to an SEC look 
as we've had,” Scott says. To tackles 
Henry Taylor (6-1, 290) and Michael 
Maddox (6-4, 280) and end Selvesta 
Miller (6-2, 250) returning, USC adds 6-4, 
234-pound end John Abraham, a backup 
a year ago. 

But perhaps the biggest increase in 
talent is in the secondary, where the 
Gamecocks had plenty to begin with.

The Summerville, S.C., resident is 
also an academics superstar, maintaining 
honor roll status in business administra- 
tion.

And then there’s kicker/punter Court- 
ney Leavitt, who perhaps best personifies 
the Gamecocks’ on-again, off-again show- 
ing in 1996. Rated the No. 1 kicker in 
America out of high school, Leavitt strug- 
gled as a freshman. He made All-Fresh- 
man SEC, averaging 37.9 yards a punt 
and making 25-of-27 extra points, but he 
was 4-of-9 on field goals and had a punt 
blocked vs. Florida.

Quiet Vols Want to Walk the Walk, Not Talk First 


ennessee learned a valuable lesson last year: Walk before 

you talk. 

Since the SEC began divisional play in 1992, Tennessee 
has not won an SEC championship. It has not even won an East 
Division championship. 

Yet, the Vols, fresh off a No. 3 ranking, entered the 1996 
season talking national championship. 

“Let’s not be afraid to say ‘national champions,’ ” Tennessee 
quarterback Peyton Manning said before last season. 

You didn’t hear that talk coming out of Tennessee’s camp 
during this past off-season. Maybe trailing Florida 35-0 after 20 
minutes or losing to 25-point underdog Memphis last year had a 
humbling effect on the Vols. 

“You want to be hyped up,” Manning said. “You want to be 
picked No. 1. But after last year, I think the guys got too 
wrapped up into it. 

“This year, we've adopted a policy, ‘you've got to go out 
and kick tail before you can talk.’ That’s really the better way to 
do it. We're going to go out and try to win games and try to beat 
teams badly.” 

Tennessee coach Phillip Fulmer, who has the nation’s No. 2 
winning percentage among Division I-A coaches with at least five 
years of experience, has taken a first-things-first approach. How 
can you talk about taking the national title if you’re not even the 
Beast of the East? 

“We have business to take care of first in order to improve as 
a football team,” Fulmer said. “We have specific goals at specific 
times of the year. We need to take care of first things first.” 

Yet, with the euphoria in Knoxville over Manning bypassing the

Is this the year Tennessee finally gets the last laugh? 

Florida has demoralized Tennessee the past three seasons. 
The Gators led the Vols 35-0 with 10 minutes left in the first half 
last season at Neyland Stadium. Two years ago, the Gators 
outscored Tennessee 48-7 in the final 31 minutes for a 62-37 
victory. Three years ago, Florida won 31-0 in Knoxville. 

And Florida has been practically unbeatable under coach 
Steve Spurrier at Florida Field, the venue for this year’s Ten- 
nessee-Florida contest. But when you have the nation’s best quar- 
terback and the SEC’s No. 1 defense, you have a chance. 

Manning promises to be better than last season, when he 
completed 64 percent of his passes for 3,287 yards and 20 
touchdowns.

“People don’t understand how good of an athlete he is,” offen- 
sive coordinator David Cutcliffe said. “He’s a powerful athlete.” 

Cutcliffe thinks Manning can improve on his pass completion 
percentage, his long-ball accuracy and throwing on the run. 

“Wouldn't it be nice to see a quarterback complete 70 per- 
cent for a season?” Cutcliffe said. 

That could be an attainable goal. Manning has command of 
Tennessee's system, a stellar receiving group and a better offen- 
sive line than last year. 

“I feel I've improved every summer with the throwing, the 
lifting, the running,” said Manning, who has bulked up from 
195 as a sophomore to 222, and has increased his bench 
press from 235 to 330. 

Tennessee’s offense ranked second 
to Florida in total yards and scoring last 
year despite losing four offensive linemen 
to the NFL. 

This season, the Vols’ offense should be 
even better. Despite losing the school’s all- 
time leading receiver, Joey Kent, the Vols 
have perhaps the best group of receivers in 
the SEC. The line, which had 15 combined 
career starts entering last season, returns 
seven players with starting experience. 

The question mark is at tailback. The 
Vols searched all spring for a replacement 
for Jay Graham, who gained 2,200 yards

the last two years combined. Shawn 
Bryson and Mark Levine emerged as 
the top two candidates. Bryson is a 
power back with nice moves; Levine is 
a shifty scatback. 

“We might have tailbacks by commit- 
tee,” Fulmer said. 

Brian Darden, perhaps the most tal- 
ented of the tailbacks, broke a bone in his 
foot and missed the last two weeks of 
spring practice. Derrick Edmonds, con- 
verted from cornerback last season, had a 
mediocre spring. 

Bryson and Levine will have to prove 
themselves again in August against five 
incoming tailbacks, led by 220-pound 
Jamal Lewis, 215-pound Travis Henry 
and 180-pound Travis Stephens. 

Tennessee, which averaged more 
than 200 rushing yards per game four 
times this decade, averaged 125.8 rushing 
yards last season. That prompted Fulmer 


to implement his most physical spring 
practice ever, much of it aimed at tough- 
ening up the offensive line. 

“Last year, we converted about 75 
percent on third-and-2 or less,” said Ful- 
mer. “That’s not nearly good enough. On 
second-and-short, we were poor.” 

Tennessee, a traditional I-formation 
team, experimented with two-back and 
one-back alignments during the spring. 
The only scholarship fullback at spring 
practice was junior college transfer 
Phillip Crosby. 

Center Trey Teague and tackles 
Jarvis Reado and Chad Clifton anchor 
a line that could develop into one of 
the SEC’s best. All five starters return 
from 1996, and two other players have 
starting experience. 

“Last spring, we were really trying to 
reinvent the wheel everytime we broke 
the huddle,” offensive line coach Mark 


Bradley said. “Now, they're working on 
getting better at what they do instead of 
trying to learn what to do.” 

Even with the loss of Graham, the 
Vols might be more productive — or at 
least more consistent — on the ground. 

Receivers Marcus Nash and Peerless 
Price combined for 85 catches for 1,297 
yards last season. 

“I really feel like with Nash and Price, 
I've got the two best in the country com- 
ing back,” Manning said. “Price is the big 
hit this year. He’s the big surprise. And he 
knows it.” 

What is not known is if Price can 
overcome the broken fibula and conse- 
quent ligament damage he suffered in the 
spring game. 

But there’s more than just Nash 
and Price. Jeremaine “Slash” Copeland, 
who has split time as a quarterback / 
receiver/returner, is a full-time receiver. 
Copeland is elusive, has good hands, and, 
at 6-3, is an inviting target. 

Andy McCullough caught 24 passes 
last season. Senior Benjie Shuler, Heath’s 
younger brother, had his best spring. 

And freshman Eric Parker showed consid- 
erable skills. 

“You can’t sit there and say you'll be 
better at receiver when you talk about los- 
ing a Joey Kent,” Cutcliffe said. “But this 
group of receivers has a chance to be 
really balanced.” 

Last season, the Vols averaged a 
school-record 308.7 passing yards per 
game. Cutcliffe would prefer more bal- 
ance, but he also wants to take advantage 
of his offensive talent. 

“You've got to put your best weapons 
on the field,” Cutcliffe said. “If that means 
using four to five receivers in the game at 
the same time, we’re not afraid to do that. 

“The question may be, ‘What do we 
have to do to complement our defense?’ ” 

Maybe nothing. 

Tennessee returns seven starters from 
the SEC’s top-ranked defense, and two of 
them might get beat out. The Vols led the 
league in total defense, scoring defense 
and pass-defense efficiency — and should 
be improved. 

Fulmer has compared defensive end 
Leonard Little’s impact to former Vol All- 
American Reggie White. Little will proba- 
bly be positioned at middle linebacker on 
some running downs this season. 

End Jonathan Brown, who had six 
sacks last season, and tackle Bill Duff are 
dependable starters who must fight to 
keep their jobs. Shaun Ellis, Corey Terry, 
Darwin Walker and Jeff Coleman provide

SPRING UPDATE 


ennessee’s spring practice ended on 

a sour note when wide receiver 

Peerless Price broke his right ankle 
while catching a 42-yard touchdown pass 
from Peyton Manning in the Orange & 
White game April 19. 

Price also tore two ligaments in his 
ankle and could miss this season. Vols 
coach Phillip Fulmer mentioned the possi- 
bility that Price, who will be a junior, 
might redshirt. 

Normal recovery time for a broken 
ankle is nine months, meaning Price 
wouldn’t be healthy until January. Six 
months is considered a quick recovery. 
Tennessee’s first game is Aug. 30 against 
Texas Tech. 

Price was wearing a green jersey, 
which means he’s off-limits to contact. A 
walk-on cornerback tried to strip Price of 
the ball after Price crossed the goal line, 
and the two collided. 

Fulmer said wideouts Marcus Nash, 
Jeremaine Copeland, Andy McCullough, 
Benjie Shuler and freshman Eric Parker 
must step up. 

“It’s very difficult to have just one go- 
to guy,” Fulmer said. 

¢ By the end of the spring game, 15 
Vols were out with injuries. Ten are 
potential starters. 

“It’s the athletic equivalent of Pearl 
Harbor,” UT trainer Mike Rollo said. 

Fulmer said he’s optimistic about 
everyone returning except Price and 
guard Spencer Riley, who had back 
surgery in January. 

“T'd say we'd be extremely fortunate 
if everybody got back 100 percent,” Ful- 
mer said. 

¢ Tori Noel, a starting safety, tore the 
lateral collateral ligament on the outside 
of his right knee the week before spring 
practice and had surgery in March. 

Defensive ends Jonathan Brown 
(stress fracture in right foot) and Shaun 
Ellis (swelling in left knee) had surgery in 
late April. 

¢ Fulmer said the Volunteers did not 
answer concerns at tailback, tight end and 
linebacker. 

“T still don’t see anybody breaking 
that tackle and going the distance, which 
is something we're looking for,” Fulmer 
said of the tailbacks. “We need a running 
back that can hit the home run.”

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Wish May Come True For Fair 


T he branches of Terry Fair’s fam- 
ily tree are filled with athletes. 
Older brother Brian started three 
years for Connecticut in basketball. Old- 
est brother Quinton, who some thought 
was better than Brian, was nominated 
for the McDonald’s high school All- 
America team and played junior college 
basketball for two years. 

Uncle Freddie Carr was a star line- 
backer at UTEP and for the Green Bay 
Packers. Cousin Shelby Hill was a Play- 
boy All-America receiver at Syracuse. 

“There are a lot of good athletes in 
our family,” said Fair. 

None better than Fair, however. The 
Tennessee senior from Phoenix, Ariz., is 
one of the top cornerbacks in the SEC. 
He was second in the league in punt 
returns last year. In high school, he made 
all-state in basketball, high jumped 6-8, 
and was a two-way star in football. 

He came to Tennessee wanting to 
play offense. Despite his achievements 
on defense, he may finally get his wish 


quality and depth at end. Billy Ratliffe, 
Ron Green and Buck Buxton are good 
enough to start. 

Ellis, who sat out last season as a par- 
tial qualifier, is 6-4, 280, and runs a 4.6. 
Teammate Tori Noel describes Ellis as “a 
beast.” Terry is a pass-rushing terror. 
Walker is a transfer from North Carolina 
State who could play end or tackle. 

Tennessee should have its most domi- 
nant defensive front since White’s senior 
season in 1983. 

Tennessee won't settle on a line- 
backer rotation until August — if then. 
Outside linebacker Al Wilson is the lead- 
ing returning tackler. Shawn Johnson 
started in the middle during the spring 
because of Little’s knee injury, but he’ll be 
a backup if Little is shifted to the middle. 

The other outside linebacker might be 
Raynoch Thompson, a partial qualifier last 
year who ran with the first unit in spring 
drills. He has excellent speed and packs a 
punch, but lacks experience. Eric West- 
moreland, a converted safety, worked 
behind Wilson in the spring, but could 
play in Thompson's spot. 

Tennessee lost Raymond Austin and 
Jason Parker in the secondary. What does 


this season. The Vols may use Fair on a 
limited basis at receiver. 

Fair is explosive with the football. 
He had two 86-yard punt returns last 
season for touchdowns, igniting victories 
over UCLA and Arkansas. He also 
returned a fumble 47 yards for a touch- 
down against UNLV. 

“Terry has natural ability,” Ten- 
nessee coach Phillip Fulmer said. 

“As he’s gained experience, he’s used 
that ability to make plays that can 
impact a game. He could be a really 
quality receiver if he wasn’t playing in 
the secondary.” 

Secondary coach Kevin Ramsey com- 
pares Fair’s footwork and backpedaling 
ability to “making music.” 

“With defensive backs, it’s about 
changing directions, and he can do that 
with a lot of suddenness,” Ramsey said. 
“He’s got great balance. And he’s able 
to finish. He can make the play on the 
ball, whether it’s batting one down or 
reeling one in with the interception.” Q

Secondary coach Kevin Ramsey feels 
he’s got more defensive backs with man- 
to-man coverage skills than he’s had in his 
two previous seasons at Tennessee.

mS Must Improve If Wins To Follow 


oody Widenhofer, a proven defensive architect for 
most of his career, knows exactly what not to do with 
the Vanderbilt offense. 

Now, it’s a matter of figuring out what to do with a unit that 
has absolutely no way to go but up. 

It doesn’t take an offensive genius to spot the problems 
that have plagued the Commodores on the offensive side of 
the football for nearly a decade, and more significantly the last 
two seasons. 

Widenhofer has had a prime seat observing the struggle from 
across the ball since joining the staff as the defensive coordinator 
in 1995. He formulated his blueprint for the offense by first toss- 
ing out the game plan of his former boss, Rod Dowhower. 

“We've got to do a better job of utilizing the talent we have 
on offense,” said Widenhofer, who was elevated to head coach in 
December after Dowhower was forced out. “I honestly believe 
we've got some good athletes on that side of the ball, but they 
haven't had a chance to show what they can do. It’s been frus- 
trating for them, and one of my main goals is to make football 
fun again for every player on this team.” 

If Vanderbilt has talent on offense, Dowhower did a splendid 
job of hiding it. He tried desperately to force his pro-style passing 
game on a team that simply didn’t have the personnel to pull it 
off — a quarterback who couldn’t throw and very few receivers 
who could catch. 

Dowhower’s stubborn determination to airlift the Com- 
modores out of their offensive woes never got off the ground. 
The players who had been recruited for four seasons by former 
coach Gerry DiNardo to run the I-Bone never caught on, and 
Vanderbilt's offense finished dead last in Division I-A last season.

Middle 
linebacker Jamie Duncan’s decision to 
return for his final year of eligibility was a 
huge lift. 
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POTENTIAL PROBLEM: The offense. Every 
aspect of it. The Commodores haven't been 
able fo generate any firepower in many 
years, but at least were able in the past to 
run the ball with some consistency. Last year 
Vanderbilt couldn’t even rely on that. 

OVERVIEW: Widenhofer’s charisma has 
already rubbed off on his team and enthusi- 
asm is at a high. He says restoring confi- 
dence in the defense during his two years as 
the coordinator was a key in the progress 
that was made. He hopes the same will hap- 
pen now that he has the offensive players 
carrying their heads high again. 


Widenhofer’s no offensive wizard like many had labeled his 
predecessor. The former Pittsburgh Steelers defensive coordina- 
tor realizes his limitations on that side of the ball and is depending 
on his common sense to launch his attack. 

“I plan to do the things that I have had the most trouble 
defending over the years,” Widenhofer said. “The option, for 
instance, can be tough to stop, so we'll put that back in and 
use it some. There are plenty of other things that have given 
me headaches that | can vividly remember, and that’s where 
we'll start.” 

After receiving the head coaches’ whistle, Widenhofer wasted 
no time elevating former running backs coach Ed Lambert, a 
holdover from Dowhower's and DiNardo’s staff, to offensive 
coordinator and gave him, along with quarterbacks/receivers 
coach Jeff Rutledge, more decision-making power with the 
offense, something neither had under Dowhower. 

“We've got one of the best coaching staffs in the country — 
on both sides of the ball,” Widenhofer said. “I’m convinced of 
that. These guys just need a chance to show what they can do.” 

Widenhofer, apparently, isn’t the only one with a high opin- 
ion of his staff. He spent much of the winter answering inquiries 
from other coaches, both in the NFL and at other colleges, want- 
ing to hire his assistants. Rutledge turned down an offer from 
Dan Reeves to join the Atlanta Falcons staff and passed on a 
chance to discuss a position with Bill Parcells when he took over 
at the New York Jets. 

Lambert had offers on the table at other schools, and tight 
ends/special teams coach Ken Whisenhunt left the VU staff to 
join the New England Patriots. 

It will take a talented staff to rescue this offense. Twice last 
season the Commodores failed to gain 
100 yards of total offense in a single game. 
And only twice did VU gain more yards 
than the opposition. Both of those efforts 
came against schools that had recently 
moved from Division I-AA to I-A, North 
Texas and UAB. 

Many of Vanderbilt’s players admitted 
after Dowhower left that they had lost con- 
fidence in his scheme long ago. That's why 
the team, particularly the offensive players, 
were bubbling with enthusiasm during 
spring practice.

“We're happy again,” said senior 
quarterback Damian Allen, a returning 
starter. “There are so many things that the 
coaches have done since last season that 
will help our offense. A lot of basic things.” 

Allen may have been the most frus- 
trated player in Dowhower’s system. The 
blocking by his offensive line was no 
match against most Southeastern Confer- 
ence teams, yet all the passing plays were 


designed for Allen to take at least a seven- 
step drop. There were plenty of times 
when blitzing linebackers beat Allen to the 
pocket. They simply waited on him, lick- 
ing their chops. Widenhofer’s common 
sense approach has Allen releasing the 
ball in one swift motion. He'll take the 
snap from center and immediately start 
looking for a receiver. 

“Yeah, I’m pretty happy about being 


able to take a two- or three-step drop or 
even less. Who wouldn't be?” Allen says. 
“That's going to make a huge difference. 
Everything is going to be so much 
quicker. Things will happen a lot faster 
on offense, and we really need that. 
Plus, they're going to let me move the 
pocket. I'll be able to get out on the 
perimeter because my running is one 

of my strengths.” 

Allen may be able to elude the pres- 
sure from some defenders this season, but 
he better be braced for a challenge from 
sophomore quarterback Jamail Carter, 
who is also better-suited for the rollout 
pass and likes to run with the ball when 
no one’s open. 

“] think Jamail Carter can be an out- 
standing quarterback in this offense,” 
Widenhofer said. “The kind of athletic 
ability that he has is exactly what we're 
looking for at this position.” 

Whichever quarterback wins the start- 
ing assignment, he'll have the best 
receiver in recent Commodore history to 
throw to in Todd Yoder. The 6-5 sopho- 
more has beefed up to 215 pounds after 
leading the team with 21 catches for 471 
yards, a 22.4-yard average per catch. 

But the numbers can’t begin to tell 
the story on Yoder, who has a knack for 
making big catches. He hauled in a 50- 
yard TD that gave Notre Dame a scare in 
a 14-7 Irish victory and a 62-yarder 
against Tennessee in another 14-7 heart- 
breaking loss. 

And Yoder wasn’t the only freshman 
who made some noise at receiver. Zach 
Winkler, Billy Miller and Tavarus Hogans 
each had their moments and could help 
the passing game develop. 

Every other position on the offense 
has players who have not proven them- 
selves, even at running back, a position 
that used to be a bright spot for the Com- 
modores. Last year three players — Alvin 
Duke, Jason Dunnavant and Marcus A. 
Williams — split the time at tailback, and 
all three weren’t able to rush for 1,000 
yards combined. 

Widenhofer wants one player to step 
up and take over and that will probably be 
Duke, who has the best combination of 
quickness and moves. Dunnavant, who 
has a knack for fumbling, won’t have to 
worry about that as much since he’s 
moved to fullback along with Williams. 

Widenhofer has made it clear that 
he will give highly touted incoming fresh- 
man running back Jimmy Williams from 
Baton Rouge, La., a chance when he 
arrives on campus. Also, junior tailback

pring practice for Vanderbilt's foot- 

ball team was like a telephone com- 

mercial — the Commodores 
reached out and touched someone. 
Nearly every practice included full-contact 
drills, which was a change from the two 
years under former coach Rod 
Dowhower, when very little hitting took 
place. 

“The only way to get your players 
conditioned for the season, particularly 
the offensive and defensive linemen, is to 
have them hit in practice,” said new 
coach Woody Widenhofer. 

¢ Widenhofer announced during the 
spring that he will change the uniforms. 
The new duds will mimic the Pittsburgh 
Steelers’ uniforms. Widenhofer served on 
the Pittsburgh staff for 11 seasons. 

The only difference will have Vandy’s 
metallic gold where the Steelers have yel- 
low stripes. The gold helmets won't be 
changed. 

¢ Freshman offensive lineman Kyle 
Gullahorn accidentally fell to his death on 
March 22. After arguing with his girl- 
friend, Gullahorn knocked out a window 
in a dormitory stairwell and fell nearly six 
stories. Widenhofer said Gullahorn, who 
redshirted last year, would have been a 
starter at some point this season. 

¢ Starting cornerback Fred Vinson 
missed all of spring practice after under- 
going two hernia surgeries. He is 
expected back for the fall season. 

¢ Jeff Barnett, the team’s starting 
center, and his backup Jim Anguiano, 
missed much of spring practice because 
of injuries, but will be ready for the fall.

¢ The kicking game got a needed 
boost when Kevin Whitehurst announced 
he will walk on with the Commodores. 
Whitehurst was a four-sport star at Brent- 
wood High School near Nashville who 
averaged 41.5 yards per punt and con- 
nected on 12 of 15 field goals, including 
a 55-yarder and a 52-yarder.

Tyrone Yarbrough is back in the mix 
after missing last season with double 
Achilles tendon surgery. 

The starting fullback will be Paul 
Morgan, a bruising 225-pounder who 
disappeared the last two seasons in a 
Dowhower offense that eliminated 
his position.

The throng 
of players vying for the other four posi- 
tions on the line must improve drastically 
for the Commodores to make any strides.

orey Chavous is catching on to 
¢ Vanderbilt's new offense. 
And he’s a defensive back. 

Chavous is so excited about the 
prospects of the Commodore’s offense 
taking off that he wants to be a part of 
it. He will try his hand(s) at wide receiver 
this fall, hoping to help new head coach 
Woody Widenhofer revive the attack. 

Chavous, a senior, has started every 
game at cornerback since he has been at 
Vanderbilt and insists he won’t be shirk- 
ing his defensive duties in his effort to 
help the offense. 

He led the Commodores with 
three interceptions and recorded 49 
tackles last year. He and the coach are 
eager, however, to take advantage of 
Chavous’ versatility. 

“Corey’s a great athlete and it just 
makes sense to me that we take advan- 
tage of his ability on both sides of the 
ball,” Widenhofer said. “I’ve coached 
him on defense the last two years and I 
know what he can do. It’s something I

Chavous has spent time nearly every 
day practicing his receiving routes. It 
didn’t take long, of course, to learn the 
patterns considering has seen them in 
practice each day. 

Chavous says he won't allow his 
added duties to hinder his performance 
on defense. The 6-0, 198-pounder has 
his eye on a career in the NFL, and 
that’s far more important than any glory 
that might come from catching passes. 

“Actually, I believe playing receiver 
will enhance my play on defense,” 
Chavous said. “I will be able to better 
understand what those guys on the 
other side of the ball are thinking.” Q 


tles appear ready to fill the big shoes left 
behind by Eric Vance and DeReal Finklin 
at the two safety positions. Batten played 
enough last year when Vance was hurt to 
finish as the team’s second-leading return- 
ing tackler. 

Stallworth isn’t the only lineman get- 
ting attention heading into the new sea- 
son. Redshirt freshman tackle Ryan Aulds 
made plenty of noise in spring drills and 
could be the next standout on this unit.

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ike DuBose is family, and if you know much about 
Alabama football, you know what that means. 
He grew up in Alabama. 

He became one of “Bear’s Boys” by playing for legendary 
Tide coach Paul “Bear” Bryant as a linebacker and defensive 
lineman on three Southeastern Conference championship 
teams — one of which won a national title. 

He became an assistant coach in 1983 on Ray Perkins’ 
Alabama staff immediately following Bryant's retirement. 

After he left for three years as an NFL assistant, he came 
back in 1990 as part of that all-star staff assembled under 
head coach Gene Stallings, a staff that included Bryant assis- 
tants such as Mal Moore and Bill Oliver. 

Preserving “family” is important to Crimson Tiders, which 
is why, when Stallings announced his intention to retire after 
beating Auburn last fall, DuBose became the overwhelming 
choice of the “family” to succeed him. 

“Guys like him, who had the opportunity to play for 
Coach Bryant, they form a backbone, give you a foundation,” 
said Bill Oliver, who, before leaving Tuscaloosa to become 
Auburn’s defensive coordinator, was the family’s heir-apparent 
to become head coach of the Crimson Tide. 

“That's how I know he'll do a good job. He understands. 
He'll do a great job. I guarantee it.” 

DuBose succeeds Stallings, who stepped down after doing 
more than just winning one national championship and four 
Southeastern Conference West Division titles. What Stallings 
did was restore a sense of unity to an Alabama football pro- 
gram that is more like a grassroots political party in the state 
than an athletic team. 

Stallings was able to reunite the party faithful after eight 
years of splintering caused by the perceived outsider, Bill 
Curry, and the stone-cold personality of Ray Perkins. 

Never mind that the program was still extremely successful 
on the field under the previous coaches. There were no 
national championships, only one SEC title, and a general 
feeling of unrest permeated the Tide faithful. 

Stallings was able to restore that, which is why, to some 
people, keeping the job within the “family” was crucial, even 
though it was under Stallings’ watch that the NCAA came 
down on the Tide. 
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Stallings stuck with the program 
through the investigation and probation, 
and to make the transition as seamless as 
possible, made his decision to retire early. 

Athletic director Bob Bockrath found 
out in a hurry how much passion and sig- 
nificance was steeped in the Alabama 
family element. The minute Stallings 
made his announcement, Bockrath’s 
phone and fax never stopped ringing. 

“I promise you, I know how big a deal 
this is,” said Bockrath, who had not even 
been on the job six months when he was 
forced to make the biggest hire possible. 
“Some have said this position is the most 
influential and powerful position in the 
state of Alabama, and I’m not going to 
debate whether it is or isn’t. Surely, it’s got 
to be right up there. So I understand that.” 

The power of the family was 
behind DuBose. 

“It was overwhelming, the support for 
me,” DuBose said. “A great deal was for 
the idea of what the fans wanted. I know 
that. I just happened to be the right guy at 
the right time. 

“... Understand, I wanted to be head 
coach at Alabama. But I also understood, 
as an alumnus, that (university president) 
Dr. (Andrew) Sorenson and Bob Bockrath 
were charged with finding the best coach 
possible. If that turned out to be me, I was 
happy. If not, | would also be happy, 
because | knew they would get the man 
they felt was the best man for the job.” 

The 43-year-old native of Opp, Ala., 
took an unlikely road to getting what is 
one of the top jobs in all of college foot- 
ball. After ending his playing career at 
Alabama in the 1975 Orange Bowl and 
serving a one-season graduate assistant- 
ship, DuBose became assistant head 
coach at Fairhope High School. 

He was named head coach at 
Fairhope in 1978, and after two seasons 
got a call from Oliver, who had been one 
of his defensive coaches at Alabama and 
had became head football coach at the 
University of Tennessee-Chattanooga. 

“He was, really and truly, the first 
coach I hired,” Oliver said. “What 
impressed me was how he had stayed up 
to date with the game. 

“I knew he wanted to go on from 
Chattanooga and make that step to the 
next level. He told me one day, ‘I'll be 
coaching at Alabama or Auburn one of 
these days.’ ” 

DuBose said he was never afraid to 
dream a little. 

“You always hear that you shouldn't 
be afraid to dream,” DuBose said. “When

So intent was DuBose in that dream 
that he was not in the least concemed when 
he went in for his interview with Bockrath. 


just felt good. The only concern I had was 
how much it was going to cost me, how 


much I was going to have to pay them to 
let me take this job.” 

Wayne Hall, a former Alabama team- 
mate who wound up coaching against 
DuBose as an assistant at cross-state rival 
Auburn, said the Tide couldn’t have made 
a better choice. 

“He’s the best choice they've got,” Hall 
said. “What other choice is there? Give me 
another choice that could be better. 

“He’s a good football coach, and he 
cares about his school and he cares 
about his players. What else is there? 
You might be able to go out and get one 
that’s a little flashier, but you won't find 
one that’s better.” 

DuBose has proven himself as a 
defensive line coach, producing five NFL 
first-rounders in Emmanuel King, Jon 
Hand, Cornelius Bennett, John Copeland 
and Eric Curry. 

He’s also gained a reputation for his 
ability to coordinate a defensive philoso- 
phy. DuBose was largely responsible for 
the decision by the Alabama staff to aban- 
don the 3-4 defense (which they used to 
lead the nation in defense during the early 
1990s) to be in the forefront of changing 
to an attacking 4-3 defense. It worked, 
with which Alabama's defense again 
ranked among the best in the nation. 

Now, of course, he takes on the 
added responsibility of offense, and win- 
ning championships. 

“I know I’m accountable for the pro- 
gram,” DuBose said. “I think one of my 
strengths is the ability to listen. I’ve always 
believed two heads are better than one, 
and nine heads are better than two. So I 
want a staff that will have input. 

“Ultimately, of course, someone has to 
make a decision, and that will be my job.” 

He began putting his own stamp on 
the program right away, instituting a 
tougher off-season conditioning program 
and revamping how practices are con- 
ducted in an effort to make better use of 
NCAA time limits. 

“I'm excited,” DuBose said. “Coach 
Stallings has done a great job with this 
program. He’s won a national champi- 
onship. There are a lot of positives 
already established here. The key, for me, 
is consistency, to do it year in and year 
out, the way it used to be. 

“At the same time, I know it’s harder 
now than it used to be. But that’s the goal 
and the challenge.” 

It's the dream of every member of the 
Alabama family. DuBose understands that. 

After all, he’s one of their own.

ennessee assis- 
tant coach David 
eT Cutcliffe wasn’t 
sure if he’d ever see another Cornelius 
Bennett. Then, he met Leonard Little. 
Cutcliffe went on a recruiting trip to 
Asheville, N.C., in the early 1990s to 
see linebacker Craig King. But then he 
spotted King’s 190-pound teammate 
running the 110 high hurdles in track. 
“Td never seen a young kid with his 
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size run like he could run,” Cutcliffe said. 

Except for Bennett. As a high 
school coach in Birmingham, Ala., Cut- 
cliffe stood on the wrong side of the 
field watching Bennett. Then, when 
Tennessee hired Cutcliffe as a graduate 
assistant in 1982, Cutcliffe recruited 
Bennett for the Vols. Bennett signed 
with Alabama instead and became a 
future NFL Hall-of-Famer with the Buf- 
falo Bills. 

“With Leonard, you knew you had 
the opportunity for a rare athlete,” Cut- 
cliffe said. 

How rare? Cutcliffe wanted Ten- 
nessee linebackers coach John Chavis 
to see Little play, even though Little 


was playing wingback. Well, Little 
rushed for 150 yards and scored four 
touchdowns — on five carries. 

“People don’t realize, Leonard Lit- 
tle was a great offensive threat running 
and catching the ball in high school,” 
Cutcliffe said. 

Now, Little is a threat to offenses. 
Tennessee’s All-America defensive end 
has bulked up to 245 pounds on a 6-3 
frame. He has run 40 yards in 4.38 
seconds. In the past two seasons, he’s 
had 19.5 sacks, 19 tackles for losses, 
and 95 total tackles in 19 starts. 

Tennessee coach Phillip Fulmer has 
compared Little’s defensive impact to 
NFL great Reggie White, a former Vol. 


1997 


Little’s impact will be felt all over 
the field this season. While Little recov- 
ered from a torn anterior cruciate liga- 
ment in his right knee during the spring, 
Vol coaches plotted how best to use his 
considerable skills. 

Chavis, the Vols’ defensive coordi- 
nator, wants to play Little at middle 
linebacker on running downs — so 
teams can’t run away from him — and 
defensive end on passing downs. 

Tennessee learned early last season 
that leaving Little at right defensive end 
was counterproductive. In the second 
game of the season against UCLA, Little 
said he was double-teamed on every snap. 

“The coaches realize they have to 
move me around and not let offenses 
know where I am,” Little said. 

On the same series this season, it 
will not be surprising to see Little play 
middle linebacker, outside linebacker 
and defensive end. 

“T'll do what's best for the team,” 
Little said. “I think I'll enjoy middle line- 
backer. But it’s something I'll have to 
get used to. You get blocked all the 
time. I’m not used to that.” 

In truth, Little prefers outside line- 
backer. But Chavis doesn’t want Little 
spending too much time in pass coverage. 
He wants Little playing upfield, making life 
miserable for tailbacks and quarterbacks. 

A junior college product, Little 
enrolled at Tennessee in January of 
1995 and balked when asked to play 
defensive end. 

“When I first moved to defensive end, 
I didn’t like it,” Little said. “I was like, 
‘Man, I can’t play this position.’ I thought I 
was too small. | didn’t like the contact stuff 
with the offensive linemen all the time. | 
didn't like rushing the passer. 

“But I learned to love it because I 
got used to it.” 

Chavis is confident Little will make a 
smooth transition from end to linebacker. 

“Leonard is a quick, quick learner,” 
Chavis said. “He understands football. 
He has a great feel for the game. 
Leonard’s going to be a natural any- 
where you put him. He’s going to make 
plays other guys can’t make because of 
his athleticism.” 

Little’s athleticism made him one of 
the nation’s most coveted linebacker 
prospects in 1992. He was recruited by 
Notre Dame, Southern Cal, almost 
every school except one — Alabama.

He’s still annoyed that the Crimson 
Tide snubbed him. 

“I want to show them every time we 
play them, they should have recruited 
me,” Little said. 


Little picked Tennessee over Clem- 
son. He practiced two weeks with the 
Vols before UT realized he didn’t pass 
enough core courses. In that short time, 
however, the Vols knew they had a spe- 
cial talent. He already was No. 2 on the 
depth chart at outside linebacker and 
would have played as a true freshman. 

Cutcliffe remembers Little’s first day 
as a freshman. During a vertical jump 
test, Little leaped so high, he cut a gash 
in his hand coming down on the mea- 
suring bar, which was stationed 38 
inches from the floor. 
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Little was dispatched to Coffeyville 
(Kan.) Community College, where he red- 
shirted in 1993 and was a terror in 1994. 
He won a starting job in the spring of 
1995 at Tennessee, wearing a unique 
number for a defensive end, No. 1. 

His uncle, Edward Little, died while 
Little was at Coffeyville. Little won't dis- 
cuss details of the death. But he said his 
uncle’s favorite number was No. 1, and 
that his uncle was his No. 1 fan. 

No. 1 made his mark early at Ten- 
nessee, recording 11 sacks as a sopho- 
more while playing a new position. 

Last fall, Little examined his NFL 
options. He asked the well-connected 
Archie Manning, father of Tennessee 
quarterback Peyton Manning, to 
explore his value with NFL teams. 
Archie reported that Little would be a 
first-round draft choice, but exactly how 
high was unknown. 

Then, Little torn his ACL against 
South Carolina on Nov. 2. Any 
thoughts of turning pro dissipated. But 
Little said he probably would have 
returned anyway. He had promised his 
mother he would be the first of her 
seven children to get a college degree. 

Little means as much to Tennessee’s 
defense as Peyton Manning does to the 
offense. After Little’s season-ending 
injury, football practice was like a funeral 
parlor. The next week, Tennessee lost for 
the first time ever to in-state opponent 
Memphis, a 25-point underdog. 

“Emotionally, he is our leader on 
defense,” Cutcliffe said. “He has that 
motor and ability to make big plays that 
ignite everybody on the team. It was 
like seeing a great warrior go down.” 

Now, the warrior will roam the field 
at different positions, making it more 
difficult for offenses to contain him. 

Cutcliffe said Little makes it chal- 
lenging to prepare a game plan. 

“Off the edge, he takes a matchup 
with a tackle and makes it a bad one 
with speed, and he takes a matchup 
with a back in pass protection and 
makes it a bad one with power,” Cut- 
cliffe said. 

“There’s no question, if I played 
him, I'd double-team him. I’m not going 
to let him take a guy and totally intimi- 
date one player and dominate a game, 
because he’s capable of doing that.” 

Whether he’s at middle linebacker, 
outside linebacker or defensive end. 
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Ithough the SEC has a rich bow! tradition, the league's 1996 perfor- 

mance was downright historic. Five games, five wins. The perfect 

bowl record was something the league hadn't accomplished in 
almost 40 years. And the only other time the SEC has managed to bowl a strike, 
back in 1957, it played in just three games. 

That 5-for-5 sweep was a big reason why five SEC teams finished ranked 
in the Top 25 last season, led, of course, by No. 1 Florida. The Gators’ stunning, 
52-20 rout of Florida State in the Sugar Bowl to win the national championship 
was a perfect cap for a perfect postseason, as an SEC school captured the 
national championship for the first time since 1992 ... and the Gators became 
the first team other than Alabama to turn the trick since Georgia in 1980. 

Tennessee beat Northwestern in the Florida Citrus Bowl and ranked No. 9 
in the final polls, Alabama beat Michigan in the Outback and wound up No. 11. 
LSU edged Clemson in the Peach to end up No. 12. Auburn held off Army in the 
Independence to slip in at No. 24. 

Moreover, the SEC had the nation’s best non-league record at 27-9, a 
.750 winning percentage. The SEC had a winning record against each league 
except Conference USA; that mark was 4-4. In the 1990s, the SEC is 180-62-3 
outside the league, tops in Division 1-A. 

Ifs all the kind of stuff that the league can only hope to duplicate in 1997. The 
only way to top it would be to place two teams in the Bowl Alliance, opening spots for 
six teams in bowl games ... and then have all of the teams win in the postseason. 


BOWL TIES 


The SEC is once again assured of at least five teams in bow! games, pro- 
vided five feams have a winning record. 

The SEC champion gets one of six automatic berths in the lucrative Bowl 
Alliance, which pays each team at least $8 million. Champions of the Big 12, 
Atlantic Coast and Big East also get an automatic bid. Two teams are selected on an 
at-large basis, meaning the SEC could get two teams into the Bowl Alliance.

TOP CATS 


Last year, only eight players who were consensus All-SEC first-team returned. 
But this year, 13 are back, including eight on defense and the entire front four. 

The All-SEC defensive linemen are Leonard Little of Tennessee, Michael 
Myers of Alabama, Ed Chester of Florida and Chuck Wiley of LSU. Linebackers 
are Takeo Spikes of Auburn and Jamie Duncan of Vanderbilt. Defensive backs 
Deshea Townsend of Alabama and Terry Fair of Tennessee made All-SEC. 

On offense, All-SEC returners are running back Kevin Faulk and offensive 
linemen Alan Faneca of LSU and Jamar Nesbit of South Carolina. Jaret Holmes 
of Auburn and Jeff Hall of Tennessee tied for the placekicking position. 


10-WIN SEASONS 


LSU's victory over Clemson in the Peach Bowl marked only the fifth time the 
Bengals have won 10 games in a season, and just the second time since 1961. 

By contrast, 10-win seasons are common for Alabama, which has done it 
25 times, including five of the last six years and 16 times since 1971. 

Tennessee, which had consecutive 10-win seasons for the first time since 
1971-72, is second to Alabama in the SEC with 13 10-win seasons. 

Georgia has won at least 10 games 11 times, followed by Arkansas (9), 
Auburn (8), Florida (5), LSU (5), Mississippi (5), Kentucky (2), Mississippi 
State (1) and South Carolina (1). 

Each of Florida’s 10-win seasons have occurred under coach Steve 
Spurrier in the 1990s. 

Four SEC teams were 10-game winners in 1996: national champion 
Florida (12-1), Tennessee (10-2), Alabama (10-3) and LSU (10-2). 


LEAVING EARLY 


Florida, which didn’t have a player declare early for the NFL draft last sea- 
son, was hit harder by early departures than any other SEC team this year. 
Receivers lke Hilliard and Reidel Anthony, projected first-round draft choices, 
chose to play for pay. 

Only two other SEC players turned pro early: Alabama linebacker Dwayne 
Rudd and Tennessee receiver Mo Staley, although Staley had been suspended 
from the team in 1996 and was not on scholarship. 

Of course, the shocker was Vols quarterback Peyton Manning deciding to 
stay at Tennessee although he probably would have been the No. 1 overall pick 
in the draft. Manning has a $5 million-plus insurance policy against a career- 
ending injury. 

Others who stayed, but were tempted: LSU tailback Kevin Faulk, Georgia 
tailback Robert Edwards, and the Tennessee duo of defensive end Leonard Little 
and receiver Marcus Nash. 


INDISPENSABLE 


These are players a team could least afford to lose, not always the best 
player on the team. For example, Kevin Faulk is LSU's top player, but the Tigers 
are deep at tailback. They are not deep at quarterback, where Herb Tyler has 
guided the team to a 14-2 record in two years ... and one of those losses came 
when he was hurt early in the game.

THE MISSES 


SEC teams play eight conference games: five within their six-team division, 
two permanent opponents in the other division, and one rotating opponent in the 
other division. The rotation occurs every two years. Thus, last season's SEC 
schedule is the same as this season, except for the venues. 

Mississippi State has the advantage of avoiding the two best teams in the 
league: Florida and Tennessee. Georgia dodges three of the top four teams in the 
West Division. Alabama misses three of the top four teams in the East Division. 

Tennessee doesn’t play Auburn or LSU, giving it a slight edge over Florida, 
which doesn’t play Alabama. However, Tennessee must play at Florida, at 
Alabama, and at Arkansas. Florida’s toughest road games are ot LSU, Auburn 
and Georgia (at Jacksonville, a neutral site). 

The toughest schedules belong to Arkansas (at Alabama, at Florida, at 
LSU), Ole Miss (at Auburn, at Tennessee, at LSU) and Kentucky. The Wildcats’ 
slate is rough because most of their seemingly winnable games are on the road. 
They host Florida, Alabama, LSU and Tennessee. 

The Tide has the easiest ride. It plays Tennessee and LSU at home and 
faces just one contender on the road, Auburn. Georgia opens with four home 
games, but plays on the road against Tennessee and Florida.

Who can blame Vanderbilt for playing a weak non-conference schedule? 
Arkansas, Mississippi State and Mississippi also found relatively easy targets. 

Alabama upgraded its usual patsy slate with bowl-bound Houston and 
Southern Miss. Florida plays Southern Miss and Florida State. Tennessee has the 
toughest non-league schedule. The Vols host Texas Tech, visit UCLA and chal- 
lenge Southern Miss in Knoxville. 

Overall, SEC teams play only six quality outside opponents: FSU, Notre 
Dame, UCLA, Virginia, Clemson and Texas Tech. The only other opponent to 
play in a bowl game last year was Houston.

CHANGING OF THE COACHES 


Last year, six SEC teams had new defensive coordinators, two had new 
Offensive coordinators, but only one, Georgia, changed its head coach. 

This year, the rollover was with head coaches. Gene Stallings retired affer seven 
years at Alabama and turned the reigns over fo defensive coordinator Mike DuBose. 

Kentucky fired Bill Curry and hired Hal Mumme from Division II Valdosta State. 

Vanderbilt canned offensive-minded Rod Dowhower affer two mindless 
Offensive seasons, and hired defensive guru Woody Widenhofer, who orches- 
trated the nation’s 28th-best defense. 

Only Florida, Tennessee, Georgia, LSU, Mississippi State and South Car- 
Olina have the same head coach and coordinators as last season. Auburn lost 
its offensive coordinator, and Arkansas finally hired one (Kay Stephenson, for- 
merly head coach of the Buffalo Bills), 


TEAMS OF THE °90s: 


Only Alabama in the 1970s has dominated a decade in the SEC the way 
Florida has controlled the 1990s. 

The Gators have won the SEC or had the league's best record in 1990, 
1991, 1993, 1994, 1995 and 1996. They have won the SEC championship 
game four years in a row. They have won the East all five years since the SEC 
went fo divisional play. They have not lost an SEC game since falling to Auburn 
in October 1994, going 19-0. In fact, Auburn is the only SEC team to beat 
Florida since Alabama won the 1992 SEC championship game. 

Florida has won 49 SEC regular-season games in the ‘90s. That's more 
than the combined totals of Vanderbilt, Kentucky and Mississippi State (44 
wins), and ranks the Gators as one of only four SEC teams fo have won more 
conference games than it has lost this decade.

‘Canes Looking for Senior Leaders 


ormer Miami coach Dennis Erickson loved it when his 

players mixed it up during practice. It was a sign of inten- 

sity he said, especially during the spring, when jobs were 
scarce and competition keen. But that was also when the Hurri- 
canes carried their swashbuckling image with a sense of purpose, 
forged over a decade of excellence, and enforced by strong 
senior leadership. 

Today, Miami is rebuilding. Jobs are wide open. With the 
loss of 11 starters from last season's 9-3 Big East co-champi- 
onship squad, senior leadership has not yet been solidified. So 
when one of Miami's spring practices this year turned into a 
series of scuffles between offensive and defensive linemen, coach 
Butch Davis fumed. 

“We had too many mental distractions, too many things that 
were disruptive,” Davis said. “Fights, cheap shots, stupid mental 
mistakes. Leaders have to step forward. The guys who are 
seniors, the guys who truly know the right way to do things.” 

When pressed to reveal those seniors, Davis said, “I don’t 
know. You'd have to ask them.” 

It's going to be that kind of season for Miami, which will con- 
tinue the fight to regain its lofty status while struggling to find the 
right pieces to allow it do so, especially on defense. 

“Defensively,” Davis said, “this is probably the youngest 
most-inexperienced team I’ve ever been around.” 

Here’s who’s not around any more: Defensive ends Kenny 
Holmes and Kenard Lang, both high draft choices by the NFL; 
linebackers James Burgess, Tony Coley and Twan Russell, all fast 
and all experienced; team MVP Tremain Mack, Earl Little and

Marcus Wimberly, all out of the secondary. 

Looking for replacement parts was that much harder thanks 
to NCAA recruiting sanctions. Miami had just 75 players on the 
roster as spring practice began, just 63 on scholarship. 

Still, all is not lost. If nothing else, Miami is stocked with ath- 
letes and speed, two things that can make up for a lot of short- 
comings, especially on defense. 

And there is some confirmed talent. 

Returning at cornerback is senior Duane Starks, who led the 
team with three interceptions last season. Senior Denny Fortney, 
who has started 23 consecutive games at defensive tackle, was 
moved to defensive end. That made room for redshirt freshman 
Damione Lewis. The 6-2, 275-pounder was the state of Texas’ 
1995 high school defensive player of the year, and is considered 
a future star. 

Too bad, the Hurricane defense, which has only four seniors 
on its two-deep roster, has to play for the now. The unit was 
plagued by poor tackling throughout the spring. And though it 
made great strides as the spring continued, especially on the 
line, the unit was consistently lit up by its more seasoned offen- 
sive counterpart. 

“The defense learned that if you don’t step up and make 
some plays, you'll get it hung on you,” Davis said. “We've got 
a lot of work to be done before we're in the shape we need to be 
for the start of the season. We can’t wait to get good the last 
five games.” 

The offense should be good from the start. Senior Ryan 
Clement may not be the prettiest passer you've ever seen, but 
he completed 60 percent of his throws a 
year ago, and threw 19 touchdowns with 
just eight interceptions. He’s also become 
the gritty leader Miami had lacked at the 
position since Gino Torretta held the job

Unlike Torretta, however, Clement has a 
backfield considered to be the team’s deepest 
position. The Hurricanes averaged 147 yards 
on the ground last season, and were led by 
junior Dyral McMillan, who went for 565. 

But all eyes will be on sophomore sensa- 
tion Edgerrin James. As a true freshman 
last season, the 6-1, 220-pounder rushed 
for 446 yards and two touchdowns. That’s 
119 less yards than McMillan. But James 
rushed 40 less times. 

The receivers will not be overshadowed. 
Though the unit lost Yatil Green to the 
NFL, Jammi German is back and healthy 
for his senior season. He has also put his

legal troubles behind him after serving six 
months of house arrest in connection with 
burglary and battery charges against a 
member of the UM track team. 

This is kind of a last stand for Ger- 
man, who came to UM out of Fort Myers, 
Fla., as the nation’s No. 1 recruit. He 
boasted as a freshman he’d win a Heis- 
man Trophy. But injuries and legal mat- 
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ters have hampered him for four years. 

“I’ve barely had my foot in the water 
in terms of the things I’m capable of 
doing,” he said. “I feel like things are 
going to work out for me.” 

Working out in front of both running 
backs and receivers is an offensive line that 
averages 6-4, 292 pounds, and has three 
returning starters. “Our offensive line has 


done a tremendous job,” Davis said, “not 
only at the point of attack, but flying down 
the field and trying to get into the secondary 
to break running backs free.” 

Forget free. Nothing will come easy 
for the Hurricanes this season. But in yet 
another rebuilding season in Coral Gables, 
it’s comforting to know the team still has 
its fighting spirit.

Offense Must Improve If Cards Can Soar 


ouisville’s defense was one of the best in Division I-A 

a year ago. The Cardinals finished ranked No. 4 in the 

country in rushing defense and total defense. Only 
West Virginia, North Carolina and Florida State were ahead 
of Louisville. 

West Virginia and North Carolina played in the Gator Bowl 
on New Year’s Day. Florida State played for the national champi- 
onship in the Sugar Bowl on Jan. 2. 

Louisville? The Cardinals spent their holidays opening Christ- 
mas presents. Teams that have losing records — Louisville fin- 
ished 5-6 — have a habit of doing that. 

A lot of Louisville’s problems were pointed at the offense, 
which finished No. 91 in Division I-A in total yards per game, 
including only 94.5 rushing yards per game. The Cardinals could- 
n't even outgain some individuals last season. 

New offensive coordinator Don Kirkpatrick hopes to put 
some energy in Louisville’s offense, which returns nine starters 
from last season. Kirkpatrick, last year’s quarterback coach, takes 
over for departed Bret Ingalls. 

One of the first things Kirkpatrick wants to improve on is 
turnovers. Or the lack of. Louisville lost 18 fumbles and were 
intercepted 17 times last season and had one of the worst 
turnover margins in Divison I-A. 

“It got contagious,” Kirkpatrick said. “We threw more inter- 
ceptions than ever before. We got behind in a lot of games. And 
we fumbled a lot. It was a matter of a lot of young kids playing. 
There were some mental and physical mistakes.”

opener against Kentucky. 

¢ Senior Donnell Gordon suffered a shoulder injury in the first 
quarter against Cincinnati, which forced him to miss the final 
three games. He still led the Cardinals with 433 yards. 

¢ Junior Otis Floyd missed the Memphis and North Carolina 
games with an ankle injury. 

All three are back this season along with sophomore Tendai 
Charasika and junior Raphael Cooper, a transfer from Minnesota. 

After injuries to Moreau, Gordon and Floyd, Charasika 
started two games as a freshman and gained 318 yards. 

Cooper, who sat out last season, was Minnesota's second- 
leading rusher in 1995 with 471 yards on 112 carries and led the 
Golden Gophers with a 21.5-yard average on kickoff returns. 

The talent pool is so deep the Cardinals moved fullback Ibn 
Green to tight end. Louisville will also try a two-back set to take 
advantage of the talented group returning. 

Louisville fans are dying to see those guys play, but they are 
even more excited about sophomore quarterback Chris Redman, 
one of the top young quarterbacks in the country. 

Said Kirkpatrick: “We expect him to do better this year.” 
That’s not good news for Louisville's opponents. Redman 
came off the bench for Jason Payne to complete 18 of 27 passes 

for 325 yards and three touchdowns in a come-from-behind vic- 
tory over Michigan State. One week later, 
Redman broke three school passing 
records by completing 35 of 63 passes for 
400 yards against Southern Mississippi 
in his first career start. 

Redman started the final five games of 
the year and passed for 1,773 yards and 
eight touchdowns, the best freshman sea- 
son of any quarterback in school history. 

“He was somewhat limited a year 
ago,” Kirkpatrick said. “He didn’t have 
any experience starting until the second half 
of the season. But he has learned how to 
line up and where to throw it.” 

Redman learned last year who to 
throw it to. His main target is senior 
wide receiver Miguel Montano, who is 
45 catches short of the career school 
reception record. Montano caught a 
team-high 48 passes for 602 yards

Tigers Building On Huge Win Over UT 


ovember 9, 1996 went down as a momentous day in 

Memphis history. 

It might not have shaken the world the way previous 
events in Memphis did — such as the day Elvis died, or the day 
Martin Luther King was shot — but on this date, Memphis was 
epicenter of one of the college football world’s most cataclysmic 
happenings in years. 

The Liberty Bowl stadium scoreboard told the amazing story: 
Memphis 21, Tennessee 17. 

Yes, that Tennessee. The one ranked No. 6 in the country, 
still harboring national championship hopes in November ... and 
setting its holiday calendar for a Bowl Alliance game. That one. 

Perhaps only one other day in the city’s sports history — 
March 26, 1973, when Memphis played UCLA and Bill Walton 
for the NCAA basketball championship — was as big or bigger to 
sports fans in town. 

“I never realized beating Tennessee would have this amount 
of far-reaching effects,” Memphis coach Rip Scherer said. 

The victory was enormous. After the game, televised by CBS 
because of the marquee drawing power of the Vols and quarter- 
back Peyton Manning, the record crowd of 65,885 stormed the 
field and tore down the goal posts. 

The game was recognized as the Alka-Selzer Upset of the 
Year, and will be replayed continuously at the College Football 
Hall of Fame for a year. 

Kevin Cobb’s acrobatic, 95-yard touchdown return, in which 
he performed a 360-degree turn on his elbow, received an ESPY 
as the Fan’s Choice college football play of the year. 

The biggest achievement is in the interest level in Memphis 
football, which has skyrocketed since the Tennessee game. It’s a

much-needed shot in the arm for a program that has not won 
seven games in a season since 1974. 

Winning — which Scherer has done only seven times in two 
seasons on campus, will be the biggest selling point. And Scherer 
must have a sound defense in order to accomplish that this season 
... or even if the Tigers are going to match the 4-7 record of 1996. 

Gone are all-stars Tony Williams at tackle, Richard Hogans at 
middle linebacker and Keith Spann at free safety. So are four 
other defensive starters. 

McKenzie — a Conference USA All-Freshman pick last year 
— returns at comerback, along with Kevin Cobb, free safety 
Jeremy Stewart and defensive tackle Marquis Bowling. 

“We want a certain intensity on defense, a swarming to the 
ball,” defensive coordinator Jim Pletcher said. “We want some 
of the seniors to step up on defense and grab the other players 
by the throat and get them going. We’ve got the ability to be a 
good unit.” 

The Tigers have had that attitude in the past, finishing No. 3 
nationally in total defense in 1992 and 1994, and 14th in 1993. 
But last year’s defense allowed 361.8 yards a game, which 
ranked 55th in Division I-A. 

Pletcher had to go to the offensive side to get some help on 
defense. Last year’s starting fullback, 6-foot, 220-pound senior 
Chris Reeves, is the probable starter at outside linebacker. 

Memphis has had its problems on offense in recent years, but 
if the Tigers can find a quarterback to get the group of talented 
receivers the ball, they will be OK. 

There isn’t any doubt about the top three receivers, possibly 
the best trio in the conference. Junior split end Richie Floyd led 
the Tigers with 43 catches for 600 yards last year. Senior 
Chancy Carr added 24 for 285 yards, and 
sophomore flanker Damien Dodson had 21 
receptions for 231. Each, though, had only 
one touchdown reception.

Roberts Has USM Eveing Title 


ee Roberts will be the first to say he isn’t Brett Favre. 

But Southern Mississippi fans can’t forget last year’s 

56-49 overtime loss at Houston when Roberts shattered 
Favre's single-season passing record by 53 yards. 

And they are still buzzing about Roberts’ debut as the Eagles’ 
starting quarterback in midseason a year ago. He broke two sin- 
gle-game passing marks — consecutive completions and highest 
completion percentage, neither held by Favre — in a lopsided 
victory at East Carolina on ESPN. 

Roberts gave Eagle boosters plenty of promise a year ago — 
and a lot brought up Favre as a comparison — when he broke 
four school passing records despite only starting in the final 
six games. 

Roberts not only destroyed Favre's single-game passing yards 
record and recorded two accuracy marks for a single game, but 
he also broke head coach Jeff Bower's 23-year-old mark for best 
completion percentage in a season. Roberts completed 60.8 of 
his passes, 2.3 percent better than Bower in 1973. 

In fact, Roberts would have finished No. 5 in Division I-A in 
passing efficiency if he had enough attempts. But since he started 
only the final six games — he was third team before then — 
Roberts didn’t qualify. 

All the attention and Favre comparisons hasn't gotten to 
Roberts. The modest, yet confident Pace, Fla., native isn’t about 
to rest on his laurels. 

“I can always improve on my performance,” Roberts said. “I 
know I can be better than the last time | played.” 

Statements like that make Eagle coaches and fans smile. If 
Roberts gets any better, Southern Miss might be headed for a 
bowl game, something that fans in Hattiesburg haven't had the

Bower hasn't been satisfied with his offense for most of his 
six years as head coach. He’s been through several offensive 
coordinators, including himself, but has yet to have the complete 
season like when Favre was throwing passes in the late 1980s. 

Like a year ago when Southern Miss finished No. 104 
in rushing and No. 100 in total offense among the 111 
Divison I-A teams. 

But with Roberts, along with a talented group of running 
backs and receivers and a few experienced linemen, Bower is set 
to watch his offense outscore its opponents this season. 

Bower fired Norman Joseph after three seasons and brought 
in Larry Kueck to run his offense, primarily a one-back set whose 
objective is to spread the defense so thin they will be easy targets 
for big yardage on the ground and in the air. 

Kueck did it at the Division I-AA level last season, leading 
Marshall to the national title and averaging 43 points per game in 
the process. 

He's got plenty to work with at USM: eight returning starters, 
including Roberts and tailback Eric Booth, one of the most tal- 
ented players in Conference USA. Also back are wide receiver 
Sherrod Gideon, guard Kasey Keith, tackles Shederick Blackmon 
and O’Lester Pope and tight end Terry Hardy. The depth is so 
good at tailback, Southern Miss moved elusive scatback Brandon 
Francis to receiver. 

Kueck wasn’t the only offensive coach walking into Hatties- 
burg this spring. Bower has an entire new offensive staff — quite 
remarkable considering the Eagles won eight games a year ago. 

Running backs coach Mike Williams became the head coach at 
Jacksonville (Ala.) State, offensive line coach Mark McHale went to 
C-USA rival Louisville, and Joseph and tight 
ends coach Lonnie Hansen were fired. 

Steve Buckley (running backs), Danny 
Baker (tight ends) and Petey Perot (offen- 
sive line) joined Kueck as newcomers. 
Bower hopes the new faces will bring 
something to the offense that the defense 
has had for years: a solid, consistent perfor- 
mance every Saturday. 

Middle linebacker Marchant Kenney is 
Mr. Consistency. The 6-2, 221-pound 
senior had 141 tackles last season. Corner- 
back Patrick Surtain isn’t bad, either (six 
interceptions in 1996). Then, there’s Adal- 
ius Thomas and Robert Brown up front. 

With that lineup, Roberts should get 
plenty of chances to lead his team down 
the field.

Newest Bowden Hopes To Turn The Wave Around 


or the past three years, Tommy Bowden's name surfaced 

when head coaching jobs opened at schools throughout 

the country, including Kentucky, Ole Miss, Louisville and 
Baylor. For awhile, it seemed as if he was involved in more 
“rumors” than Madonna, and with good reason. With his name 
and his resume, it was only a matter of time before Tommy Bow- 
den ended up as a head coach of a Division I-A football program. 
But when it finally happened, the same question came to the lips 
of many who had followed Bowden's career. Why Tulane? 

“That was my first thought, too,” Bowden admits. “But then I 
started looking at the situation.” 

Once the 42-year-old son of Florida State coach Bobby Bow- 
den and the brother of Auburn coach Terry Bowden got past 
Tulane’s nine consecutive losing seasons and only four winning 
seasons in the last 20, its lack of reputation and tradition and its 
high academic expectations, he focused on the possibilities: its 
New Orleans location, its new affiliation with Conference USA, 
and the lack of external pressure that come with the job. 

“My name brings high expectations, because of Daddy’s suc- 
cess and Terry's success, and I expect that from myself, too. | 
wouldn't have taken the job if I didn’t think there was some 
chance that we'd have success,” says Bowden, who spent the 
previous six seasons at Auburn under first Pat Dye, then his 
brother Terry. “But you have to be realistic when you consider 
what's been accomplished here in the past. Six wins at Florida 
State or Auburn will get you unemployed. Six wins here might 
get you elected governor.” 

Before Bowden can stir the local populace into a football 
frenzy, he'll have to find a way to win with a group of players 
who have a lot to learn about winning. “The philosophy I take is 
that it’s kind of like having an ugly baby: it doesn’t matter what 
they look like, they’re yours, regardless,” Bowden says. “What-

ever it is, we've got to take it and do the best we can with it.” 

That means doing the best he can with an offense 
that returns only three starters: quarterback Shaun King, tight end 
Cory Geason and halfback Jamaican Dartez. The Green Wave lost 
all five starters on the offensive line, both starting wide receivers 
and its starting fullback off a team that went 2-9 last year. 

With so few returning weapons and so many uncertainties, 
Bowden will attempt to build an offense around an up-tempo, 
wide-open attack that will include everything from the basic 
I-formation to the four-receiver, shotgun, no-huddle style Bowden 
helped install at Auburn. 

In Geason, the Green Wave has an all-conference selection 
who caught 16 passes for 134 yards and two touchdowns last 
year, while Dartez returns after rushing for 583 yards and three 
touchdowns, second best on the team. The most important 
player, however, is King, who had to start as a true freshman 
because of injuries and started all 11 games last year as a sopho- 
more, completing 132 of 273 passes for 1,574 yards and eight 
touchdowns, with seven interceptions. “He’s got some promise 
and some ability and he’s in his third year, so he’s been in the 
fire,” Bowden says. “That will be awful helpful.” 

While the offense learns the Bowden system, the defense will 
rely on the return of seven starters, including linebackers Brian 
Williams and Derrick Singleton, and both kicking specialists, 
placekicker Brad Palazzo and punter Brad Hill. 

Williams led the Green Wave with 100 tackles last season, 
while Singleton made 77 in just eight games. They'll be joined by 
defensive tackle Dennis O'Sullivan (team-high 11 tackles for 
losses last year), defensive end Shane Marshall (team-high four 
sacks in ’96), cornerbacks Tellius Carr and Michael Jordan 
(school record 15 pass breakups), and safety Kevin Dukes. 

While Tulane no longer has to face the likes of LSU, 
Alabama and Florida State, Bowden still 
has to find a way to compete in the emerg- 
ing Conference USA. The Green Wave 
must face two new league additions, East 
Carolina and Army, and take on non-con- 
ference opponents Syracuse, Rice, South- 
western Louisiana and Ole Miss. 

That’s not good news for a team 
that went 1-4 in the C-USA last year 
and lost its last seven games in a row, 
despite an impressive 34-14 victory over 
preseason C-USA favorite Cincinnati in 
the opener. 

While it’s not the SEC, it remains a dif- 
ficult task for any coach, regardless of his 
name and his resume.

onference USA made a statement

East Carolina, an up-and-coming pro- 
gram in the 1990s, joined the league and 
will immediately begin play in the seven- 
team league. By all accounts, the inclusion 
of the Pirates gives C-USA more strength 
in a league still striving for respectability. 

And the conference made another 
move in that direction when it enticed 
Army to join in March, although the Cadets 
will not begin league play in football until 
the 1998 season. 

“It will allow us to take the Army team 
to the heartland of America’s Army,” said 
Lt. Gen. Daniel Christman, superintendent 
of the academy. “Soldiers will have a 
chance to cheer, chant, and maybe even 
chest-pump for the great old Army team.” 

Don’t blame C-USA commissioner 
Mike Slive if he does a little chest-pumping 
himself along with the presidents of the 
other league schools. 

Getting East Carolina was considered a 
coup after the league at first bumbled 
through some early discussions about 
including the Pirates — whom many per- 
ceived as a fine match for the Big East 
Conference. But then, adding Army to the mix was icing. 

“Army gives us an entry into the New York market we 
haven't had,” Southern Mississippi athletic director Bill McLellan 
said. “Down the road, we'll have to see how much it helps from 
the financial standpoint.” 

If the C-USA was selling stock, this would be the time to 
invest. It’s growing, and it looks like it will only get better. 

“One of our goals was to make the football league on the 
same level as our men’s basketball league,” Slive said. “When 
we started our league, our men’s basketball teams had instant 
credibility. Our football league is starting to get it, too. We got 
some last year in our first season. Just look at what some of our 
teams did.” 

In the first week of the season, Southern Miss upset Georgia

and Louisville beat Kentucky. But those 
accomplishments were trumped a few 
weeks later when Memphis — a team 
unable to win half of its games against 
C-USA competition — shocked the college 
football world with a 21-17 victory over 
No. 6 Tennessee.

¢ C-USA had the largest increase in 
attendance of any Division I-A conference. 

¢ C-USA ranked No. 7 in the final

East Carolina was included, the league 
would have been No. 5, ahead of the 
Atlantic Coast Conference and Big East. 

¢ C-USA members had 24 TV appear- 
ances in 1996. Southern Miss, which had 
played in only 14 TV games in school his- 
tory, enjoyed the exposure of seven 
appearances last year. 

¢ Louisville ranked No. 4 nationally in 
rushing and total defense. Southern Miss 
was No. 2 in turnover margin. Houston was 
tied with Arizona State as the most 
improved team in Division I-A. 

¢ Louisville's Sam Madison and 
Tyrus McCloud, and Southern Mississippi's 
Marchant Kenney were named to 
All-America teams. Houston tailback 
Antowain Smith was a first-round NFL 
draft pick. Slive expects even bigger 
news from the league this year. 

“We are not only playing good schedules outside our confer- 
ence, but we are developing rivalries within our league,” he said. 
“This should be an even better season than last year.”

The SEC is so deep with defensive linemen, the second-team All- 
SEC team could be as good as the first ... and some players rate 
among the top dozen players in the country at their positions, and 
aren't even first-team all-league. Tennessee end Leonard Little (19.5 
sacks the last two years) and Alabama defensive tackle Michael Myers 
might be the best in the country, outside and inside. 

Florida has three All-SEC candidates. Alabama, LSU and Arkan- 
sas have two each. Mississippi State’s Greg Favors (SEC-best 12.5 
sacks, 25 QB pressures) is the second-best defensive end in the 
league. Tennessee has two returning starters who might get beat out. 

No SEC team allowed more than 160 rushing yards per 
game, as eight teams ranked in the top 50 nationally in run 
defense. Only Mississippi and Kentucky are weak up front. 


SECONDARY 


After eight teams averaged at least 200 passing yards per 
game in 1995, that mark was down to four last season. Credit a 
combination of improved secondary play and poor passing. 

Several stars are gone: interception leader Kevin Jackson of 
Alabama, Lawrence Wright and Anthone Lott of Florida, Ray 
Austin of Tennessee, and Corey Johnson of Georgia. 

But six of the top seven interceptors return, led by Marcus 
Campbell of Arkansas and Fred Weary of Florida. Alabama 
returns Deshea Townsend and Fernando Bryant for the second 
year in a row. Tennessee’s Terry Fair and Vanderbilt's Corey 
Chavous rank among the SEC’s premier corners.

The SEC lost several outstanding linebackers in Dwayne Rudd, 
Dwayne Curry, Ralph Staten, Tyrone Hines, James Bates and Mar- 
cellus Mostella, but this remains a quality position in the league.

Sometimes teams protect their star 
running backs by keeping them off special 
teams. With limited numbers, Tuberville 
doesn’t have that luxury. Plus, he’d proba- 
bly have to drag Avery off the field kicking 
and screaming. 

“T love special teams,” Avery said. 
“Especially kickoff returns. That’s my 
bread and butter. That’s my game. I 
use my eyes and ears and run to what I 
see. Everything happens so fast; I get 
so excited.” 

If a little of that excitement rubs off 
on his teammates, and the Rebels get a 
few breaks, they could make progress 
again in ‘97. 

“We've been competitive,” said 
Tuberville. “I was worried we'd go into 
games and come out 50 or 60 to zero 
and not make a first down.

Avery Unlocks Rebels’ Offense 


ohn Avery sees himself as part 
Jz part con man and part lock- 

smith when he carries the football 
for Ole Miss. A 5-10, 190-pound senior 
running back, Avery makes up for what 
he lacks in size with his speed, quickness 
and creativity. 

“Every defense is like a combination 
lock,” says Avery. “You keep turning 
and listening, turning and listening ...” 

Avery works with ball in arm, using 
bursts of speed to sprint past startled 
linebackers. When cornered, he throws 
on the brakes to change directions, ala 
Barry Sanders, the Detroit Lions’ All- 
Pro running back after whom Avery pat- 
terns himself. 

It was not uncommon last year 
for Avery to begin a play by sweeping 
to the left, then end it by gaining 
yardage around the right end. One such 
run resulted in a 30-yard touchdown 
against Arkansas. 

“I try to use the whole canvas, like 
an artist,” says Avery. 


And when all else fails, Avery knows 
he can make yards by doing the unex- 
pected. “Be very, very deceitful,” he 
says, laughing. “Very, very deceitful.” 

Last year, Avery needed every trick. 
He finished seventh in Southeastern 
Conference rushing, with 788 yards on 
181 carries. Often, he did so with little 
blocking and a lot of sleight of hand. 

Offensive coordinator Noel Mazzone 
wants to see what Avery can do this 
fall with a little help. That’s why Eli 
Anding, who played linebacker last year, 
was moved to H-back for this season, 
allowing the Rebels to use more two- 
back sets. 

To psych himself up for games, 
Avery watches a video in which Sanders 
makes would-be tacklers look silly. 
Wearing the same number as Sanders 
(20), Avery then goes out and tries to do 
the same thing. 

“I look at Barry Sanders and say, 
‘God has blessed that man to have those 
kind of brakes,’” Avery says. Q 
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ARKANSAS STATE INDIANS 


Corey Walker, “Mr. Everything,” is gone — taking his running 
back/receiver/kick returner records with him. 

“Mr. Almost,” however, is back. 

Junior wide receiver Lennie Johnson needs just 33 yards in 
receptions to become the ninth player in Arkansas State history to 
reach the 1,000-yard mark in a career. He'll get plenty of help in 
that category: ASU enters the 1997 season with two signal-callers 
(Jeramie Watkins and Brent Pettus) who return from a squad that 
set most of the school single-season passing records last year. 
Coaches say either quarterback is capable of starting any or all 
games, as they proved in 1996. 

With 846 net yards, running back Lamont Zachery was ASU’s 
leading rusher last season — gaining almost a first down (9.4 ypc) 
every time he touched the ball. 

A host of healthy linebackers, including returning starters 
Lavell Alexander and Koetter Little, give the Indians more depth 
and talent at that position than they've had in years.

Oh yeah, he’s also 6-5 and 235 pounds. 

Culpepper’s receivers are big-time, as well. Not the least of 
which is Todd Cleveland (59 rec., 745 yards, six TDs in eight games 
last season), a double threat who earned All-America honors as a 
kick returner in 1995. Speedy wide receiver Mark Nonsant (60- 
925-7) returns as Culpepper’s favorite target from last season. 

Three seniors — strong safety Donnell Washington, free safety 
Kenton Rickerson and cornerback Darryl Latimore) head up a 
Knights’ secondary that remains totally intact from 1996. Big-play 
Washington, a second-team all-independent selection, returned an 
interception and a fumble recovery for scores last season.

Quarterback Jason Martin departs as the school’s all- 
time passing leader — in every category. 

But Tech fans can breathe a sigh of relief when they see Josh 
Bradley's name still on the roster. In 1996 the 6-7, 275-pounder 
ranked: No. 1 nationally in touchdowns by a tight end (7); No. 3 
with receptions by a TE (45); and No. 4 in receiving yards (531) by 
a player in his position. 

Like Bradley, placekicker Marty Kent also is an All-America 
candidate. The 1996 Lou Groza Award finalist compiled a .929 
field goal percentage last season — good for second in the nation. 
He also kicked two 51-yarders against Toledo. 

Tech's veteran offensive line features OT Chris Crudup — at 
6-11, 375-plus pounds, the largest player in Division I-A football. 

Safety John Noel collected 129 tackles and a team-high four 
interceptions last season. He is part of a very deep defensive squad 
that returns every linebacker and all but one defensive lineman.

Grein and Daniel Jeremiah will vie for the chance to become the 
next great NLU quarterback. Whoever wins the job will have the 
pass-catching services of speedy wide receiver Marty Booker. 

Booker’s on track to become another potential all-time leader 
at NLU. And so is sophomore free safety Travis Singleton — 
who snatched five opposing quarterback passes last season. 

Felix Richardson already has his place in the school’s history 
books sewed up. As a junior college transfer last season, the 6-3, 
255-pound defensive tackle was voted the I-A All-Independent 
Newcomer of the Year. Did we mention he’s deaf?
